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MORE MISHAPS TO THE FLEET. 


Two Warships Run Aground—The Ter. 
ror Quickly Got Off, but the lowa 
Stack Fast for a Time. 


According to reports, another series of 
accidents has overtaken the ships of the 
North Atlantic Squadron. This time two 
of the vessels, the monitor Terror and the 
first-class battleshin Iowa, went aground 
on the shoals as they were leaving Tortugas 
Harbor, a few days ago, on their way to 
Port Tampa. 

The Terror was got off the shoals before 
any damage was done. This accident oc- 
curred early in the morning. Orders were 
given for the vessels to proceed and anchor 
in deeper water. 

At 5 P. M. the Iowa went fast aground 
about eight miles from Dry Tortugas, and 
the rest of the squadron anchored near the 
fort, The cruiser New York, flagship of the 
squadron, set signals ordering the fleet to 
get under way and prepare to haul the 
Iowa off the shoals, as she was in a dan- 
gerous position. The New York had been 
trying to relieve the lowa, but, owing to 
the shallow water, the attempt was un- 
successful and the Montgomery went to her 
assistance. It was several hours before the 
big battleship was cleared. 

An inspection of the double bottoms 
showed that no damage had been done. _ It 
is not known whether the ship is strained or 
not. She was not taking any water. 

This is the second time an accident of this 
kind has happened. When the ships first 
entered Tortugas Harbor one of them went 
aground, and was with difficulty hauled off. 

The cruise so far has resulted unfortu- 
nately. The Indiana on the way down the 
coast showed her boilers to be in bad con- 
dition. They leaked and in order not to 
delay the other vessels of the fleet the In- 
diana was taken in tow by the New York. 
One of the torpedo boats during practice 
broke her propeller shaft and was sent to 
Norfolk to be repaired. When the fleet was 
ordered to manoeuvre .in Florida Bay and 
near Tortugas none of the officers knew in 
weet kind of water the drills were to take 
place. 

Admiral Sicard has asked the department 
to place buoys on the shoals and to mark 
the channels, as it is not only difficult but 
unsafe for the ships to enter the harbor. 


SYNDICATE TO BUY GAS STOCK. 


George Westinghouse, Jr., Creates a 
Boom in Pennsylvania Companies 
—Asks for An Option Until July. 
PITTSBURG, Feb. 2.—George Westing- 
house, Jr., in a circular letter issued to 
the stockholders of the Philadelphia Gas 
Company, asks the latter to place their 
stock at his option for disposal. In the 
circular he states that he will not accept 
less than forty dollars a share, and that he 
will not accept any less for any one else’s 

stock than he will for his own. 
Philadelphia Company stock jumped from 
2734 to 30 to-day as a result. An Bast- 
ern syndicate has made a bid for all the 
gas companies, natural and manufactured, 
of Allegheny and Pittsburg. The capital 
stock of all the companies makes a total of 
$20,720,000. The Philadelphia Company is 
capitalized at $7,500,000, and is the greatest 
natural gas producer in the world, having 


more than 100 miles of main line in West 
Virginia. The Pennsylvania Gas Company, 
capitalized at $1,000,000, had its stock jump 
to $25, which is ten dollars above the nor- 
mal price. Allegheny County Heat and 
Light went up to $125, an advance of $15 
in two days. The other companies to be 
included are the People’s, capital, $4,000,000; 
Equitable, $250,000; Chartiers Valley, $2,- 
000,000; Manufacturers’, capital, $600.000; 
Allegheny County, $4,000,000, and illuminat- 
ing plants, capitalized at $3,200,000, which 
is owned principally by D. Herbert Hostet- 
ter. 

Mr. Westinghouse desires an option until 
July 1. 


A VICTORY FOR CHATTANOOGA. 


Judge Severns Gives It the Same Rail- 
road Rates as Nashville, 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Feb. 2.—In the 
case of the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion versus the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia Railroad and sixteen other 
roads United States Judge Severns delivered. 
his decision to-day. The decision was ad- 
verse to the railroads and a complete vic- 
tory for the commission and the City of 
Chattanooga. 

An order was issued requiring the rail- 
roads to at once make Chattanooga rates 
the same as those to Nashville. The Judge 
held that the evidence showed that the In- 
ter-State Commerce act had been violated 
in many ways, and that Chattanooga had 
been grossly discriminated against. 
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GERMANY BARS OUR FRUIT 


Importation of the Fresh American 
Product of Every Kind Pro- 
hibited by Decree. 


SANITARY REASONS ADVANCED 


Ambassador White Calls Attention to 
the Evident Violation of the Treaty 
—Trains Prevented from Cross- 
ing the Frontier. 


BERLIN, Feb. 2.—The Prussian Minister 
of Finance, Dr. Miquel, issued a decree yes- 
terday, which goes into effect immediately, 
prohibiting the importation of every kind 
of American fresh fruit. The decree has 
been sent to all the German ports and fron- 
tier stations, excepting Bavaria, Saxony, 
and Wurtemberg. The United States Em- 
bassy was not previously warned, and the 
United States Ambassador, Mr. Andrew 
D. White, sent a formal letter to the For- 
eign Office to-day, inquiring upon what au- 
thority this inimical step was taken. 

The United States Consul et Hamburg, Dr. 
Hugh Pitcairn, telegraphs that 16,000 bar- 
rels of American apples have been forbid- 
den to be unloaded, and that two trains 
full of American fruit have also been for- 
hidden to cross the frontier. at Emmerich, 


which, aside from Hamburg, is the prin- 
cipal place of entry for American fruit. 

On receipt of this news, Mr. White sent 
a second and stronger remonstrance to the 
Foreign Office, calling attention to the evi- 
dent violation of the treaty. 

At the Foreign Office it was learned that 
the Prussian Government prohibits the en- 
try of American fruit on sanitary pretext, 
claiming that California and other vermin 
threaten to infect German trees and fruit. 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—The Berlin correspond- 
ents of the morning papers are all skep- 
tical as to the alleged reason for the ex- 
clusion of American fresh fruit. They 
doubt that the cause is the discovery of a 
bug in a box of apples in South Germany. 
The exclusion is attributed rather to the 
agrarian demand for reprisals against the 
American tariff. 

The decision has caused the greatest sur- 
prise and considerable dissatisfaction; for 
American apples had rapidly taken the Ger- 
man markets by storm, owing to their 
cheapness and fine quality, and the poor 
consumers cannot afford to buy equally fine 
French or Italian fruit. 

Furthermore, it will be a severe blow to 
commerce and shipping. The decree only 
permits importation on condition that the 
fruit is exported to England. 

The Berlin National Zeitung defends the 
prohibition, if danger such as phylloxera 
exists. It declares, nevertheless, that 
** promises to the agricultural population of 
all manner of blessings from the legal and 
administrative enhancement of the prices of 
provisions are not calculated to induce them 
to make efforts which would be equally use- 
ful to consumers and agriculturists alike. 

The opposition German papers consider 
that the proposed Brussels sugar conference 
will be futile under such conditions. 


COMMERCIAL WAR MAY RESULT. 


The President Will Retaliate on Ger- 
man Products if Theres Is no 
Foundation for the Decree. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 2.—The State De- 
partment has not yet been informed by 
Ambassador White of the decree against 
the importation of American fresh fruits 
into Germany, and the official statement 
of the matter is awaited with anxiety, as 
the department desires to know just how 
far the German Government is willing to 
yield to the wishes of the Agrarian Party, 
which insists upon the exclusion of all 
American farm products which enter into 
competition with the German farmer. 

For two years the State Department has 
been engaged almost fruitlessly to secure 
from the German Government the refusal 
of a decree like the present one, but ap- 
plied to meat products. The attitude of the 
Germans in the matter is not encouraging, 
and the announcement of this additional de- 
cree against another American staple ex- 
port has tried the patience of the depart- 
ment sorely, and there Is no telling how far 


we mav go toward retaliation if the condi- 
tions justify it. - 

If the facts indicate that there is a little 
foundation for this exclusion decree, as was 
the case with the meat products, it is said 
at the State Department that the President 
probably will avail himself of his statutory 
power to retaliate, under Section 5 of the 
act of Aug. 30, 1880. 

To the knowledge of the State Department 
no complaint has ever before been made 
against the character of American fresh 
fruit. There was some complaint a few 
years ago from Hamburg and Cologne 
against certain importation of dried fruits, 
on the ground that they contained traces of 
zinc taken up from the trays on which they 
were dried, but there has never been an at- 
tack “pew the fresh fruit. The reports of 
the United States Consuls show that the im- 
ports of the latter have found great favor 
n German cities, and the universal testi- 
mony of our Consuls is that our apples are 
so superior in every respect that there is 
hardly a market for the German apples in 
their vicinity. 

G. B. Brackett, the Chief of the Pomolog- 
ical’ Division of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, in discussing the dispatch, said: “ It 
is surprising that any charge should be 
made that California fruit is infested with 
pests. The fruit from that State is the 
freest from vermin of any in the whole 
country. Apples are the only fresh fruits 
which are shipped to Europe at this time 
of the year; peaches and oranges have been 
sent mostly as an experiment, and they go 
mainly to England. The growth of the 
shipment of apples abroad has been enor- 
mous in the last sixteen years. In 1880-1 
the shipments amounted to 1,328,806 barrels, 
while in 1896-7 they aggregated 2,919,846 
barrels. Of this aggregate 111,090 barrels, 
valued at $213,483, were shipped to Ham- 
burg; the remaining number, with the ex- 
ception of approximately 100,000 barrels, 
going to English ports. Of course, it is 
likely that some of the fruit which is sent 
to England reaches Germany indirectly, 
though there are no statistics on hand to 
tell the precise amount. 


MUCH TALK OF STRIKING BACK. 


Mr. Dingley Thinks America Has Bet- 
ter Reason for Prohibiting German 
Wines—Washington Excited. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The Berlin cable 
announcing that Germany had closed her 
ports against American fruits attracted 
much attention to-day among Senators and 
members of the House of Representatives, 

Chairman Dingley said: ‘‘ This is evident- 
ly a device to prohibit the importation of 
American fruits on alleged’ sanitary 
grounds, in line with the similar prohibition 
of American pork. The importation seems 
to be prohibited on sanitary grounds in 
order to avoid the provisions of our com- 
mercial treaties with Germany, which give 
to imports from the United States equal 
privileges with imports from other coun- 
tries. There is not the slightest ground for 
the-allegation that California fruits are af- 

ted, as charged. Indeed, the evidence 
oi tee ce that they are especially free 
from parasites. The United States would 
have much more ground for prohibiting the 
importation of German wines on alleged 
sanitary grounds than Germany has to 
prohibit the importation of American fruit 
or American pork on such grounds. We 
have no objection to Germany’s putting 
whatever duty it sees fit on imports of any 
kind. That is her own business. But when 
that Government undertakes to prohibit the 
importation of American products on sani- 
grounds which do not exist in f it

A Game Two Can Play. 


Representative Tawney and other mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee in- 
dorsed Chairman Dingley’s view, and said 
that if Germany began such a course it was 
a game in which two could play. It was 
said, also, that the result would work se- 


rious injury to German wines, German hos- 
iery, German shoddy, and many other lines 
of German goods brought in great quanti- 
ties to this country. 

Representative Dinsmore of Arkansas, 
the leading minority member of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, said he consid- 
ered the decree of the Prussian Govern- 
ment a plain case of retaliation, based, as 
was the decree against the importation of 
American pork, on a pretext of sanitary 
grounds, 

Some of the Representatives from the Pa- 
cific Coast say there might be a slight justi- 
fication for the Prussian club so far as the 
fruit of Oregon and Washington is con- 
cerned if it was directed solely against ap- 
ples. The codling moth is said to be very 
prevalent in both of those States. 

Senators Mills and Bacon expressed the 
opinion that Germany’s action was the log- 
ical sequence of our high tariff system. 

Senator Elkins said: ‘‘We may just as 
well have it out with Germany now as at 
any other time. There is no denying that 
we are in a commercial war, and we should 
fight it out on the lines they have laid 
down. I should go back at them on their 
own terms. I should prohibit the importa- 
tion of their sugar.’’ 

Senator Hawley pronounced the news very 
surprising and disagreeable, but he was op- 
posed to harsh measures on the part of this 
country. ‘‘ We could retaliate by prohibit- 
ing the importation of German cutlery,” he 
said, ‘“‘and the retaliation would be se- 
verely felt, but that would be mere boyish- 
ness and unworthy of National dignity.” 

Senator McBride of Oregon says he !s con- 
fident that the discrimination of Germany 
is not occasioned by the condition of Ore- 
on fruit, for it has always held a high 
place. 

Senator Perkins of California said that 
the prevention of importation on sanitary 
grounds was a mere pretext, and that it 
was simply to keep out fruits which com- 
peted with German production, and the or- 
der was no doubt issued as a retaliation 
against the United States because of the 
differential tariff on sugar from bounty- 
paying countries. He had no doubt that the 
United States could meet this new order by 
retaliation. 

Senator McEnery of Louisiana was much 
interested. “Tf this country,” he said, 
“would only prohibit the importation of 
Germany’s cutlery and woolens, there would 
soon be an end to any discrimination 
against American products, and, according 
~ my way of thinking, that is what should 

6 done,”’ 


A Resolution in the House. 


Representative McGuire of California late 
in the afternoon introduced in the House a 
resolution calling upon the State Depart- 
ment for all information and correspondence 
between this Government and Prussia rela- 
tive to the decree forbidding the importa- 
tion of American fruit. 

Mr. Hitt, Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, expressed sur- 


prise at the step taken, particularly that it 
should not be preceded with a notice to our 
representative at Berlin. Mr. Hitt said that 
it was evident Germany based her course on 
sanitary grounds, which would exclude the 
idea that the move was of a political and 
proscriptive character. It was aright which 
all sovereign powers reserved to protect the 
health of its people by such sanitary ,meas- 
ures as is deemed wise, whether it be 
against cholera or any lesser evil. In such 
case, while it was not for another power 
to question the wisdom of the sanitary pre- 
caution, yet the facts on which the action 
was based were always open to inquiry and 
proper representation. Mr. Hitt thought the 
present case looked much like the exclusion 
of American hogs. In that case the right 
of the Government to adopt sanitary restric- 
tions was not questioned, but the United 
States made a dignified showing that the 
facts did not warrant the restrictions and 
they were modified. 

Representative W. Alden Smith of Michi- 
gan, a member of the comm»«ittee, said: 
“The attempted exclusion of American 
fruit from the German markets at Emmer- 
ich is not the first act of hostility displayed 
by Germany. Under the Cleveland Admin- 
istration, when our markets were open to 
German exports, they dealt very unfairly 
with this country, excluding our beef on 
the false pretext that it was unwholesome, 
when they knew our inspection laws were 
rigid, and that Great Britain’s laws were 
equally so, and yet we exported large quan- 
titles of beef to England without the slight- 
est objection upon the part of that Gov- 
ernment. Their present course is unfair 
and unjustifiable from any standpoint, and 
should be rebuked.”’ 


MONEY CHEAP IN CHICAGO. 


A Gilt-Edged Loan Made at 2% Per 
Cent.—Sending East for Bonds 
for Western Buyers. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—Money was never 
cheaper to the borrower than it is in Chi- 
cago and the West at the present time. 
Financial conditions have changed very ma- 
terially during the past year, and in place 
of the banker being inaccessible to the bor- 
rower the latter is more independent than 
ever. In speaking of this matter President 
Eckels of the Commercial National Bank 

said: 

“The days of 6 and 7 per cent. interest 
seem to be permanently over. There will be 
more 5 and 6 per cent. money, and even be- 


low that figure, while possibly 5 and 6 per 
cent. will be the general rate.” 

Interest rates in Chicago at the present 
time vary. A large loan to probably the 
best gilt-edged borrower tn the city was re- 
cently made—demand after a certain period 
—at 2% per cent. This is the lowest inter- 
est rate ever charged in Chicago. 

“Bonds not for sale” is what customers 
of leading banking houses in town are now 
being told when they come to inquire for 
well-known issues in which to invest their 
money. 

Inquiry to-day among several of the 
chief traders in this city-revealed a condi- 
tion in the bond and money market which 
fs nothing else than phenomenal. One of 
the banks of the city which does an enor- 
mous business each year in investment 
bonds reported that, with the exception of 
a few such securities as are especially re- 
served for a class of customers whose de- 
mands must be light, it had positively no 
longer bonds on hand which it could sell. 
Some of the best issues have been complete- 
ly absorbed from the market by recent pur- 
chasers. Bond houses are looking eagerly 
toward the East for every possible chance 
to buy bonds. for =o, tm that they can 
quickly sell them in icago at handsome 
profits to themselves. 


ARCHBISHOP AND GEN. BOOTH.

Damage of $2,000,000. 


COAST STREWN WITH WRECKS 


Few Messages by Telegraph for Twen- 
ty-four Hours, but Long-Distance 
Telephone Wires Hold Out— 
More Bodies in the Sea. 


BOSTON, Feb. 2.—The magnitude and se- 
verity of the Winter hurricane, which on 
Monday night and Tuesday morning made 
a record for itself in Eastern Massachu- 
setts and in Rhode Island, was realized 
more fully with to-day’s revival of business 
and communication with the outside world 
after many hours of practically complete 
isolation. 

A summing up of the storm’s work is as 
yet difficult, however, but to-night it ap- 
pears almost certain that the great hurri- 
cane claimed over twenty-one human lives, 
wrecked over thirty schooners in Massa- 
chusetts Bay, completely prostrated all 
telegraph lines, and caused a total property 
loss of nearly $2, ,000.

Four unidentified bodies lie in the Coro- 
ner’s office in Gloucester. Five more are 
in Lynn, brought over from Little Nahant, 
the rocky beach ‘on which was wrecked 
the schooner Charles H. Briggs. Twelve 
unknown corpses are reported to be at Bak- 
er’s Island, in Salem Harbor. They, too, 
must have manned some of the schooners 
which were lost in Gloucester Harbor. That 
there are others in the bay seems almost 
certain. 

Gloucester Harbor was the storm centre 
of wrecks, but the beaches near this city 
were not exempt from a similar spectacle, 
while the shipping within half a mile of the 
wharves broke fromtheir cables and worked 
destruction to themselves and their neigh- 
bors. On land the loss by the storm seems 
to have been confined entirely to property, 
for while horses almost without number 
were killed in the main thoroughfares of 
Boston by falling trolley wires, no human 
being was struck. 

After twenty-four hours of unremitting 
laLor the two big telegraph companies were 
enabled to obtain a few messages over their 
own lines with the outside world. Boston 
seemed, however, to be harder to reach 
than other cities affected by the storm, for, 
while communities only a few miles away 
managed to obtain good communication late 
in the day, it seemed as if clear wires would 
never reach this city. 

The railroads, however, helped out won- 
oe in bringing in news from re fort- 
unate localities, and the officials of the dif- 
ferent companies worked as hard as the tel- 
egraph men to get their service once more 
near its normal condition. 

The electric ‘car service, in this city at 
least, also became once more a factor in 
human affairs, and nearly every one of the 
different divisions of the Boston Street Rail- 
way was in good working order by noon. 
Outside the city among the small trolley 
companies, the embargo was much harder 
to break, and at night but a few of the 
smaller towns had a local service. 

The telephone prfoved its value by giving 
almost continuous service in this city, and 
practouty the only communication with 

ew York was by the long distance lines. 


THREE SCHOONERS ASHORE. 


The Clara Jane’s Crew Rescued at 
Great Brewster Island. 

BOSTON, Feb. 2.—The two-masted schoon- 
er Clara Jane of Calais, Me., is ashore at 
Great Brewster Island, Boston Harbor. The 
vessel ran ashore during the storm yester- 
day. The United States life savers and the 
volunteer crew of the Massachusetts Hu- 
mane Society station at Hull rescued Capt. 
R. R. Maloney and crew after a hard strug- 
gle. The schooner was badly damaged and 
may not be floated again. She was bound 
from Salem to Calais. 

The schooner Crandall is high on the 
beach of the Weymouth shore. She broke 
away from her moorings during the gale, 
and sufficient aid was not at hand to pre- 
vent her stranding. No one was on board 
at the time. 

The schooner Diadem, Capt. Blake, of 
Gloucester, bound from Boston to Boothbay, 
Me, with a cargo of salt, went ashore dur- 
ing the gale yesterday morning at Clark's 
Island. She will be floated. 


DISASTERS IN NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Sixteen Hunters May Be Lost in the 
Ice and Seven Sailors Drowned. 


ST. JOHN'S, N. F., Feb. 2.—Sixteen men 
belonging in Trinity Bay were taken off 
in the ice yesterday while seal hunting. It 
is feared they have perished. The boats 
that were out seeking them to-day returned 
~ nightfall without having got sight of 
them. 

The British brigantine Lady Bertha drove 
ashore last night at Renews Harbor, forty 
miles south of here. She was imbedded in 
an ice floe and became a total wreck. Her 
seven men, it is feared, are lost. 


CLARENCE M. RICHARDSON DEAD. 


A Member of Denman Thompson’s 
Company Expires in Baltimore. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 2.—Clarence M. Rich- 
ardson. a member of Denman Thompson’s 
**Old Homestead ” company, playing in this 
city, was found dead in bed at the Acad- 
emy Hotel in this city. 

Apoplexy was the cause of the death. He 
was fifty-five years old, and a native of 
Portland, Me. He had been a member of 
the company for twelve years and played 
the part of the fiddler.

WASHINGTON SUICIDAL MANIA. 


Miss Lucy Taylor Leaps Out of a Win- 
dow and Her Father Tries to Hang 
Himself—Both Will Live. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The suicidal ma- 
nia which has caused a number of attempts 
at self-destruction in this city for the past 
several weeks has affeeted Walter Taylor, 
a clerk in the Treasury Department, and 
his pretty twenty-year-old daughter, Lucy. 
Miss Taylor has been in ill health for some 
time past, and last night her illness as- 
sumed a suicidal form. 

She was with difficulty persuaded to retire 
to her room, and about 1 o’clock in the 
morning, after a violent struggle with her 
parents, who tried to hold her, she plunged 
through a window of her home and fell 
into a snowbank in the front yard. She 
then ran, terribly cut and bruised, through 
the streets, and after a half-hour’s search 
was found almost nude in a snowbank by 
a policeman. She was taken home, and it 
was then found that during her absence 
her father had hanged himself by a rope 
attached to the boiler of a stove. He was 
cut down and removed to the hospital un- 
conscious. 

At noon the physicians reported that both 
Mr. and Miss Taylor were improving and 
that there was no longer doubt of their re« 
covery. 


SUING SIAM FOR $170,000. 


Mrs, Cheek Seeks to Recover Damages 
for Confiscated Property. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Feb. 2.—Before a board 
of arbitration at Bangkok is being pushed 
the claim of Mrs. M. A. Cheek, for $170,000 
damages against the King of Siam. The 
Rev. Dan F. Bradley, a brother, says that 
eight years ago the late Mr. Cheek owned a 
lumber plant in Siam, with 200 elephants 
and several steamers. 

Failing to fulfill a Government contract 
owing to low water, the King confiscated 
everything he had. Cheek died from the 
shock. Dr. Bradley thinks the widow will 
win. 


PINGREE FOR A TWO-CENT RATE. 


To Bring Suit to Compel the Michigan 
Central to Adopt It. 
DETROIT, Feb. 2.—Gov. Pingree took 
steps to-day toward bringing suit to compel 
the Michigan Central to carry all passen- 
gers at 2 cents per mile, He demanded a 
ticket to Ypsilanti at the legal two-cent 


rate, and then paid the full three-cent fare 
under protest. 

The suit already pending to compel the 
Michigan Central to sell 1,000-mile tickets 
for $20 is not broad enough for the Gov- 
ernor, as the winning of {t would benefit 
only those who have the $20 to pay for the 
mileage books. The second suit, he asserts, 
will be for the benefit of the plain people, 
who pay for just the ride they get. 


TUG’S BOILER EXPLODED. 


Four Men Scalded—Boat Sank Involv- 
ing a $30,000 Loss. 


The boiler of the tug Isabella Wilbur of 
the Amboy Towing Company exploded at 
10:30 o’clock last night, and three men were 
badly and one slightly hurt. The Wilbur 
was tied up at the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
docks to take in water. The pipe leading 
from the tank to the boiler was frozen, and 
the tank burst. The explosion of the boiler 
followed. 

The injured men are William A. Hawkins, 
cook, of 323 West Thirty-seyenth Street; 
Edward J. Connors, deckhand, of Perth Am- 
boy; John Ryan, fireman, of South Amboy, 
and Thomas Cleary, fireman, of Coxsackie, 
N. Y. They were scalded. Capt. James 
Lake and Engineer Henry Gates escaped in- 
jury. Ryan, who was only slightly hurt, 
went to his home. The others were sent to 
the City Hospital. 

The tug took fire, and was towed some 
distance from the dock, where several fire 
tugs turned streams on her, but she was 
burned to the water’s edge and sank. The 
damage is $30,000. None of the injured men 
will die. 


THE CHICAGO CUSTOM HOUSE. 


Importers and Bankers Petition for 
Its Removal to a Safer District. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—Chicago importers and 
bankers have again manifested their dissat- 
isfaction with the present location of the 
Custom House in the dangerous levee dis- 
trict, and William Penn Nixon, Collector of 
Customs, left to-night for Washington with 
@ spontaneous and vigorous petition that 
the Custom House be moved back from the 
bad lands and located somewhere in that 
centre of civilization surrounded by the 
Union loop. , J 

The petition is signed by 150 of the lead- 
ing importers, bankers, and vessel owners 
of the city. It sets forth that the Custom 
House, which is in the United States Ap- 
vraisers’ warehouse building, at Sherman 
and Harrison Streets, is in a dangerous 
neighborhood, which greatly increases the 
risk of carrying the large sums of cash, 
averaging $50,000, which must be sent to the 
Custom House every business day. Then 
the petition dwells on the great inconveni- 
ence of reaching the inaccessible Appraisers’ 
building.

THE CHEMICAL BANK’S LOSS 


W. J. Quinlan, Jr., for Many Years 
lts Cashier, Loans $393,000 of | 
Its Funds on Poor Security. 


HE CONFESSES HIS ERROR 


His Resignation Promptly Accepted by, 
the Directors—He Trusted the Rep- 
resentations of Two Customers 
of the Bank—Their Records. 


The Chemfcal National Bank has withtni 
six months lost $393,000 through what its 
officers yesterday spoke of as errors of judg~ 
ment on the part of William J. Quinlan, Jr., 
for the last twenty years and until Mone 
day the bank’s cashier. The first intimation 
of this loss came to the President of the 
bank, George G. Williams, on Sunday, when 
Mr. Quinlan called on him at his home and 
confessed that he had made loans to the 
amount stated on collateral which he now 
believed to be nearly if not quite with- 
out value. He had made these loans, he 
said, without consulting with the President 
and had concealed them by wrong methods. 

President Williams communicated this 
confession to the other Directors of the 
bank, and a meeting was held the next 
day. Mr. Quinlan was present and offered 
the following letter of resignation: 


‘* New York, Jan. 31, 1898. 
7 ~ -_ Directors of the Chemical National 
ank: 

“Gentlemen: Within the last few months 
I have made loans, without consulting tha 
President, to the amount of about three 
hundred and ninety-three thousand ($393,- 
000) dollars on collaterals which I knew that 
you would not approve, and hence TI have 
concealed these loans from you by meth- 
ods which were not right. 

“I have not been interested personally in 
them and have not received one dollar of 
the proceeds of them; nor in but one in- 
stance received any benefit from them, and 
then’ but for a moderate amount; nor have 
I ever speculated to the extent of a singla 
share in Wall Street. My error has arisem 
from over-confidence in the representations 
of those to whom these loans were made, 
and while I hope eventually no loss will 
arise from them, I acknowledge the justice 
of the request for my resignation, which is 
hereby presented, both as a Director and as 
cashier of the Chemical National Bank. 
This terminates a faithful service (until the 
above) of thirty-six years to the institution, 
which has justly been the pride of my life, 
Respectfully, 

WILLIAM J. QUINLAN, Jr.™ 


Resignation Promptly Accepted. 


The resignation of Mr, Quinlan was acs 
cepted at once, and the duties he has sq@ 
long performed were intrusted to the age 
sistant cashier, Francis Halpin. 

When the foregoing facts became known 
yesterday, President Williams and Fred¢ste 
W. Stevens, one of the Directors of the 
bank, gave freely all the further informea- 


tion they had gathered, and the predesni- 
nant tone of their comment was sorrow at 
what they called the bad judgment’ of Mr. 
Quinlan, : ‘ 

The loans referred to by Mr, Quinlan were 
made to Francis C. Grable and John S. iiil- 
ver, promoters, between whom, however, na 
connection has been traced, if any existed, 
As far as the bank officers knew yesterday, 
the first of these loans was made to Mr. 
Grable not longer than six months ago, and 
was for a comparatively small sum, not 
over $10,000. This was followed by others 
until the total sum loaned to this man be- 
came $243,000. The loans to Mr. Silvers 
aggregated $150,000, and were all made be- 
tween the 4th and 18th of January. 

Mr, Stevens, who answered many of tha 
inquiries made at the bank yesterday, re 
lieving President Williams, who was some- 
what indisposed, said that, to the best of hig 
information, Mr. Quinlan made tthe ac- 
quaintance of Mr. Silver and Mr. Grable in 
the regular course of business. Neither of 
them had been a depositor in the Chemical 
Bank, but ‘both of them had borrowed con- 
siderable sums there within the last six 
years on security of unquestionable charac- 
ter. Mr. Quinlan, knowing they were old 
customers, did not hesitaté to cash the 
drafts they presented, the first of whicb 
in the case of each man was for a com< 
paratively small sum. ‘These drafts were 
on outside banks or companies or individ- 
uals, and when they were protested Mr, 
Grable and Mr. Silver presented securities 
which Mr. Quinlan accepted. The repre- 
sentations of the two men as to the value 
of the securities they offered appear to have 
been convincing to Mr. Quinlan, for he went 
on cashing their drafts until they reached 
the sum of $393,000. 

Attributed to Overwork. 

“The fact seems to be,’’ said Mr. Steven 
“that Mr. Quinlan had passed the period 
of his usefulness as a cashier without our 
having suspected it. He was broken down 
from over-application to work, and the for- 
mer excellence of his judgment was im- 
paired by his physical condition. He was a 
man who never took a vacation—I mean a 
regular vacation. He never would be absent 
from his post for more than two or three 
days at a time, and would often work on 
Sunday. At one time—and we did not know 
that time had passed—he was a man with a 
rare judgment of men and an unequalec 
knowledge of values in all parts of this 
country. There was no better cashier than 
he. 

‘‘Mr. Quinlan’s action in making these 
loans was perfectly legal; as an officer of 
the bank the right to do so was his. His 
great mistake was made when, after the 
first loan was made in each case on a draft, 
and the draft was protested, he did not stop 
there and inform the President. I do not 
attribute any intentional wrongdoing to 
him; in fact, now I have full faith in his 
integrity. He might have taken a million 
had he been so disposed.” 

Mr. Stevens explained Mr. Quinlan’s states 
ment in his letter that he had not received 
one dollar of the proceeds of these loans, 
nor in but one instance received any bene-« 
fit from them, to refer to a present of some 
stock from Silver or Grable, Mr. Stevens 
could not say which. This present was 
made a year or so ago, and Mr. Stevens 
said it was extra conscientiousness that 
led Mr. Quinlan to speak of it. 


All in Mr. Quinlan’s Hands. 


Mr. Stevens said that these loans were all 
made on outside drafts, and record of them 
was kept in the foreign collection account. 
In that ledger were accounts of betweep 
$2,500,000 and $3,000,000 in loans, and it was 
in Mr. Quinlan’s charge. Mr. Quinlan paid 
the drafts by check. The Directors did not 
find out what was going on because the 
cashier did not speak of the matter. Mr. 
Stevens said no proceedings would be taken 
against Mr. Quinlan, and that he did not 
see what action would lie against either 
Silver or Grable. ‘‘ The only thing we can 
do, I guess,” said he, ‘is to charge the 
$393,000 up to profit and loss.”’ 

The securities hypothecated with the bank, 
Mr. Stevens said, were of the International 
Land and Ditch Company, a carbon com- 
pany in Rahway, N. J., and various others 
which he had not yet examined. Their value 
he did not know, but, being somewhat pes- 
simistic, he feared: they were of no value. 

President Williams, upon whom the blow 
of Quinlan’s confesgion fell very heavily, 
said he sincerely hoped there would not be 
found anything criminal in the cashier’s 
actions. The only thing he could say yester- 
day was that it was a case of bad judg- 
ment. When asked if he had any intention 
of prosecuting Mr. Quinlan he replied ‘‘ No,”’ 
thrice repeated. He was asked if he knew 
the business of Silver and Grable, and hig 
dry answer was: “I now think their busi 
ness is getting money from banks,”’ 

About 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon Robs 
ert Goelet and James A. Roosevelt, Direct« 
ors of the bank, met President Williams and 
Mr. Stevens at the bank building, and the 
party was in conference for mare than an 
hour. A force of clerks remained at work om 
the books until a late hour. 

In down-town banking circles the intellt- 
gence that a man of Mr. Quinlan’s reputa- 
tion had been duped in the manner and ta 
the extent he admitted was received with 
the utmost astonishment.

SILVER’S 


Connected with Several Financial In- 
stitutions ‘that Failed. 


John S. Silver’s name appears in the City 
Directory as “ President,” with offices at 39 
Cortlandt Street. On an office door on the 
eleventh floor of that building are the names 
of William 8. Silver & Co. and John §. Sil- 
ver. Yesterday afternoon one of these Sil- 
vers was in this office. To-reporters he said 
that he was William S. Silver. He curtly 
said that he- had nothing’ whatever to do 
with his brother’s business, and that he did 
not. know. what, that business was. He 
locked the door of a small safe and went 
out. He was of medium height, well dressed, 
and wore a dark mustache. This. is said 


to be a description that ‘would fit John 8. 
Silver. The haliman said that the -brethers 
are much alike in appearance. 

John S. Stiver is down in the copartner- 
ship directory as the President of the New 
York Carbon Works, (New Jersey,) and 
William S. Silver is mamed there as its 
Secretary, with William H. H. James as 
Treasurer. The capital of the company ts 
stated to be $250,000, and its Directors ere 
the two Silvers, Mr. James, George 
Mills, and Albert Storer. John S. Silver is 
also said to be a member of Burns, Silver & 
Co., a Connecticut corporation. 


His Brownstone House Dark. 


John 8. Silver lives in a brownstone-front 
house at 24 West Ninetieth Street. His 
family consists of a wife and an adopted 
daughter. At 6:30 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon the place seemed to be deserted; the 
curtains were closely drawn in all the 


front windows, and repeated ringing and 
knocking at the front and the basement 
door failed to bring anybody. Servants be- 
longing to the neighboring houses in_ the 
block, said that they had seen Mr. and Mrs. 
Silver leave the house about’ 3:30 P. M. 
Whether or’ not they took’ any’ satchels 
with them, the servants did not remember. 
About 6 o’clock a servant left the house by 
the front door, which she was seen to lock 
after her. No one in the neighborhood 
knew where the Silvers had gone. 

Mr. Silver is said to own the house in 
which he lives, and has lived there for 
about fifteen months. It is said to be ex- 
pensively furnished; he employs two sérv- 
ants, 

Though Mr. Silver would seem not _ to 
have been known by reputation to Mr. 
Quinlan, his name in the past has been con- 
nected with the failure of several financial 
institutions. 


American Loan and Trust. 


In connection with the failure of the 
American Loan and Trust Company, which 
went into the charge of the Superintendent 
of the Banking Department of the State 
Feb. 18, 1891, with an estimated deficiency 
of nearly $657,000, it was said at the time 


that Silver owed the company $175,000, 
which he had “ borrowed.” Silver was one 
of the Directors of the company, a member 
of the Executive Committee, and at the 
same time President of the Charleston, 
Sumter and Northern Railrvad. When J. 
Edward Simmons was appointed receiver 
to settle the affairs of the company Silver 
was debtor to the amount of $102,243.19. 
His note for $7,500 appeared as collateral 
for this entry in demand_loans, “ $360,650 
to the Decatur ana Nashville Improvement 
Company.” At the receiver’s sale of stocks, 
bonds, and notes in clearing up the affairs 
of the company a face value of $1,035,560 
was disposed of for $46,491. 

‘‘For loans made on poor collateral” the 
Washington National Bank closed its doors 
in Broadway March 24, 1891. Its President, 
E. G. Sherman, was severely censured for 
the loans mentioned, which he finally ad- 
mitted were advances made to John S. Sil- 
ver on drafts to be sent out of town for col- 
lection. Silver was then identified with the 
firm of Burns, Silver & Co., known as man- 
ufacturers of ‘car springs and other metal 
work at Bridgeport, Conn. 


The Capital Heavily Impaired. 


The capital of the Washington National 
Bank, $300,000, was found to be impaired to 
something like $135,000. It had been opened 
only in June the year before, and on the 


following October its deposits represented 
scme $700,000. It was asserted that Silver 
obtained on loans without giving security, 
$63,000. A. certified check for $11,500, which 
he had obtained from President Sherman, 
he used in settling a part of the difficulties 
in which he was involved by the failure of 
the American Loan and Trust Company. At 
the time of the loans, Silver, it was alleged, 
had less than $100 on deposit, and had long 
been known as a broker whose specialty 
was the negotiation of paper and securities. 
It was denied that he had any common bus!- 
ness interests with President Sherman, It 
is said that while the Washington Bank was 
in the hands of the Bank Examiner, Silver 
remained away from this State. 

The Third National Bank ic ‘oO some 
years ago through dealings with Silver, and 
several other banks in the city have. suf- 
fered from time to time smaller losses 
through him in much the same way that 
the Chemical!’s loss was incurred. In all his 
operations Silver has kept within-the law 
and has never been prosecuted: 


WHAT IS KNOWN OF GRABLE. 


Has an Office at 100 Broadway and 
Stays at the Waldorf When Here. 


In the co-partnership and corporation di- 
rectory of this city Francis C. Grable is put 
down as the President of the Edgemont 
Stone Company, with offices at 27 William 
Street. At that address it was learned 
that the business of this company had been 
removed from there about six months ago, 
ostensibly to Philadelphia. But it was stat- 
ed that the office furniture had been taken 
to the American Surety Building, 100 Broad- 
way. In the directory of this building Mr. 
Grable’s name appears as the occupant.of an 
office on the fourth floor. On the door of 
this office are the sign of the Inter-State 
Land and Canal Company and the name of 


W. K. Kitz. The only visible occupant of 
the office yesterday afternoon was a very 
young man,» who refused to give any infor- 
mation to reporters about the business 
transacted there. The office is large and 
handsomely fitted up, and is arranged with 
a partition and windows much after the 
manner of a private bank. Within this par- 
tition area number of closed top desks, and 
piled up out of_reach of an owtsider, are 
prospectuses of various kinds, One of these 
“was that of the Edgemont and Union Hill 
Smelting Company. On the walls. are 
various photographs of Western. mining 
scenes and the like, and one of the Grable 
Block—where situated there is nothing to 
indicate, 

The young man in-charge refused. to give 
out any of: the prospectuses. He. said that 
Mr. Grable, who, he declared, was the chief 
man in the office, had- not been there. for 
two months, declared that no correspond- 
ence had been received from him in that 
time, except-a-tetter from Chicago, which 
came about a month ago, and added that 
Mr. Grable’s home office is in Omaha. When 
in New York, the young man said, Mr. 
Grable roomed at the Waldorf-Astoria. 

The janitor of the building and -one of the 
elevator men said that they last saw Mr. 
Grable in the building last Friday, while 
anotber —aeve thought he saw him on 
Monday. ese men described Mr. Grable 
as a man of prepossessing appearance, with 
gray whiskers. He had a son, Clarence, a 
slim, closely shaved young man, who was 
often in the office -with his father. 

On file in the Office were copies of the 
Edgemont Express of Edgemont Falls, Col., 
in which was an“advertisement of the Edge- 
mont and Union Hill Smelting Company. 
Mr. Grable is described therein as Secretary 
of this company, with Offices in Omaha. 

At the Waldorf-Astofia Hotel last night 
it was said that Francis C. and Clarence 
Grable had rooms thefé, but that neither of 
them had been to the hotel yesterday,

MR. QUINLAN’S HONORABLE CAREER. 


Paid Out $145,000 on Account of a 
Brother Who Killed Himself, 


William. J, Quinlan, Jr., is about fifty- 
three years old. He was taken into the 
employ of the: Chemical Bank when a lad 
of. seventeen, and had been continuously 
in its service for thirty-six years. He was 
made. Cashier some twenty years ago, and 
had become one of the props of President 
Williams as the burden of his many years 
began to tell upon him. He was one of the 
bank’s Directors, and he was permitted to 
use his discretion in making loans almost 
without question. Mr. Stevens said yester- 
day that Mr. Quinlan “had loaned millions 
upon’ millions of the bank’s money, -and 
that never until now had his action cost 
the bank anything. 

His béhavior after the suicide of his broth- 
er Washington some seven years ago 
Was recalled yesterday by the bank officers 
as proof that he is a man of sensitive honor. 
Washington Quinlan became hopel “in- 
volyed in speculation in Western lands. He 
secured. money. from. banks in this ‘city, 
among them the Chemical, upon stock and 
bonds of variaus concerns in which he was, 
interested—the aggregate sum being very 


large. His ventures proving hopeless, ‘Wash-~ 


ington, in despair of making good his-in- 
debtedness,-took his own life at the Ken- 
more Hotel, Albany, on March 28, 1891. 
William, for the honor of the family name; 


end beeause -he believed his own standing 


had led to the trust reposed in Washington, 
underteok to pay off the debts of the suicide 
out of his own private means. 
said that in doing this Mr. Quinian had paid 
out $145,000. » 

Washington Quinlan at the time of his 
death was about thirty-nine years old. He 
became a mémber of the Stock Exchange 
in 1886, and established an office at 2 Wall 
Street. It was current talk at the time that 
his father had left him over $700,000, al- 
though the amount afterward proved to be 
l'ttle more than $100,000. He was regarded 
as being.in business for fun more than 
money, and, although he persistently took 
the bear side of the market in spite of boom- 
ing prices, he found many .friends and ad- 
herents. He lived at the New York Club 
and was widely known.in society. 

On May 2, 1890, he disappeared from Wall 
Street, and on May 6, his disappearance 
wag officially noted on the Exchange. Sev- 
eral creditors began-to press claims, and his 
seat was sold. His friends said: that he 
was perfectly solvent and feared foul ‘play. 
On June 4 of the same veer he reappeared, 
explaining that»he had been it. He did not 
attempt to regain his seat and relinquished 
his office. He kept himself out of sight for 
several, months, and in March, 1891, was 
found a svticide. 

At the time of his death there were two 
unsatisfied claims in the hands of the Sher- 
iff; one was about $15,000, and was pressed 
by a cousin, Ellen Quinlan, who alléged 
that she had given him a certified check 
which he had appropriated, and the other 
was for a similar amount, sued for by the 
Omaha Loan and Trust Company. There 
were numerous other claims, which made 
the total a heavy one. 

William J. Quinlan, Jr., lives with his 
family at 186 South Oxford Street, Brook- 
lyn. To all callers at that address yester- 
day the statement was made that he was 
too ill to see any one, and that he had 
nothing to say to the public. 


THE BANK A RICH ONE. 


Capital Only %300,000, But Each 
Share Is Worth at Least $4,000, 
The Chemical Bank was organized in 
1821, under a State charter, as “ The Chem- 
ical Manufacturing Company,” with bank- 
ing privileges. The charter expired in 1844, 
when its line of deposits was $600,000. A 
new bank took its place with a capital of 
$300,000, and oh Feb. 26, 1844, the business 
of the Chemical Manufacturing Company 
was taken over hy the Chemical Bank. John

A BROOKLYN BANK CLOSES.

Owner of a Private Institution in a 
Tenement District Disappears— 
His Brother Arrested. 


A number of people of the poorer class 
living in East New York, Borough of Brook- 
lyn, gathered yosterday in front of a build- 
ing bearing the sign, “‘ Consolidated Bank- 
ing Exchange Company.” On the door was 
pinned a piece of paper bearing the inscrip- 
tion, *‘ Bank closed on account of sickness, 
Will open to-morrow.” 

The crowd continued to grow every mo- 
ment, and the larger it grew the greater be- 
came the commotion. Men and women jab- 
bered and gesticulated in foreign dialects, 


and at last a dozen men dashed hurriedly 
out of the crowd in the direction of the 
Eastern Parkway Police Station. 

When the state of things had been ascer- 
tained from the excited and half-breathless 
depositors, Detectives Croak and Stack were 
detailed.on the. case. It was found that the 
bank was owned by a young man named 
Adolph Kelleman, twenty-three years old, 
living at 49 Norfolk Street, Manhattan, A 
visit to Keilleman’s heme resulted. in the 
finding of his younger brother, Charles, who 
was employed by him as his cashier and 
general manager. Charles was unable to 
state the cause of the bank’s closing, but 
what he said gave reason to suppose that 
the fears of the depositors were not entire- 
ly groundless. 

Young Kelleman said that he had not 
seen his brother all day Tuesday until after 
4 o'clock. At that hour he received a tele- 
phone message from the banker, asking 
him to come over at once to their home in 
Norfolk Street and bring with him all the 
money which had been deposited in. the 
bank that day. When he arrived his brother 
took the money, amounting to about $400, 
and left without making any explanation. 
Charles has not séen his brother since. He 
was placed under arrest. 

The bank was situated at the corner of 
Belmont Street and Thatford Avenue; and 
had been doing business for about a: year. 
It was much patronized by the working 
people in the neighborhood, mostly poor 
cloakmakers and tailors, and all of foreign 
birth. The deposits averaged from $10 to 
40, and one woman, Fannie Cohen, of 

hatford Street, claims to have $1,000 on 
deposit.

| HARM DONE BY THE STORM 


The Mercury Dropped Lower Yes- 
terday Than on Any Previous 
Day This Season. 


ARRIVAL. OF BELATED SHIPS 


Many Rumors Regarding Overdue Ves- 
sels Not Yet in Port—A Rough 
Time for Seamen on the Sound 
Tuesday Night. 


Yesterday it was colder than on any pre- 
vious day this season. At 8 o’clock in the 
morning the thermometer in the Weather 
Bureau registered 4.8 degrees. New York 
at that hour was just emerging from the 
outskirts of the storm centring in the vi- 
cinity of Boston, and rivaling the blizzard 
of 1888. 

The inhabitants of this city then began 
to realize the extent of damage that had 
been caused by the onslaught of wind and 
snow. The temperature. gradually rose 
after 8 o’clock. P 

The..fearful force of the recent storm was 
made.apparent yesterday when the steam- 
ships and sailing craft that had encountered 
its fury at sea came into port. Nearly every 
vesse] showed the scars of battle with the 
elements. The fleet of belated and ice-be- 
decked vessels crawled wearily up to an 
anchorage off the Quarantine station. They 


were all from two to three days late, and 
were covered with a coating of ice and snow. 

Many other vessels from foreign ports are 
still at sea and overdue, and are anxiously 
awaited by their owners and agents. The 
list of rumors and reports regarding belated 
and storm-ridden vessels is one of the 
longest in recent years, and accounts of 
many ocean tragedies are likely to be heard 
in this port soon. 


The Kaiser Wilhelm’s Trip. 


The North German Lioyd steamship Kai- 
ser Wilhelm, which arrived at Hoboken yes- 
terday morning, encountered one of the 
worst storms she has seen. The big liner 
Was covered with a thick coating of ice, 


and her decks were covered with snow to a 
depth of several inches. The steamship 
Lackawanna, from London; Scotian, from 
Glasgow, and Altai, from Port Limon, were 
among yesterday’s arrivals which suffered 
Severely from the storm. The captain of 
each of these vessels reported having en- 
countered tremendous seas and furious 
winds, and each vessel was encrusted in a 
coating of ice that glittered and sparkled 
in the Winter sunshine, 

Fears are entertained for the safety of the 
Norwegian ship Jamaica, which sailed from 
this port a week ago for St. John’s, N. F. 
She was seen on Tuesday wedged tight in 
the ice off the Newfoundland coast, flying 
signals of distress. 

Two men belonging to two mud scows 
which broke adrift from the tug De Veaux 
Powell at 11 o’clock Tuesday night were 
landed at the Quarantine station yesterday 
morning from the Harbor Inspectors’ steam- 
boat Nimrod. The Nimrod fell in with the 
two drifting scows at 1 o’clock yesterday 
morning and took the men off with much 
difficulty. The scows are still adrift. 


Rough Times on the Sound. 


Tuesday night was the roughest of the 
season on the Sound. All the passenger 
steamers arrived safely yesterday morning, 
but were late in almost every instance. It 
is. feared that navigation will be impeded 


by an ice gorge which is forming off Fort 
Sehuyler. The bays and harbors are frozen 
over, and many boats are fast in the ice. 
The fleet of vessels along the piers con- 
tributed to a beautiful picture yesterday 
morning. The unobstructed rays of the 
morning sun fell upon a forest of ice-en- 
crusted masts and spars that shone with 
rismatie color. Even the tugs and other 
ver craft as they moved about the harbor 
oe fancy floats in a gigantic ice car- 
‘ vai ‘ ; > 
‘, The beauty°of the scene was enjoyed only 
by the spectators on shore, however. The 
men who live on the water will remember 
this storm as one of most unusual severity. 


TELEGRAPH WIRE TO BOSTON. 


The Postal Company Hastens to Put 
New York in Touch with 
the Hub. 


New York got in touch with Boston to 
some extent yesterday afternoon when the 
Postal Telegraph Company, after great ex- 
ertions on the part of its employes, man- 
aged to get through the first telegraph wire 
in forty-eight hours. Some fifty men, with 
sleighs, and working in relays, concentrat- 
ed their efforts on one wire rather than to 
try to get all the wires through, and at 3 
o'clock word came to Superintendent G. H. 
Usher that they had been successful. 

Two wires were also carried through to 
Providence, which also had been cut off 
since Monday night, and Mr. Usher said he 
expected by to-day to have enough wires 


to Providence and Boston in shape to han- 
dle the greater part of the enormious busi- 
ness that has accumulated. 

The Western Union was not so fortunate. 
Wire Chief Griffith said yesterday that his 
company had been unable to get a line 
through to Boston, although his-advices are 
to the effect that the men now working 
will succeed in getting fifteen wires up to- 
day. These will follow the Shore Line 
route. The company has succeeded in es- 
tablishing two wires to Providence, one a 
duplex wire. 

According to F. J. Hovey, General Super- 
intendent of the Long Distance Telephone 
Company, the business with Boston is prac- 
tically at a standstill. Only one pair of 
wires is working to Boston and one pair to 
Providence. 

The railroad situation {s much improved, 
except on Long Island. The trains over 
the Shore Line and the Boston and Albany 
all arrived at the Grand Central Station 
from Boston yesterday, only an hour or 
two behind time. On the New York Central, 
the Chicago Limited was three hours late, 
although advices to General Superintendent 
Van Etten were that the conditions in the 
Mohawk Valley are much improved. 

Matters are in bad _ shape on the Long 
Island Road east of Riverhead. The train 
which left Greenport at 7:30 o’clock on 
Tuesday morning is solidly snowed in at 
Peconic, and the train which left New York 
at 11:30 o’clock, and which managed to get 
beyond Riverhead, is snowed in at Matti- 
tuck, ten miles west of Peconic. 

Seven powerful locomotives, two rotary 
snow plows, and an army of shovelers 
worked all last.night at the drifts, but were 
unable. to make much headway, the wind 
blowing the snow back into the cuts as fast 
as they were cleared. The cuts between 
Peconic-and- Mattituck are half a mile in 
length and nearly twenty feet deep. Some 
of the locomotives are out of coal, and 
fence rails, where they can be found, are 
being used for fuel. 

The Mozart Symphony Club is on the 
train from Greenport, and the members 
helped to while qwey the hours for the 
passengers by gi¥ing a performance. It 
was bitterly cold, however, and as soon as 
sleighs could be obtained, the passengers 
sought shelter in the neighboring farm 
houses. Orders were issued at the office of 
the Long Island Road not to sell tickets 
to points beyond Riverhead. No mail has 
come through from Greenport since Mon- 
day. The other parts of the line are open, 
éven to Montauk Point, and trains are run- 
ning on time. 


WORK OF REMOVING SNOW. - 


At Least Two Days More to be Con- 
sumed Before the Streets Are 
Cleared—Progress to Date. 


The work of clearing the snow from the 
streets of the Borough of Manhattan will 
occupy two or three days more. Forces 
of men have been kept at work night 
and day in the downtown districts, and 
work was being pushed on every street all 
day yesterday. Four thousand laborers 
and 8,500 carts were used by the American 
Transfer Compaby, which has charge of the 
removal of snow by contract with the city. 

‘Yesterday morning 85,089 cubic yards of 
snow had been removed, and consigned to 
the rivers, at a cost to the city of more 
than $30,000. 

Aereport issued yesterday by Superintend- 
ent Harrison L. Stidham. of the Department 
of- Snow Removal ‘said that the work in the 
present case-compared favorably: with that 
of teeresmee ans : riod of: work on the 
ten-inch sno of Jan. 28, 1897, being only 
a few thousand cubic yards less.

The following streets had 
been cleaned two or three times up to yes- 
terday morning: Park Row, Nassau, the 
entire Wall Street district, the large portion 
of the ‘‘Swamp,” the downtown ferry 
streets, the streets in the dry goods district, 
Madison and Union Squares and the shop- 
ping district, Fifth Avenue to Fifty-ninth 
Street, streets near the Grand Central Sta- 
tion, the main thoroughfares of Harlem, 
and Broadway from the Battery to Fifty- 
ninth Street. 

The rincipal avenues and _ crosstown 
thoroughfares and the Boulevard were in 
passable condition last night. A more 
thorough cleaning will be given to-day, be- 
ginning at Broadway and working to the 
rivers on each side. 

The two snow-melting machines were in 
operation yesterday between Broadway and 
the Bowery and Broome and Bleecker 
Streets. It was reported at the office of the 
contractors that their work was not alto- 
gether satisfactory, and that most of the 
district would have to be gone over in the 
regular way. It was said that the machines 
were continually breaking down, and that 
even under the most favorable conditions 
effected no saving in expense or time. 
Eighteen or twenty men were found neces- 
sary to each machine, and the work was 
“very hard. With the machine and the 
requisite number of men, only about sixty 
cubic yards of snow an hour were con- 
sumed, and the water turned into the gut- 
ters made the work disagreeable and un- 
satisfactory. 

At the Street Cleaning Department office, 
in City Hall Park, last night a statement 
was given out, in which it was said: 

From 7 A. M. until 6 P. M. yesterday 
54,327 cubic yards of snow had been re- 
moved. This, added to the amount already 
carted away, made a total of 139,425 cubic 
yards. Schedules above Fifty-ninth Street 
were practically finished, and in most of 
the districts north of that thoroughfare 
work ceased last night. Below that etrect 
one district will be finished up to-day. The 
remaining five probably will be completed 
by 6 P. M. Friday. The regular schedule :n- 
cludes 145 miles of streets to be cleaned.”

The Sport Better for New Yorkers

The sleighing on the Central Park drives 
and roads leading to the various road 
houses was better yesterday than on Tues- 
day.

CUBANS GAINING GROUND | 


Spanish Operations Still Paralyzed 
at the Most Favorable Sea- 
son for Movements. 


TROOPS SUFFER HEAVY LOSSES 


Gen. Luque’s Men Without Rations— 
Losses at Mejia Were 124 Killed 
and Wounded—Two Squadrons 
of Cavalry Defeated. 


HAVANA, (via Key West, Fla.,) Feb. 2.— 
Spanish military operations continue entire- 
ly paralyzed, the season most favorable for 
movements against the insurgents thus be- 
ing lost. 

On Friday night the insurgents entered 
the town of Artemisa, Province of Pinar del 
Rio, and plundered several stores. WHight-_ 
een of the townspeople joined them. The: 
Governor of Pinar del Rio sent José Men- 
endez Diaz as an emissary with proposals 
of peace .and surrender. The insurgents 
hanged him near a railway opening, with 
the Governor’s letter on his body. Monday 
night they renewed the attack on Artemisa, 
but were repelled, leaving two killed. 

After attacking the Constancia Planta- 
tion, in Santa Clara Province, as already 


cabled, the insurgents burned immense cane 
fields. They burned also very large fields 
on the Central Plantation La Palma. 

In the fight at Vega Alta, in which the 
guerrillas were involved, the insurgents ma- 
cheted seven guerrillas and wounded a Cap- 
tain, a Lieutenant, and five privates seri- 
ously. In an engagement near Guines the 
Spanish loss was a Lieutenant, a Sergeant, 
and five privates killed, and thirteen pri- 
vates wounded. 

On Monday night the insurgents attacked 
Cayajabos, in the Province of Pinar del Rio, 
but were repulsed. Gen. Bernal has left 
the military operations in that province. 
At Holguin, Province of Santiago de Cuba, 
Gen. Luque is making urgent requests for 
provisions, as his soldiers are without ra- 
tions. Private advices from Gibara con- 
firm the report that Gen. Luque’s losses at 
Mejia were more serious than was officially 

iven out. He lost not twenty, but one hun- 

red and twenty-four killed and wounded. 

The insurgents under Leader José Miguel 
Gomez surprised two squadrons of cavalry 
on the military trocha near Ciego de Avila 
and inflicted considerable loss, including a. 
Spanish Captain. The remainder of the 
Spanish force made a disorderly retreat to 
Ciego de Avila. 


CUBANS BLOW UP A TRAIN, 


Spanish Cavalry Engaged in Havana 
Province and a Victory Claimed. 


HAVANA, Feb. 2.—The insurgents have 
dynamited a passenger train near Guara, 
Havana, partly destroying the engine and 
derailing the cars. 

A detachment of Spanish cavalry has been 
engaged with an insurgent force, under 
Col. Rosendo Collazo, at the Aguayo plan- 
tation, Havana Province. The Spanish re- 
port of the affair says the insurgents lost 


seventeen men killed; that four insurgents 
were captured, and that the Spaniards had 
seven men wounded. 

On Sunday last, at Havana and Guana- 
bacoa, assistance was given to 7,511 recon- 
centrados. About 33,820 rations were dis- 
tributed. There are about 15,000 recon- 
centrados in and about Havana and Guan- 
abaooa. 


THE RAINY DAY CLUB. 


Rough-Weather Skirts Are Now Out 
in “Dead” Earnest and the Cus- 
’ “tom Is Really Established. 


“~The Rainy Day Club began its New Year 


in dead earnest ‘yesterday. It was‘in such 
very dead earnest that a casual glance at 
its: members by a close observer—a feminine 
observer, who takes in other feminines from 
top to toe at a glance—would have disclosed 
the fact that it was a genuine short-skirted 
rainy day club. .The club was really wear- 
ing short skirts, and it was a pleasant day, 

‘* People say that they have always worn 
short skirts in stormy weather, and ask 
what is the need of a Rainy Day Club,” 
said Mrs. A. M. Palmer, the President, 
“but we know that if it- wasn’t for the 
Rainy Day Club they would not have had 
courage to wear their short skirts. They 
say there have been bicycle skirts and 


golf skirts, but they are very different from 
these.””’ And she gently patted the skirt of 
her own. trim-looking gowh, from below 
which two small well-booted feet showed 
plainly as she stood—it was a brand-new 
rainy day dress. 

“ People ask what we can do besides wear 
rainy day suits,’’ she continued, ‘“‘ but they 
will see by our programme for the Winter 
that we are going to work for sanitation in 
the home. If you wear long skirts on the 
streets you are going to take disease germs 
into your homes. If we have our nice 
clothes made short we will find the women 
of. the tenement houses following our ex- 
ample. No dress that is conspicuous will 
be recognized by this organization.’’ 

The last announcement was followed by 
enthusiastic applause. 

During the meeting an announcement was 
made that the annual dues had been raised 
from 50 cents to $1, and loops of blue and 
black ribbon were sold to members for 5 
cents each, to wear with the society’s pin 
and to be a sustaining power in keeping the 
wearer in the straight and narrow path 
of the short skirt. 

The subject -for the day’s discussion, 
*“ Altruism,’’ was also a foreshadowing of 
coming events. This was illustrated by the 
action the club took in indorsing the anti- 
exvectoration work of the Ladies’ Health 
Protective Association, and the club may, 
through individual members, become a dis- 
tributor of anti-expectoration tracts. 

“But I’ll never dare give one to a man 
until just as I am leaving a car,” said one 
of the more timid spirits. 

The club may also form an inner ‘‘ No wo- 
men ever to talk more than a minute and 
a half at a time’’ circle. No action was 
taken, but Mrs. Ellen Bryant suggested 
following Sydney Smith’s advice in this re- 
spect as being a wise form of altruism. 

Mrs. Fales opened the discussion for the 
day with a paper. 


State Issues in Minnesota. 


From The Minneapolis (Minn.) Times, (Dem.) 

There seems to be a growing sentiment 
among the Democrats, Populists, and Sil- 
ver Republicans of Minnesota in favor of 
confining the campaign next Fall for State 
offices to local issues. The Middle-of-the-

Their action, however, will be of small im- 


ortance, because of the insignificant num- 

er of their followers. 

One of the ideas behind the move is that 
possibly the gold Democrats can be induced 
to support the ticket if it is not placed upon 
a~ full-fledged Populist. platform. It is 
thought, also, that quite a number of Re- 
publicans who are dissatisfied with the way 
in which the affairs of the State have been 
managed will vote for a man like «John 
Lind, whose absolute integrity has never 
been questioned. The only place in which 
the free silver question would come into 

lay in the State Capitol would be in case 
t became the duty of the Governor to ap- 
point a Senator. In that case John Lind 
could be relied upon to select one who fa- 
vored free silver coinage. 

In the Congressional campaigns the case 
will be different. National issues will of 
necessity have the right of way there, and 
the Populists who favor co-operation will 
rightfully insist that their views shall be 
recognized. 


Rubber Shoe Company Sale. 


From The Boston Commercial Bulletin. 
An English syndicate has been negotiating 
with the Converse family for the purchase 
of the Boston Rubber Shoe Company, and 


we believe that the deal is nearer consum- 
mation than is generally believed in the 
rubber trade. This English syndicate some 
time ago offered $10,000,000 cash for the 
Boston Rubber Shoe Company, but whether 
the trade will finally be made on that basis 
we do not know. If the foreigners purchase 
the property, the result is likely to be a 
strengthening influence on prices, as the 
new owners will desire to make as good a 
showing as possible for the first year or go. 


The Prisoner from France Is Taken 
Back to the Tombs. 


The jury in the case of Louis Alfred Ba- 
lensi returned to the courtroom of General 
Sessions eat 12:30 o’clock this morning, and 
the foreman told Judge Newburger that it 
was impossible for them to agree, They 
were discharged. 

The jury had left the courtroom to con- 


sider the case at 3:40 P. M. yesterday. 
Their deliberations were interrupted late 


in the evening by a jury in another case on 
a burglary charge. The jury sang songs 
to pass away the time, and made such a 
noise that the Balensi jury took a voice in 
it. Judge Newburger then .had his jury 
taken to another room. Their discussion was 


so loud and vigorous at times that it could 
be heard out in the halls of the building. 

Balensi was taken back to the Tombs. 
If he had been acquitted he would have 
beer rearrested on a warrant issued by a 
French Government official on the charge 
of having swindled Max Lebaudy out of

‘* Not because I misappropriated one cent 
of the Lebaudy: funds, but because I was in 
adversity and learned that some of the Le- 
baudy heirs were going to prosecute some 
persons for blackmail.

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PROCEEDINGS IN CONGRESS 


Senator White Continues His 
Speech Against the Hawaiian 
Annexation Treaty. 


HE WILL SPEAK AGAIN TO-DAY 


He Says the Proposition to Annex the 
Sandwich Islands Is Based on 
Sugar and Sentimentality — 
Tillman Makes a Stir. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 2.—Senator White 
(Dem., Cal.,) continued his speech in oppo- 
sition to the Hawaiian annexation treaty in 
the executive session of the Senate to-day 
amid many interruptions and much cross- 
fire. 

Previous to Mr. White’s speech the Senate 
spent about three-quarters of an hour in 
legislative session, with the doors closed, 
trying to decide whether Senator Petti- 
grew’s resolution concerning the acquisition 
of territory which it would require a navy 
to defend should be debated in open or ex- 
ecutive session. When the vote was taken 
the majority was found to be against the 
proposition for open sessions. 

It is regarded as significant that Senator 
Morrill, (Rep., Vt.,) who has during his en- 
tire career been exceedingly conservative 
on the question of executive sessions of the 
Senate, took a position to-day in favor of 
discussing the Pettigrew resolution in open 
session. He gave as his reason the fact 
that the speeches for and against the treaty 
were liable to be unevenly reported with the 
press excluded from the sessions, 

Senator White began his speech to-day 
with a citation of authorities to show that 
the policy of this. country really had been 
against the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands. He reviewed most of the docu- 
ments quoted by Senator Morgan as favora- 
ble to annexation of the islands for the 
purpose of showing that they were all fa- 


vorable to Hawaiian independence, but not 
to Hawaiian annexation. 


As to the Nicaragua Canal. 


Senator White then took up the conten- 
tion that the control of Honolulu was neces- 
sary to the defense of the Nicaraguan 
Canal, and asserted that there was no 
foundation to support it, and gave figures 


to show that in case defense of the 
canal became necessary by this country 
it would be defended from either San 
Diego or San Francisco, and not from Hon- 
olulu. He said that no enemy could use 
Honolulu as a base of supplies in case 
of war with the United States, because 
the modern war vessel did not carry enough 
coal to make the round trip and to delay 
for hostile purposes. 

He quoted Admiral Belknap to the effect 
that Honolulu could be fortified effectually, 
and Gen. Scofield to the effect that it 
could not be fortified at all for land de- 
fense to show that authorities differed. He 
contended that if one of the islands should 
be forfeited all three of them should be, 
and that it would require an immense 
navy to remain there permanently, while 
the acquisition of this territory would not 
diminish the expense for fortifications and 
maintaining a navy at home. 

Mr. White challenged any one to produce 

roof of hostile intentions on the part of 

gland, Japan, Germany, or any other 
power, and cited the declaration of various 
Statesmen from each country repudiating 
any desire to interfere in any manner with 
the United States. 

“The whole scheme for the annexatiaw of 
Hawaii,’’ said Mr. White, “‘is based on sen- 
timentality and sugar.” 

Continuing this line of presentation he 
said the sugar people who were netting 
eight or nine million dollars a year under 
the reciprocity treaty, were back of the 
annexation project, with the hope of making 
the benefits now derived from reciprocity 
perpetual. But for this condition of affairs 
the treaty never would have been heard of; 
hence he charged that the patriotism of 
Senators was being ‘“‘ imposed upon to eon- 
summate a most disgraceful proposition.”’ 


Subjected to Interruptions. 


Among the Senators who interrupted Mr. 
White were Messrs. Hoar, Teller, Morgan, 
Hale, Chandler, Wolcott, and Tillman. 

Senator Hoar’s interruption brought on 
quite a prolonged debate in which several 
Senators participated, and which for a time 


threatened to divert the discussion from the 
lines which Senator White evidently desired 
to pursue. The Massachusetts Senator’s 
question related to the Japanese on the 
islands and the complication growing out of 
their presence there. 

To this Mr. White replied that the present 
Hawaiian Government was importing con- 
tract laborers under a provision which goes 
to the extent of permitting their imprison- 
ment. He asserted that since the trouble 
occured a few months ago which resulted in 
refusing permission to 700 Japanese to land 
on the islands, over 2,000 had been brought 
in under contract. This practice he de- 
nounced as hypocritical. 

Senator Tillman (Pop., 8. C.,) came into 
the debate, making some assertions which 
created a stir for a few minutes. The South 
Carolina Senator referred to the recent Ha- 
waiian revolution and to what he termed 
the effort of the Republican Party to estab- 
lish a government in the interest of the 
white people in the islands when they num- 
bered only about one out of thirty of the 
inhabitants, and in this connection referred 
to the reorganization of party lines in the 
South after the war. 


Reconstruction Days. 


“We were then, in South Carolina,” he 
said, “attempting to establish a white 
man’s government. The Republican Party 
interfered with us then or attempted to do 
so, professing to hold opinions about the 
sacred rights of the majority to rule. I 
should like to’ know whether the Repub- 


lican Party has changed its opinion on this 
subject of the right of the white man to 
rule, for if it has and will extend it to the 
Southern States I will vote for the treaty.” 

“The distinguished Senator from South 
Carolina evidently knows all about the effort 
to re-establish the white man’s party in 
the South after the war, and could doubt- 
less give us much interesting information on 
that point,”” said Senator Chandler. 

“TIT do know something about it,” re- 
sponded Mr. Tillman, “‘and I know that 
there was some cheating and some use of 
the shotgun in those times as there proba- 
bly was in Hawaii.” 

“The Senator from South Carolina would, 
I hardly think,’’ interrupted Senator Hoar, 
“say in open session what he has here 
said.”’ 

“JT am willing to say it anywhere,” said 
Mr. Tillman. ‘‘I want the same policy all 
along the line. Throw open the doors, and I 
will say what I have said before the entire 
world.’ 

Senator White will continue his speech to- 
morrow. 


THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


Discussion cf the Defenses of New 
York Harbor Brought On by an 
Appropriation Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The House to- 
day passed the District of Columbia Appro- 
priation bill and then took up the Fortifica- 
tions Appropriation bill. 

Mr. Hemenway, (Rep., Ind.,) in charge of 
the Fortifications bill, explained its pro- 
visions. The estimates of the War Depart- 
ment for fortifications and other works of 
defense, armament, &c., he said, were $13,- 
378,571, while the amount carried by the 
bill was but $4,144,912. The appropriations 


were for continuing the policy inaugurated 
by the Fiftieth Congress, since which $39,- 
.253 had been spent. 

In discussing the harbor defense works 
erected under this policy, Mr. Hemenway 
stated that the defense of New York Har- 
bor was complete. He quoted the Chief of 
Ordnance as having said to him that not 
enough war vessels could now enter the 
harbor in the face of the~present defense 
system to da: e the city materially.

OPEN SESSION OF THE SENATE. 


Agricultural Appropriation Bill Read 
—Resolution as to Indians. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Beyond the read- 
ing of the Agricultural Appropriation bill 
and agreeing to the amendments proposed 
by the committee, the Senate transacted no 
business of importance in open gession to- 
day. 

Mr. Hawley (Rep., Conn.,) secured the 
adoption of a resolution directing the Sec- 


retary of the Interior to furnish the Senate 
a statement showing the total per capita 
cost of educating Indian children at certain 
Indian schools; the total cost of transport- 
ing pupils to and from the schools, and the 
number transported; approximately what 
proportion of the children educated in the 
schools return to the blanket and camp 
condition, and what can be done to prevent 
such retrogression and continue the children 
in the lines of progress on which they have 
entered, and what is the relative value of 
the influence of the educated youth at home 
and those educated away from home in fa- 
vor of ending tribal reservation life of the 
Indian, his becoming a citizen, and entering 
the great mass of the population, as shown 
by the pupils going into the employment 
of civilized life. 

The joint resolution adopted by the House 
providing for representation at the Inter- 
national Fisheries Exposition at Bergen, 
Norway, was passed. 


OUTLOOK FOR THE TREATY, 


Not Enough Votes Yet Obtained to Se- 
cure Ratification. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Reports from the 
Senate regarding the prospect of the rati- 
fication of the Hawaiian treaty of annex- 
ation vary according to the inclinations of 
those who make or disseminate them. The 
correspondent of THm New YorK TIMES 
does not discover any ground for amend- 
ing the report made some time ago, after 
a careful canvass of the Senate, that the 


treaty is likely to be beaten. To say that 
it is impossible to secure the ratification of 
the convention is to make an assertion not 
warranted, for Senators sometimes. will 
change their minds. Anxiety to secure other 
things may incline a number to change 
their opinions. Until several Senators have 
changed, the treaty will not be approved. 

“The Hawaiian treaty is beaten,” said a 
Democratic opponent of it to-day. ‘ We 
have 36 votes against it nailed down, and if 
you take 36 from 89 you cannot get 60 for 
annexation. These reports about the gain 
of votes for ratification are a part of the 
‘boom’ for it that has been attempted to 
be worked up while President Dole is here. 

“Mr. Dole is a very agreeable gentleman, 
and those of us in the Senate who oppose 
ratification are not unwilling to wish him 
well with his so-called republic. That is all 
he ought to ask for and all we can afford 
to give. So long as mutually friendly rela- 
tions are maintained, the United States will 
exercise all the influence in Hawaii that is 
desirable. No other power will take the 
islands now any more than they have taken 
them these many years.”’ 

There is little doubt that the silver Sen- 
ators who helped to pass the Teller reso- 
lution to pay the obligations of the United 
States in silver contemplate some sort of 
combination against the treaty, not because 
they all are opposed to annexation, but be- 
cause they are determined to show, from 
time to time, that they can thwart the pol- 
icy of the Administration, not only in money 
matters, but in other affairs. It is believed 
that even Mr. Teller, who is for annexation, 
may join with the silver men to prevent rat- 
ification, if he finds that failure of the 
preety will embarrass or annoy the Pres- 

ent.

CURRENCY IN THE HOUSE 


intimation that There Will Be No 
Attempt at Financial Legis- 
lation This Session. 


VIEWS OF REPUBLICAN LEADERS 


Some of Them Think It Would Be 
Useless to Send a Bill to the Sen- 
ate—Fights in the Curren- 
cy Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—‘If there has 
been any agreement of Republican leaders 
of the House that there shall be no attempt 
at this session to pass any currency legis- 
lation,”” said Mr. Dingley, this afternoon, 
“I do not know of it and I was not per- 
mitted to take part in it. I do not believe 
there has been any such conference or 
agreement, or that there will be one. There 
may be individual opinions about the advis- 
ability of reaching such a determination, as 
there have been since the Congress met, 
but there has been no consultation of lead- 
ing members to adopt such a conclusion.” 

“The determination of the so-called lead- 
ers,”’ said Mr. Cannon to-day, “ has nothing 
to do with it. It is the condition that con- 
trols the situation. There will be no finan- 
cial legislation, because the condition that 
exists will not permit of it. Of what use 
would it be for the House to waste time 
debating a bill from the Committee on 
Banking and Currency, when the Senate 
would not pass 1t. We already have estab- 
lished our ability to defeat any silver bill 
the Senate may pass, as was shown on the 
free-silver measure Monday. The Teller 
resolution is nothing less than a free-silver 


measure, and unless the Senate precipitates 
another free-silver discussion, none will 
take place this session. I have known this 
for a long time.”’ 

That the reported decision of hypothetical 
leaders had not been communicated to the 
Banking and Currency Committée was plain 
to-day, for that committee had its usual 
“ monkey-and-parrot ’’ time in its meeting, 
Mr. Johnson of Indiana and Chairman 
Walker of Massachusetts clashing about a 
matter under discussion. 

Mr. Johnson said Chairman Walker: was 
pursuing a “rule or ruin”’ policy as to the 
line of currency action which the commit- 
tee should take. Mr. Walker resented this, 
saying he would regard Mr. Johnson's 
course as personal if it was persisted in. 

Later when Mr. Hill (Rep., Conn.,) moved 
to take up the measure embodying the 
President’s recommendations as to three 
specific changes in the banking laws, Mr. 
Jcoknson said _ action of this lmited 
character would be antagonistic to larger 
measures of currency revision now pending 
before the committee. 

In vehement tones Mr. Johnson questioned 
the good faith of those who were urging a 
limited measure of revision, saying they 
were too much concerned about the Hawaii- 
an question to give sincere support to the 
full accomplishment of financial reform. 

With much feeling and emphasis Mr. 
Johnson expressed his regret that the Presi- 
dent had not urged earnestly the fullest 
measure of currency revision, instead of the 
limited plan now brought before the com- 
mittee. 

If anything would justify fear that noth- 

ing will be accomplished in the House in 
the way of currency legislation it is the 
constant bickering in this committee. It is 
suggested that it would be perfectly safe 
for the Speaker to promise that the House 
will pass any measure that the majority of 
the members of the committee will agree 
upon. 
If it shall become apparent later on that 
the Banking and Currency Committee is 
unable to agree upon a report, the Ways 
and Means Committee may be asked to fur- 
nish a bill over which its members will not 
quarrel when it is in the House. Repub- 
lican members of the Banking and Currency 
Committee fear that unless Mr. Walker 
can obtain a report for his bill in prefer- 
ence to any other measure, he may prove 
troublesome in the House, and so contrib- 
ute comfort to the opponents of all cur- 
rency legislation at a time when the votes 
needed will be difficult to get and keep. 

There is just the chance that if the Ways 
and Means Committee should take up this 
subject, the Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee, anxious to hold its own proper busi- 
ness in its hands, might be able to pul! 
itself together and present some sort of 
moderate Dill. 


SOUND MONEY LEAGUE MEETING 


Executive Committee and State Vice 
Presidents Decide Not to Join the 
Indianapolis Movement. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.— The Executive 
Committee of the National Sound Money 
League, organized in Chicago soon after the 
last National election, held a conference here 
to-day with some of the State Vice Presi- 
dents of the league. The meeting was with- 
out special significance, and no formal an- 
nouncements of any kind were issued.

Civilian Experts to be Consulted in 
Regard to Rebuilding. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—As a preliminary

NEW QUARTERMASTER GENERAL. 


Col. Marshall I, Ludington Succeeds 
George H. Weeks To-day. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The Quarter- 
master General of the Army, George H. 
Weeks, will retire from active service to- 
morrow, and will be succeeded by Col. Mar- 
shall I. Ludington, the senior officer of the 
Quartermaster’s department. 

The retiring Quartermaster General is a 
native of New Hampshire, and was gradu- 


ated from the Military Academy in oun 
1857. He served throughout the war in 
the Quartermaster’s Department, and re- 
ceived the brevet ranks of Major and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel in March, 1865. He was 
Depot Quartermaster at Washington, Oc- 
tober, 1891, to November, 1894, and was on 
duty in the War Department at the date of 
his appointment as Quartermaster General, 
Feb. 16, 1897. 

The new Quartermaster General, Col. 
Ludington, was appointed to the army from 
Pennsylvania, and is not a West Point 
graduate, having entered the regular estab- 
lishment after gallant service in the volun- 
teers during the war, in which he won the 
brevet of Brigadier General of Volunteers. 
He was appointed .a Major and Quarter- 
master in the regular anmy in 1867, and was 
assigned as Chief Quartermaster of the De- 
partment of the East in 1897. 


KLONDIKE RELIEF ORDERS. — 


Major Rucker to Command the Expe- 
ditions and Take Station at Dyea 
—12,000 Complete Rations,. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Gen. Merriam, 
commanding the Department of the Colum- 
bia, has notified the Acting Secretary of 
War that he has completed the details ‘of 
the relief expenditions to be sent out by 


the Government to the gold region in Alas- 
e and to the Kiondike. These are as fol- 
ows: 

Major L. H. Rucker, Fourth Cavalry, is 
assigned to command and to take temporary 
station at Dyea, where he is to establish 
@ camp and supply depot. Capt. Georgs 
Ruhlen, Assistant Quartermaster, is desig- 
nated a Quartermaster and Commissary of 
the expedition, and is to report to Major 
Rucker at Dyea. 

Capt. D. L. Brainard, Commissary of Sub- 
sistence, has also been assigned to duty 
at Dyea as purchasing and disbursing offi- 
cer of the expedition. 

Capi. Bogardus Eldridge, with a detach- 
ment consisting of Lieut. EB. W. Clark and 
fifty enlisted men of the Fourteenth In- 
fantry, together with First Lieut, F. M. 
Kemp, Assistant Surgeon, and two enlisted 
men of the Hospital Corps, fully armed and 
equipped for escort duty in the interior of 
Alaska, with 100 rounds of rifle bail am- 
munition per man, are ordered to procecd 
from Vancouver Barracks to Dyea and re- 
port to Major Rucker. 

First Lieut. Guy H. Preston, Ninth Cav- 
alry, in charge, with Lieut. James A. Ryan, 
Ninth Cavalry, and the pack trains from 
the Department of the Platte, forage to in- 
clude May 381, are also ordered to duty 
at Dyea. Orders have been given to the 
Chief Commissary of the Department of the 
Columbia to ship by steamers from Port- 
land and Seattle about Feb. 5, 12,000 com- 
plete rations, with proper proportion of 
subsistence stores and property, and also 
tandem and single sleds, to Major Rucker 
at Dyea. 


Alaska Railroad Rates. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—Unless the Canadian 
Pacific alters the attitude it has assumed 
toward the Western roads in the matter of 


Alaska rates, it is possible there will be a 
concerted movement among all the Ameri- 
ean roads.to refuse to have any further 
dealings with it in passenger traffic. The 
meeting of the Western roads to-day sent a 
message to the Canadian Pacific saying 
they would be glad to have the Canadian 
Pacific name a date on which its represent- 
ative could meet a committee of the West- 
ern roads, either in Montreal or New York. 
To this a reply was received, to the effect 
that it would not be convenient for the 
Canadian Pacific to meet the committee of 
the Western roads. . 

After the adjournment of the meeting to- 
day representatives of the Western roads 
said that if the Canadian Pacific would not 
consent to meet and discuss matters with 
them, there was nothing to do but to sever 
all traffic relations with it. 


Proposed Alaskan Government, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Senator Carter, 
who is a member of the Sub-Committee on 
Alaska for three different committees of the 
Senate, has prepared and introduced a Dill 
to amend an act providing a civil Govern- 
ment for Alaska. It leaves the duties of 
the Governor substantially as under existing 
law, and lodges extensive powers in the 
court. The intention of the bill is to en- 
able the court, by orders issued from time 
to time and by appointments to be made, 
to respond to the necessities of each set- 
tlement or mining camp for a proper and 
vigorous administration of the law. 


To Seek Fortune in Alaska. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Feb. 2.—Peter Busch, 
son of Adolphus Busch, the wealthy brewer 
of this city, has gone to seek his fortune 
in Alaska. He is accompanied by C. E. 
Hodde, a coffee broker of New York, whose 
mother lives here, and whose brother mar- 
ried a niece of the elder Busch. The two 
men go supplied with plenty of money and 
everything possible to make the trip a suc- 
cess. 


Canned Meat for the Klondike, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb, 2.—One of the 
features of the demand for supplies grow- 
ing out of the Klondike excitement was the 
arrival here of a special train from Chi- 
cago made up of seventeen cars, all loaded 
with canned meats, aggregating half a mil- 
ion pourds. 


METHODIST WAR INDEMNITY. 


Bill to Give $208,000 for Damage to 
Property at Nashville Opposed. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—The passage by Con- 
gress of a bill to indemnify the Methodist 
Church South Publishing House in the sum 


of $208,000 for property destroyed at Nash- 
ville during the civil war'is the subject of 
a vigorous editorial in The Northwestern 
Christian Advocate. 

The editor, Dr. Arthur Elwards, attacks 
the measure, denouncing the claim as un- 
just, and asserts that the damage never 
amounted to over $5,000. He appeals to the 
President to veto the bill if it ever reaches 
him. The editoria] says, among other things, 
‘“‘ Nobody pretends that the authorities of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South were 
loyal during the war, or other than eager 
enemies to the Union cause.

NEW YORK LEGISLATURE 


Senator McCarren Attacks Lieut. 
Gov. Woodruff for Protesting 
Against Mayor’s Removals. 


REPUBLICANS OBJECT IN VAIN 


Finance Committee’s Canal Investiga- 
tion Measure Held to Await the 
Assembly Bill— Mr. Oliver’s 
Banking Resolution Lost 
in the House. 


ALBANY, Feb. 2.—The closing moments of 
@ very dull session in the Senate to-day were 
enlivened by Senator McCarren’s statement 
upon a question of personal privilege. Lieut. 
Gov. Woodruff, who had been absent for 
several days, came in near the close of the 
session and assumed the chair. 

“It is this moment,” Senator McCarren 
said, “for which I have waited several 
days.” 

He then referred to a newspaper article 
relating to a dinner given by the Lieutenant 
Governor to the Republican representatives 
from Kings, at which resolutions of protest 
were adopted against the removals from of- 
fice by Mayor Van Wyck, and retaliatory 
measures were threatened through the Leg- 
islature. 

Senator McCarren quoted from the article 
and from the resolutions, and declared that 
such a statement came with very poor grace 
from the Lieutenant Governor. He recalled 
that a féw months ago the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor had established himself at the Clar- 
endon Hotel in the then City of Brooklyn 
to meet as valient a foe as was ever en- 
gaged in warfare. After the battle the field 
was strewn with the blood of the Lieu- 
tenant Governor’s enemies. Some of the 
papers and others unacquainted with the 
Lieutenant Governor had then attempted to 
laugh at his efforts, and declared him to be 
a@ novice as against such an experienced foe, 
but the Lieutenant Governor had proved 
himself worthy of and had immediately en- 
tered upon the enjoyment of the fruits of his 
victory. His protest against the same 
course by Mayor Van Wyck he therefore de- 


= came with very poor grace at this 
me. 


Republicans Enter a Protest. 


At this point Senator Raines and others 
upon the Republican side began an earnest 
protest, and endeavored to stop Senator 
McCarren with points of order that he was 
not speaking to a question of personal privi- 


lege, but the Lieutenant Governor, under the 
circumstances, was loth to interfere, al- 
though he said if another were in the Chair 
he would be forced to declare the point 
well taken. 

Senator McCarren was permitted to pro- 
ceed to the consternation of Republican 
Senators and the evident amusement of 
the Democrats. 

The persons who had thought the Lieu- 
tenant Governor a novice, he continued, had 
speedily discovered their mistake, for as 
soon as he had gained his victory he. began 
placing his worthy supporters in every spot 
and place which he could discover, and 
these spots and places multiplied with sur- 
prising rapidity. In the language of the 
small bay, he proved himself a peach. 

If Mayer Van Wyck had displeased the 
Lieutenant Governor he had pleased a great 
many other people, and the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, under the circumstances which he 
had recited, ought to be the last person in 
the greater city to enter such a protest. 
But if the Mavor’s action was going to brine 
about a conflict between Mayor Van Wyck 
and Lieut. Gov. Woodruff it would be a con- 
test worth going many miles to see. 

Senator McCarren was frequently inter- 
rupted by Republican Senators, but to no 
avail, as the Lieutenant Governor permitted 
him to proceed to the close. 

When the Finance Committee bill provid- 
ing for the appointment of the Canal Inves. 
tigating Commission was reached on third 
reading, Senator Higgins, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, asked that the bill be 
held until the Assembly bill reached the 
Senate. 

Senator Cantor objected, making the point 
that the courtesy of twenty-four hours’ de- 
lay had been denied the minority yesterday, 
the Republicans having urged great neces- 
sity for hurrying the bill. 

Roll call was taken on Senator Higgins’s 
motion to table the bill, resulting in its be- 
ing tabled by a vote of 81 to 11. 


In the Assembly. 


A short calendar and a slim.house were 
the features of the session of the Assembly. 
When the report of the Cities Committee 


‘was read, Mr. Finn .asked whether or not 


‘*Mr. Bondy’s bill gerrymandering the city 
of Syracuse’’ had been reported favorably, 
as had been agreed upon in executive ses- 
sion yesterday. The Chair informed Mr. 
Finn no gerrymandering bill had been re- 
ported and refused to permit Mr. Finn to 
comment on the matter further at the time. 

When the Committee on Banks submitted 
its report, it included an adverse opinion 
on Mr. Oliver’s resolution asking that the 
Superintendent of Banks furnish informa- 
tion as to the number of banks owning the 
buildings they occupy, and what the re- 
turn is in rentals. r. Hill, in explaining 
the report of the committee, stated that 
the printed report of the Superintendent of 
Banks contained all the information desired 
and which would appear shortly, being now 
at the printer’s. 

Mr. Oliver denied that the report of the 
Superintendent of Banks contained what 
the resolution asked for. He cited the dif- 
ference between commercial banks getting 
$20,000 a year rentals, and large savings 
institutions virtually owned by their poor 
depositors erecting palatial structures for 
which no revenue was received. He moved 
the adverse report of the Bank Committee 
be not agreed in. 

Mr. Armstrong declared the resolution 
had a tendency to create a panic among 
depositors, and that the information needed 
should be obtained from the official report 
of the Banking Superintendent. 

The motion to disagree was lost by a vote 
of 78 nays to 62 yeas. The report was 
adopted. 


BILLS OF LOCAL INTEREST. 


One Fixes the Status and Salaries of 
Bridge Railroad Employes. 


ALBANY, Feb. 2.—A bill introduced in the 
Assembly this morning by Mr. Crabtree 
seems to be the exact opposite of the bill 
introduced by Mr. Marshall of Kings a 
week or so ago. Mr. Marshall’s bill is un- 
derstood to provide that a railroad raising 
or depressing its tracks shall still have the 
right to use the surface of the street either 
above or below the new roadbed. This would 
give the New York Central Railroad the 
right to use Fourth Avenue underneath 
its raised tracks. Mr. Crabtree’s bill pro- 
vides that the Commissioner of Parks shall 
lay out the street surface underneath the 
Central tracks with flower beds.

Mr. Fritz—Providing that the rate of fare 
for foot passengers on the New York and 
Greenpoint Ferry Company shall be, between 
the hours of five and eight in the forenoon 
and four and seven in the afternoon, for 
passengers, one cent. At all other times 
and on Sundays, two cents. 

Mr. Redington—Providing that the juris- 
diction of the City Court of New York City 
shall extend to the limits as constituted by 
bo act of 1897 incorporating the greater 
city. . 

Mr. Murray—Authorizing certificates of in- 
debtedness to be issued by the City of New 
York for the construction of a pier at the 
foot of West Ninety-eighth Street, New 
Cong to be used for the purposes of recrea- 

on. ’ 

Mr. E. C. Brennan—Amending the law 
relative to the Brooklyn Institute of Arts 
and Sciences by providing that the Mayor 
and Controller of the City of New York, the 
Park Commissioner of the Boroughs of 
Brooklyn and Queens, and the President of 
the Borough of Brooklyn shall be added to 
the membership of the Board of Trustees 
of that institution, , 

Mr. De Graw—Providing that the Cap- 
tains, Sergeants, and patrolmen of the po- 
lice forces of the several villages and towns 
of Queens County now being within the 
Borough of Queens, who were such on the 
81st day of December, 1897, shall bé mem- 
bers of the regular police force of the City 
of New York. 

Also making eligible for the office of 
Municipal Court Justice in New York City 
up to March 1, 1898, any person who has 
served as such a Justice and without refer- 
ence to his being a lawyer of five years’ 
standing, as now provided in the charter. 

Also to change the name of the “ Brook- 
lyn Throat Hospital” to the “* Williamsburg 
Hospital.” 

Mr. Griggs—Appropriating $300,000 to es- 
tablish a normal school in the Borough of 
Brooklyn. 


PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 


Bills of General Interest Introduced 
in Senate and Assembly. 


ALBANY, Feb. 2.—The following bills of 
general interest were introduced in the 
Legislature to-day: 


Senator Ford—Authorizing the Governor 
to appoint not more than fifteen persons, 
five of whom shall be women, to represent 
New York State as an honorary commission 
at the Paris Exposition. : 

Mr. Wicke—Providing that the general 
railroad fare of the State as fixed by the 
Laws of 1890 shall be amended so as to 
make it 2 cents instead of 3 for every mile 
or fraction thereof, with a right to a single 
minimum fare of not less than 5 cents. 

Also reducing from 2 cents to 1% cents 
per mile the mileage book rate as in the 
present law. 

Mr. Bondy—Amending the anti-conspiracy 
law by providing that threats, intimida- 
tion, or threats to interfere with the tools of 
another shall not be a violation of the law, 
nor shall the orderly assembling or co- 
operation of persons employed in a calling 
for the purpose of obtaining or aiding other 
persons so employed in securing an advance 
of wages or of maintaining such rates or 
obtaining more favorable conditions of em- 
ployment in any respect, or of maintaining 
or in peaceably aiding other persons so em- 
ployed in obtaining redress of any griev- 
ance against employers, be considered a 
conspiracy or a crime. 

Mr. Tiffany—Providing that whenever the 
receiver of a domestic corporation or of 
the property of a foreign corporation in the 
State shall have been appointed, and shall 
show to a Supreme Court Special] Term that 
he has reason to believe that an agent or 
employe of such corporation has embezzled 
or wrongfully disposed of its property, the 
court shall make an order without notice 
to any one commanding the appearance of 
such person for examination. 


A NEW PRIMARY BILL. 


Based on All Measures on the Sub- 
ject Hitherto Introduced—Open 
Primary System Abolished. 


ALBANY, Feb. 2.—Senator Ford, who in- 
troduced what was represented to be the 
organization primary bill in the Senate, 
admitted to-day that he was engaged ‘in 
drawing another measure to take its place. 
The Senator said it was never intended or 
expected that the bill he first introduced 
should become law in its original form. That 
bill, he said, was intended to bring out 


suggestions and inspire criticisms which 
might lead to the preparation of a more 
perfect measure. The bill now being drawn 
is to be the outcome, he asserted, of all 
the bills on the subject that have been in- 
troduced. 

It is believed here that the new primary 
plan Senator Ford is at work on is the 
result of an agreement reached between Mr. 
Platt and Gov. Black at their recent con- 
ference in New York. It is known that the 
Governor did not approve of the original 
Ford bill, and it is understood that his ideas 
will be embodied in the substitute measure 
under preparation. This impression is 
stremgthened by the fact that Senator 
Raines is collaborating with Senator Ford 
on -his last plan. 

Senator Ford indignantly denied that Da- 
vid B. Hill had anything to do with inspir- 
ing his new primary bill. He said, how- 
ever, that the new bill would differ from 
the first in that instead of leaving it op- 
tional for a party to operate under it, it 
would make it obligatory. The first bill 
would have left the Tammany open primar- 
ies undistrubed. The new bill will compel 
the Wigwam to changes its methods in that 
particular: 

Senator Ford said he believed the inde- 
pendent Republicans in New York would 
nominate candidates for the Senate and 
Assembly in the greater city, no matter 
what primary bill was passed. Senator 
Pavey, when informed of this statement, 
said that it was correct. 


THE BRIEFEST PRIMARY MEASURE. 


Will Be Introduced in the Assembly 
To-day by Mr. Brennan of Kings. 


ALBANY, Feb. 2.—The briefest measure 
relative to primaries and the latest addi- 
tion to the literature in that line will be in- 
troduced to-morrow morning by Mr, Bren- 
nan of Kings. It provides, among other 
things, that any citizen who shall certify in 
writing or on a _ blank provided for 
the purpose that he intends to vote 


on election day for. the candidates 
of the party organization he de- 
sires to become a member of shall be 
entitled to membership in the said or- 
ganization, and his name shall be placed 
on any list or record of members used in 
connection with voting at the primaries 
of said party; provided, however, that a 
man must be a member of his party or- 
ganization at teast thirty days before he 
shall be entitled to participate in its pri- 
maries. 

The name of no citizen shall be removed 
from the membership roll, list, or record of 
any party organization except upon written 
charges, and absolute proof that he has 
violated the by-laws of the said party or- 
ganization or the provisions of this act, and 
he shall be entitled to vote at any caucus or 
primary held thereafter. Any decision upon 
such charges shall be subject to review by 
the Supreme Court or any judge thereof in 
the judicial district, or any county judge. 

Whenever a citizen shall apply for a writ 
of mandamus, certiorari, order, or other 
process of court or justice or judge, said 
court, justice, or judge shall immediately 
hear testimony in the matter and shall have 
jurisdiction to issue peremptory writs or 
other order upon the chairman of any con- 
vention or committee, or the chairman or 
inspectors of any primary election. 


Skinner Named to Succeed Himself. 


ALBANY, Feb. 2.—In the Assembly Cham- 
ber to-night with little ceremony and the 
usual speechmaking Charles R. Skinner was 
named by a joint Republican caucus to suc- 
ceed himself as State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. The fact that Mr. 
Weekes was present at the caucus and an- 
swered to the roll call was commented on. 
Mr. Laimbeer’s name was also called, but 
he was not present, not being in the city. 


Municipal Court Justices, 


ALBANY, Feb. 2.—At a hearing on the 
question of the rotation plan for the Mu- 
nicipal Court Justices, yesterday, Justice 
O’Gorman stated that they would not object 
to the system if the Justices were elected 
from the borough at large instead of from 
the districts. To meet this objection Mr. 
Seligsberg is preparing an amendment which 
he will probably introduce in the Assembly 
to-morrow, providing for the selection of 
the Justices at large in each borough in- 
stead of by district, as now.

-What the Latter Is Said to be Willing 
to Do in Behalf of the 
Former. 


ALBANY, Feb. 2.—Statements that Gow 
Morton after his retirement from office had 
requested Gov. Black to reappoint as In- 
spector. General of the-State.Gen. McLewee 
of New York City, who was removed from 
that position by Gov. Morton. because he 
had criticised in his annual report certain 
members of the staff of the Commander in 
Chief, is officially denied in this city. 

Col. Ashley W. Cole, who was private 
secretary to Gov. Morton, to-day said: 

‘Gov. Morton made no such - request. 
What he’ asked Gov. Black to do’ was to 
revoke that portion of the order which he 


[Gov. Morton] had issued dismissing ‘Gen, 
McLewee from the State military service so 
that his term of office might expire on the 
thirty-first day of December, 1896, the day 
upon which it would have expired if he had 
not been dismissed from the service. Gov. 
Morton did this because he came to the 
conclusion after he had fully investigated 
the circumstances that led up to the re- 
moval that Gen. McLewee had been dealt 
with too severely.”’ . 

Gov. Black declined to be interviewed on 
this matter to-day, but it is understood that 
he did not take any action in the matter 
because he was not familiar with the cir- 
cumstances of the case, He is inclined. to 
give Gen. McLewee the chance to. finish his 
twenty-five years of service and obtain the 
gold medal given by the State, if he can 
do so properly. 


KINGS COUNTY ALMSHOUSE, 


Criticism of Its Managers for Caring 
for Able-Bodied Vagrants. 


ALBANY, Feb. 2.—Dr. Charles S. Hoyt, 
Superintendent of State and Alien Poor, 
submitted to-day to the State Board of 
Charities his annual report of the condition 
of the county poorhouses in the Second Ju- 
dicial District. 

In it he criticises the management of the 
Kings County Alsmhouse for the admission 
of great numbers of able-bodied vagrants in 
the Winter months, who, he says, ‘“ have 
been permitted to go in and out of the in- 


stitution at their pleasure, often tempora- 
riiy crowding its wards more than twice 
their proper capacity, to the great distress 
and detriment of its aged, infirm, sick, and 
enfeebled permanent inmates. 

“Tt would seem,” says Dr. Hoyt, “* that 
the authorities of this county should take 
early and positive action to remedy the ex- 
isting evils of the almshouse, by excluding 
the vagrant classes from association with 
its dependent poor, for which there is ample 
authority under the statute¥. 

“This result, it is believed, can be best 
attained by the establishment of a county 
workhouse, properly located, and the com- 
mitment of the able-bodied vagrant classes 
to it, under suitable restrictions as to their 
detention, discipline, enforced employment, 
and for their discharge.”’ 


LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 


The Railroad Committee of the Senate yes-~ 
terday decided to report favorably, for confirma- 
tion, the nomination of Frank M. Baker of 
Owego to be Railroad Commissioner. 

To-day the Assembly Committee on Taxation 
and Retrenchment will report favorably Mr. 
Brennan’s bill providing that neglect or refusal 
to pay any tax shall not be punishable as a 
contempt or as misconduct, and no fine shall be 
imposed for such non-payment. 

The Judiciary Committee of the Senate will 
to-day report favorably Senator Cantor’s bill 
which matures all obligations in event of an 
assignment or active insolvency on the part of 
a debtor, and Senator Wray’s bill providing for 
the proper sanitation, ventilation, and protection 
from fire of schoolhouses and other public build- 
ings. 

It was decided by the members of the Senate 
Committee on Public Health yesterday to report 
favorably the D.spensary bill introduced by 
Senator Sullivan. One amendment was made, 
providing that in cases where a license is refused 
or revoked under the provision of the act by the 
State Board of Charities the parties applying 
for such license shall. have-+the right. of review 
by the Supreme Court of the State. 

Senator Stranahan yesterday. appeared before 
the Judiciary Committee of the Senate in advo~ 
cacy of his proposed amendment to the Constitu- 
tion providing for biennial sessions of the Legis- 
lature. At executive session of the committee a 
vote was taken on the bill, the result being a 
tie of 6 to 6. The bill will be considered again 
next Wednesday. The woman's suffrage resolu- 
tion was also voted upon. The result was 7 nays 
to 5 ayes. 

Senator Malby yesterday introduced a bill aimed 
at combinations of capital like that made by the 
White Paper Companies the other day. It pro- 
vides that no stock corporation shall hereafter 
purchase,’ acquire, or hold as owner, the stock 
of any other corporation, except when authorized 
so to do by the statute under which ‘it is or- 
ganized; nor shall the stockholders, Directors, or 
other officers or employes of any stock corpora- 
tion hereafter be eligible to the office of Director 
of any other corporation whose stock may have 
heretofore been lawfully acquired by such cor- 
poration, so long as such stock is held or owned 
by such corporation. 


STRUCK TRENTON’S MAYOR. 


Councilman Baker Slapped His Face 
on Account of a Gaslight Matter. 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 2.—Mayor Welling 
G. Sickel was slapped in the face in the 
Trenton House grillroom last night by Coune 
cilman William H. Baker. Immediately afte 
er striking the Mayor ‘Baker left the room. 

The assault is believed to be the outcome 
of some very bitter feeling engendered by 
a fight in the Common Council between the 
Trenton Gaslight Company, now in exist- 
ence, and the People’s Gas Improvement 
Company, which is seeking a franchise. The 
Mayor has taken an active interest in behalf 
of the new company, while Councilman Ba- 
ker is the principal champion of the old 
company.

RATCLIFFE IN COURT AGAIN. | 


His Bail for Perjury Fixed at $2,000— 
The Charge May Be Dismissed. 


Edward J. Ratcliffe was taken before Re- 
corder Goff in General Sessions yesterday, 
in connection with the charge of perjury 
against him; His-bail was fixed at $2,000.

NOT A_ DISSENTING VOICE 


Addresses His Congregation After the 
Favorable Report of the Committee 
Is Adopted — Members of the 
Session Absent and Some 
Have Resigned. 








Dr. John Hall, it has now been officially 
decided, will continue as the pastor of the 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church, notwith- 
standing his resignation of a few weeks 
ago and the opposition of some members of 
the Session and the congregation.. This con- 
clusion -was arrived at last night at a gen- 
eral meeting in the church. 

By unanimous consent and in accordance 
with the desire of the venerable pastor and 
the congregational committee appointed to 
consider the matter, he was acclaimed the 
leader of the church, and he re-established 
himself before the assembly was adjourned. 

The Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church 
was more than half filled at 8 o’clock, the 
hour appointed for the meeting. Dr. Dun- 
can J. McMillan, Secretary of the Board 
of Home Missions, whom Dr. Hall appoint- 
ed as Moderator of the meeting, presided 
and opened the session with prayer. Secre- 
tary Silas B. Brownell read the minutes of 
the preceding meeting of Jan. 19, in which 
were contained several resolutions and a pe- 
tition on the part of more than 900 mem- 


bers of the church urging Dr. Hall to re- 
consider his resignation and to resume his 
duties as usual. One of these resolutions 
was formulated by Howard Peyort Wilds, 
another by the Young Women’s Missionary 
Society, and another by the Young People’s 
Association. 

As each document was read over, there 
was a storm of applause from the body of 
the church, and when the minutes were 
submitted to a vote there was a prompt 
motion made to have them adopted. At 
this juncture Howard Peyson Wilds arose 
and moved an amendment that the word 
‘“‘unanimously ” be placed before the word 
“adopted.” This was the occasion of an- 
other siege of applause, and when the vote 
was put there was not a dissenting voice 
raiped. This practically determined: the 
disposition of the gathering. It was notice- 
able, however, that not one of the members 
of the session opposed to Dr. Hall, with the 
exception of Secretary Brownell, was pres- 
ent, 


The Committee’s Report, 


It was then in order to call for the re- 
port of the special Congregational Commit- 
tee, and Robert Bonner, as Chairman of 
that body, was called upon. Mr. Bonner 


was seated in a front pew, and, with his 
official documents in his hand and a smile 
of elation on his face, rose and delivered the 
report, which was as follows: 

The committee appointed by resolution adopt- 
ed at the meeting of the congregation of the 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church on the 19th 
day of January, 1898, beg leave to report: 

That, pursuant to the terms of the resolution 
under which they were appointed, they waited 
upon the pastor, Dr. John Hall, at his resi- 
dence on the 22d day of January. 

That the Chairman of the, committee, Robert 
Bonner, on behalf of the committee, after al- 
luding to the fact that Dr. Hall was doubtless 
already informally advised of the action of the 
congregation, presented to Dr. Hall a certified 
copy of the resolution adopted by the congrega- 
tion, and also the originals of the sev@ral pe- 
titions referred to in and forming part of such 
resolution, accompanying such presentation with 
a few words expressing on behalf of the com- 
mittee their happiness in being the bearers of 
such a communication and their hope and con- 
fidence that Dr. Hall would accede to the wishes 
of the congregation, 

After some informal discussion of the subject, 
Dr. Hall informed your committee that he had 
reached’ 'the’ ‘conclusion,--in view of the action 
taken by the Congregation, to withdraw his resig- 
nation, and that, with the purpose of putting an 
end as speedily-as possible to the public discus- 
Sion upon the subject of his relations to the 
church, he would announce his determination 
to the congregation at the morning service on the 
following Sabbath 

This announcement was accordingly made, as 
suggested, in strict accordance with the law and 
usage of the Presbyterian Church, and, in so 
far as its legal disposition is concerned, the mat- 
ter is ended. 

Your committee have, however, to make this 
formal report, and in so doing desire to state that 
in their communications with the pastor and in- 
dividual members of the Session, they have uni- 
formly expressed, on behalf of the congregation, 
the. earnest desire for harmonious action with 
the session in the future work of the church, and 
your committee have the honor and pleasure to 
submit herewith the following letter from Dr. 
Hall embodying the substance of the announce- 
ment which he has already made to you. 


Dr. Hall’s Letter. 


To the Committee appointed by the Congregation 
to Report to the Pastor: 

My Dear Friends—In presenting my resignation 
of the pastorate of the congregation, at a meet- 
ing of session, I offered to give up work at once, 
or to go on until a successor should be found. 

One of a series of very kind resolutions of the 
session was that a meeting of the church and 
congregation should be held on Jan. 19 to take 
action on the resignation, according to our forms 
of church government, 

On receiving from your committee their report 
of the unanimous action taken at that meeting, 
with a copy of the resolution adopted by the 
congregation, and certified by the Clerk of the 
Session, who was the Secretary of the meeting, 
and believing that this meeting represented the 
feeling of the congregation, and having had many 
most tender appeals from members, and there 
having been no other course suggested by of- 
ficers of the church, I announced from the pulpit 
on the following Lord’s Day my willingness to 
continue in service so long as strength was given 
from above. This was done to quiet anxiety on 
the subject, and to continue the happy Christian 
unity of the congregation. The technicalities of 
the law were not thought of, but in Dr. Hodge’s 
book on ‘‘ Presbyterian Law,’’ I find the follow- 
ing statement regarding such matters: 

‘The congregation may be so convinced that he 
(the pastor) ought not to leave them that they 
shall refuse to unite with him in his applica- 
tion to the Presbytery, and the pastor may be 
unwilling to urge his desire against this oppo- 
sition. In these cases no further step need be 
taken, save a public notice that he has deter- 
mined to accede to their desire and remain as 
their pastor.”’ (Page 375.) 

Let me, then, say to you, dear friends, as rep- 
resenting the congregation, that I mean to carry 
out the wish of its members, but only while 
the services are for their spiritual good, feeling 
that I am responsible to the Head of the Church 
for the best interests of the, people, and, God 
helping me, I shall do the best I can, in co 
operation with the officers of the church, until 
strength for service is no longer enjoyed. 

I am, dear brethren, in ‘‘the good hope 
through grace,’’ sincerely yours, JOHN HALL.

Enthusiasm Bursts Forth, 


Throughout the reading of the minutes 
Mr. Bonner was interrupted by his auditors, 
who persisted in clapping their hands and 
otherwise demonstrating their enthusiasm. 

Dr, Morehead made a motion that the re- 
port should be adopted, and the meeting ad- 
journed; but Moderator McMillan said he 
thought it very fitting that Dr. Hall should 


be summoned and openly apprised of the 
sense of ‘the congregation. This was agreed 
to, and after the adoption of the report 
Howard Payson Wilds was detailed to con- 
duct the pastor to the church. 

Mr. Wilds returned in a few moments 
with Dr. Hall, and he received an ovation 
which, perhaps, was never before equaled in 
a church. When order could be restored 
Mr. McMillan, addressing Dr. Hall, said: 

Dear Brother: It gives me great pleasure to 
inform you that the business of the meeting has 
been concluded and the session adjourned. It 
gives me great pleasure also to inform you that 
the report of the committee was received with 
unanimity and enthusiasm, and to assure you of 
the heartiness with which you are still recog- 
nized as pastor of this church, and I hope you 
will remain so until the days shall be gray and 
dying, when the Lord shall say to you, “It ts 
enough, come up higher.'’ 

Dr. Hall was much affected. In reply he 
sald: 

Dear Brethren: I do not think it necessary for 
me to make to you a lengthy address. The 
only thing I can do, according to my judgment, 
is to express my appreciation of the good and 
kindly feeling that you have shown in your ac- 
tion as a congregation. I must add what I have 
repeatedly intimated already, that the great 
wish of -~ heart is that we be preserved as a 
united y of Christians, as a congregation 
worshipping and doing the work of the Lord in 
perfect Christian harmony, and I hope every- 
thing will be put aside that ay in the least 
degree interfere with that state of feeling in the 
time to come. 

Even though there may be those with whose 
apparent judgment you have not agreed, yet you 
are to give them credit for honesty of purpose, 
purity of feeling, and conscientiousness, and do 
everything you can that will contribute to our 
co-operating together, whether ag officers or mem- 
bers of the church or glorifying the Church ag it 


is in Jesus. We ought to make known the Gos- 
pel. of the Blessed God in the city by missionary 
contributions all over the land. There is one 
matter I desire to impress upon your minds and 
hearts, and I trust the spirit of God will so 
work among us that we shall be able without 
any difficulty to go on increasing the zeal and 
glorification of the Gospel and glorify Him whom 
you have been taught is the head of the Church. 
Let us avoid everything that will tend to grieve 
the Holy Spirit; and look for His mighty power, 
and by the means of grace the missionary efforts 
in which you have engaged will result in the 
salvation of souls. 


Singing and Prayer. 


Dr. Hall then suggested the singing of 
“Nearer, My God, to Thee,” and after that 
Samuel B. Schieffelin offered up a prayer. 
He was followed by Mr. Wilds, and then, 
turning to Secretary Brownell, who is an 


opponent of the pastor, Dr. Hall said: ‘‘ Mr. 
Brownell will pray with us now.” 

The latter seemingly winced under the 

apparent sarcasm, but gracefully recited 
the Lord’s Prayer, 
’ Dr. Hall took occasion to call attention 
to the fact that complaint had been made 
that the poorer members of the congrega- 
tion found difficulty in getting seats in the 
church, and said that he learned from the 
Financial Committee that there were seats 
in the balcony at the small sum of five 
dollars a year. 

Mr. Brownell did not volunteer to shake 
hands with the re-established pastor after 
the meeting, although those in the body of 
the church swarmed about Dr. Hall fran- 
tically. The other members of the Session 
were also conspicuously absent. Robert 
Bonner came in for a big share of credit 
in the termination of the trouble, as also’ 
did Mr. McMillan. 

During yesterday afternoon the dissenting 
members of the session attempted to hold a 
meeting and they visited each other in their 
offices down town. It was finally concluded 
to wait unti last night’s meeting was over. 
It was learned positively that E. Francis 
Hyde, Henry L. Smith, John Sloane, Mal- 
colm Graham, and Alexander Maitland had 
resigned, and that Silas B. Brownell in- 
tended signifying his intention so to do at 
the next meeting of the session, which is 
to take place a week from to-day. 

Col. J. J. McCook was out in Kansas a few 
days ago, but it was understood that he was 
to make a strenuous effort to be present 
last night. He did not appear. Dr. Hall’s 
alleged old-time methods of service and the 
reputed falling off of the congrégation and 
the depletion of the treasury were set forth 
last night as an additional reason why the 
Session members do not want him.

VETERAN CARRIER PIGEONS 


—— 
Canadian Owners Lead in Ornamental 
Breeds and Americans in Standard 
—The Exhibits Represent Some 
* 100,000 Birds—A Furry 

Bantam. 





All the colony of feathered folk at tha 
Garden yesterday, from the ponderous 
Brahmas at one end of the settlement, that 
blinked with dignified and indifferent eye, 
to the spider-weight Polish bantam on the 
last street, which shot quick, haughty 
glances from under a huge crest of white 
plumes, and from which a fiery red comb 
projected like a flame of fire, looked upon a 
greatly increased number of visitors which 
improved weather made possible, than on 
the preceding day, when the ninth annual 
exhibition of the New York Poultry and 
Pigeon Association was opened. To provide 
for the convenience of the patrons, the ex- 
hibition for the rest of the week will -be 
opened at 9 A. M, instead of 10, as ans« 
nounced previously. 

One of the latest displays was that of the 
United States Homing Pigeon Service, near 
the Madison Avenue entrance. Here were 
shown twenty carrier pigeons, most of which 
had been employed many times at sea. In 
a frame attached to their quarters were the 
original messages sent through their service 
from the United States vessels. at sea, and 
the inspection of these dispatches drew a 
crowd throughout the afternoon. 

It is estimated that the birds on exhibition 
represent yards aggregating some 100,000 
thoroughbred fowl and pigeons, each of a 
high degree of perfection. The giant of this 
collection is a bronze turkey, aged two 
years, from Hempstead Farm, that, al- 
though not scientifically fattened, weighs 
forty-four and a half pounds, and when ruf- 
fled could hardly be packed in a big trunk. 
The tiniest creature on show, excluding the 
quadrupeds and barring newly arrived vis- 
itors in the incubators, is a white owl pigeon 
that effuses more importance from the three 
ounces of itself than the monster gobbler 
assumes. 

In the ornamental breeds of poultry, the 
exhibits of Canadian owners ‘lead, and the 
American raised birds are strong in the 
Standard breeds. Both sort of breeds show 
general improvement in quality over former 
years. 

The gold-penciled variety of the Wyan- 
dottes is a handsome result of careful poul- 
try culture, and is shown for the second 
time only, the first being that brought to 
light at the last New York Show. 

The gold and silver Seabrights surpass all 
their bantam comrades on the score of 
beauty, their plumage reminding of thé 
winged inhabitants’ of tropical forests. A 
solitary specimen of the “ silky” variety in 
the “ Any Variety” elass gains a deal of at- 
tention daily. A dainty, fluffy, white down, 
soft ag lamb’s wool, covers this creature, 
instead of honest feathers, and the gro- 
tesque appearance of the diminutive freak 
is enhanced by a saucy cockade pérked defi<« 
antly above its comb.

THE ANTI-QUAY MOVEMENT] GOLD CRAZE IN.NEW YORK. (NO REPUBLIGAN HARMONY 


John Wanamaker Urged to Run for 
Governor by Republicans 
of Pennsylvania. 


CONFERENCE OF BUSINESS MEN 


Platform Adopted Charging Wholesale 
Bribery and Corruption of Voters 
and Denouncing the Present 
Senior U. S. Senator. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn, Feb. 2.—The 
anti-Quay movement in the Republican 
Party ‘received an impetus here to-day at 
@ conference held in the Bourse, at which 
there were present about 400 representative 
business.and party men from all sections of 
the State. Gen. W. H. Kountz of Somerset 
County was chosen permanent Chairman. 

A number of speeches were made denun- 
ciatory of the United States Senators from 
Pennsylvania, and particularly censuring 
the political methods of Senator Quay. The 
dominant faction of the State Legislature 
also came in for its share of reproach, and 
Gov. Hastings was commended for having 
steadfastly protected the State Treasury 
from the attacks of the legislators. 

The sentiment of nearly all the speakers 
was in favor of the nomination of John 
Wanamaker as the candidate for Gover- 
nor of the Republican Party at the coming 
Fall election, although the names of Con- 
gressmen Dalzell and C. W. Stone were fre- 
quently mentioned and applauded. Most of 
the speakers urged that the nomination of 
Mr. Wanamaker should be formally placed 
before the people by this conference, but 


others considered that such action would be 
unwise, contending that it would in too 
great a degree resemble “ bossism and 
*“out-and-dried planning.” 4 

After a lengthy discussion, which .at 
times became quite animated, a resolution 
was adopted urging Mr. Wanamaker to 
permit the use of his name” for the office 
of Governor at the approaching Repub- 
lican primary elections and at the Repub- 
lican State Convention, and a committee of 
seven was selected to wait upon Mr. Wan- 
amaker and endeavor to induce him to ac- 
cede to the wishes of the conference. 

Great ertnusiasm was aroused in tne 
early part of the meeting by the reading of 
a letter from John Wanamaker. It was 
dated Ossadow Island, Ga. Mr. Wanamaker 
expressed regret that a prior engagement 
had prevented his attendance at the meet- 
ing, with the purpose of which he was fully 
in accord. He wanted it distinctly under- 
stood that he did not desire public office, 
and suggested Judge John Stewart, Henry 
C. McCormick, John Dalzell, Major E. A. 
Mancock, and Col. E. A. Irwin as names 
from which could be selected a Governor 
not to be owned by any one. Mr. Wana- 
maker further said he desired to unite in 
organizing the State against the naming 
or electing of any Governor or legislator 
“known to be under the domination of 
the bosses, who defy the people that live in 
the State and pay the taxes that form its 
revenues.”’ 

A lengthy platform of principles in the 
form of an address to the Republican 
voters of the State was adopted. It de- 
clares the condition of politics in the 
State to be disgraceful, and that this 
condition has been brought about by the 
expenditure of money to corrupt and de- 
bauch the voter. It declares that the free 
will of the party in conventions has been 
defeated and men nominated and elected to 
office who give fealty to and are submissive 
to an individual leader and the dispenser of 
public patronage, who now dominates the 
party and uses it for the political and finan- 
cial aggrandizement of himself and those 
he chooses to participate in the spoils. 
This domination, the platform declares, con- 
trolled all legislation in the last General 
Assembly. 

A review of the record of the last Assem- 
bly is made, in which attention is called to 
the alleged padding of the pay roll with of- 
ficials as a reward for support in the elec- 
tion of a United States Senator, the efforts 
to take from the Treasury thousands of dol- 
lars for pretended investigatimg committees 
and junketing trips, and more than $1,000,- 
000 for purpose either unlawful or useless, 
which failed by reason of the interposition 
of Gov. Hastings. 

Numerous bills, it declared, were intro- 
duced merely for the purpose of extorting 
money from the corporate and other inter- 
ests of the State as the price of preventing 
passage. 

The voters are called upon to attend the 
primary ejections and to send to party con- 
ventions and to the General Assembly such 
representatives as cannot be corrupted by 
money or the promise of @ pointment to 
office. The present senior United States 
Senator, the platform says, is understood 
to desire re-election, and he, more. than 
any other man, it says, is responsible for 
the present corrupt condition of State poli- 
tics, and his defeat for re-election is urged 
upon the voters. 


NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 


Roth Houses Adjourn Until Monday 
After Doing Little Business. 
TRENTON, Feb. 2.—The Senate to-day 
passed the Senate bill providing for As- 
sistant Prosecutors in Monmouth, Union, 
and Mercer Counties; also the Senate bill 
authorizing all municipalities in the State 
to allow rebates for the prompt payment of 
taxes, and the Senate bill providing for 
Commissioners to codify the laws of the 

State. 

The House passed Assemblyman Benny s 
bill authorizing Bayonne to issue bonds to 
erect a public school building. 

There was reported from committee the 
House bill authorizing the deposit of bicy- 
cles for security as bail for violations of 
bicycle ordinances. : 

Both houses adjourned until Monday night. 


Tennessee’s Senator Elected. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 2.—The Senate 
and House met to-day in joint convention 
to elect a United States Senator. Thomas 
B. Turley, Democrat, was elected, receiving 
91 votes. The Republicans voted for J. W. 
Baker of Nashville. 


Mr. Perry Belmont’s Criticism. 
From The Philadelphia Times. 

The most pointed criticism we have seen 
against the genevally admirable speech de- 
livered by Presilent McKinley at the Manu- 
facturers’ banquet in New York is given in 
THE NEw YORK TIMES by ex-Congressman 
Perry Belmont, who, while admitting that 
the speech of the President was highly 
commendable in many respects, insists that 
the President weakened the force of his ut- 


‘terance by declaring the deliverance of the 
St. Louis Convention to be a deciaration in 
favor of sound money. 

It is true that there is a silver bob to the 
sound money kite of the Republican Na- 
tional Convention, but it is so entirely over- 
shadowed by the declaration in favor of the 
gold standard that the expression in favor 
of bimetallism is accepted by the country 
and the world as only harmless surplusage. 

Mr. Belmont is somewhat exacting in his 
demands of the President. The President 
was not delivering a message to Congress 
when he gave his address at the Manufact- 
urers’ banquet. He could deal only in gen- 
eral principle and not in details, and his 
expressions in favor of honest money were 
so emphatic and thorough that he must vio- 
late his plighted faith if he were to accept 
any measure that did not scrupulously main. 
tain the sound-money standard. 

The suggestions of Mr. Belmont are well 
worthy of consideration, and will be read 
with general interest, but it is not wholly 
fair to hold the President responsible be- 
cause he did not in his New York speech 
give all the various details of a sound-money 


pohcy.

Rush from Western Villages of Well- 
to-Do People Who Stake Their 
All On Success. 


ROCHESTER, Feb. 2.—Western New 
York seems to have gone gold mad. The 
intensity and sudden outbreak of the craze 
are equally notable. It is not in Buffalo 
and Rochester and other cities, where work 
is scarce and workers are too many, that 
the craze is most virulent. It is the vil- 
lages that are sending out the largest pro- 
portionate number of gold seekers. < 

Men are giving up good positions, putting 
their all into outfits, and starting out to face 
certain cold, hardship and privation, and 
uncertain fortune. If the reports are to be 


believed, nothing but the Klondike and its 
possibilities are talked of or thought of or 
dreamed of in these towns. 

The return to Franklinville, Cattaraugus 
County, of one Dan Fraser seems to have 
been the match which ignited the rapidly 
spreading flames of excitement. In less 
than ten minutes after Fraser landed in his 
native town 300 persons had surrounded 
him, and he was kept busy answering ques- 
tions until 4 o’clock the next morning. 

Fraser talked willingly enough about 
his experiences, the lack of provisions, 
which he claimed was the reason: of the re- 
turn home; the temperature, the game, his 
partner, his partner’s valuable claim—every- 
thing, in short, but that which his eager 
listeners most desired to hear—Fraser’s own 
fortune. . 

**T am satisfied ’’ was the most that could 
be drawn from him. Perhaps this very reti- 
cence fired excitement more than the most 
golden tales would have done. At any rate, 
the leaven worked so well that there start- 
ed back to the Far Northwest Tuesday with 
Fraser a large party. Just how large can- 
not be told till the men leave Seattle. From 
Franklinville alone eighteen went. 

Thirty-two joined the pied at Salamanca, 
Buffale, Rochester, and many towns con- 
tributed others. Among the pilgrims were 
John R, Holden, President of the Frank- 
linville First National Bank, and his wife. 
The brigade is ‘headed by A. B. Robbins. 

The week of s return brought back, 
too, A. C. Bower and C. M. Gillett of Byro? 
Genesce County, and Menzie, Mosier, an 
Lee, former Caledonia men. The appear- 
ance and tales of these men roused all 
Genesee County to the highest pitch of ex- 
citement. 

Six Italians who left Le Roy last Summer 
were reported to be earning from $10 to $15 
a day. Bower and Gillett confided to some 
of their friends that they owned two and 
a half claims, for one of which they would 
not take $50,000. ; 

Their tales have proved so alluring that 
when these men start on their return trip, 
March 1, they will be accompanied by as 
many Genesee County folk as can raise the 
necessary money. 

How Widespread is the interest is proved 
by the immense crowds that gather from 
every part of the county whenever one of 
these men speaks in public. Each and every 
one of these returned gold seekers gives the 
scarcity of provisions during the Winter 
ponte as his reason for returning at this 

me. 

There are some, however, who claim that 
the Alaska Transportation Company could 
explain the true_cause of the men’s sudden 
return home. If this surmise be founded 
on fact, the company will reap a rich har- 
vest from their venture; and its agents 
have done their work well. 

Other Western New York towns which 
cannot boast of the return of their Klondike 
pilgrims are making the most of letters 
from the far-away El Dorado. There is not 
a@ village so small or so poor that it has not 
representatives present or prospective in 
the Yukon gold fields. Holley, Orleans 
County, sent a party of six this week. 

Mr .and Mrs. C. Clark of Perry, Wy- 
oming County, set out Tuesday. Their 
plan is to open a hotel on the Yukon. Three 
Hornellsville men have joined a big band 
whose members placed $1;000 each in a com- 
mon fund, and will share all things equally. 

The Rev. F. L. Benedict, pastor of the 
Franklin Street Presbyterian Church at El- 
mira, Chemung’ County, will present his 
resignation to the Presbytery Wednesday 
evening, and will start at once alone for 
Alaska. He argues that there is great need 
there for religious: work, and will strive to 
fii! that need. 

This sudden emigration, resembling in so 
many ways the rush to California in ’49, 
has two sides. It gives better opportunities 
to those in need of employment. Should 
the rush continue, however, it cannot but 
act disastrously upon many of these West- 
ern New York towns which can ill afford 
to spare any of their scanty population. 


MURDER AND LYNCHING. 


Two Klondikers Shot Dead and Their 
Assassin Hanged for the 
Crime.., 


SEATTLE, Jan. 2.—A double murder and 
a lynching have stamped Port Valdes, the 
town at the mouth of the Copper River, as 


the most lawless camp on the shores of 
Alaska. 

M, F. Tanner of Lexington, Ky., a noted 
rifie shot and plainsman, killed N. Call of 
Worthington, Minn., and William Lee of 
Lowell, Mass., two members of a party of 
gold hunters bound for the Copper River 
country, headed by L. Herbert Haines of 
Salem, Mass. The party, twelve in number, 
sailed from Seattle on the Thrasher Nov. 20. 

Quarrels over the food allowance brought 
about the murder and the lynching which 
followed. 

Haines, the head of the party, and G. G. 
Hoag, a civil engineer of New York, who 
was associated with him, guaranteed to 
land the men at Orca with six months’ sup- 
plies for $250 each. When the freight was 
discharged at Valdes it was found that 
there were provisions enough to give each 
man only three months’ food. Tanner took 
Haines and Hoag to account and demanded 
an itemized bill. This was refused, and 
quarrels were of daily occurrence as the 
party proceeded over the icy crest of Valdes 
glaciers. 

One night after supper Hoag and Call 
were discussing 2 plan to rid the camp of 
Tanner. He overheard them and, entering 
the tent, said: 

‘*T am here for business now.” 

He fired four shots in quick succession. 
Call and Lee fell dead. The next morning 
at daylight Tanner was hanged for his 
crime, having been found guilty by an im- 
provised court of thirty miners.

YACHTS DRIVEN ASHORE. 


Great Damage Done at Booth Bay 
Harbor by the Storm. 


PORTLAND, Me., Feb. 2.—A _ telephone 
message received in this city to-day from 


Booth Bay Harbor, announced that the gale 
had done great damage there. 

Booth Bay Harbor is a great place for 
wintering yachts, and there were many 
anchored there before the recent gale. The 
gentleman who telephoned, said that almost 
every one of these yachts had broken from 
its moorings and gone ashore, and many 
of them would be total wrecks. 


TO AID ACCUSED OFFICIALS. 


Bill Permitting Them, If Acquitted, 
to Recover Their Expenses. 


ALBANY, Feb. 2.—A bill to enable an 
official who has won a suit to oust him 
from office or convict him of a crime to re- 
cover costs from the county has been in- 
troduced in the Assembly by Mr. Oliver. 

It provides that “‘the respective county 
Treasurers of the several counties in this 
State are hereby respectively empowered 
and directed within three months after the: 


passage of this bill, to inquire and exam- 
ine into claims made against the counties 
in and for which they have been elected 
or appointed arising out of reasonable coun- 
sel fees and expenses paid or incurred, or 
which shall hereafter be paid or incurred, 
by any official or officer of such county 
who shal] have been successful in any trial 
or proceeding commenced within such 
county to remove him from office, or in 
which it is sought to convict him of any 
crime in the performance of, or in connec- 
tion with, his official duty.”’ ‘ 

It is provided that all such claims must 
be filed inside of two months and that 
the county authorities must levy a special 
tax to meet the expense thus incurred, 
pending the collection of which they are to 
issue revenue bonds to pay off the claims. 

It is suspected that this measure is in- 
tended to affect certain officials in the City 
of New York who have been before the 
courts. Mr. Oliver declined to say just 
what case had induced him to draw the 
bill, but in speaking of’ its effect he said:

The Committee of Fifty-three Re- 
jects the Overtures of Levi P. 
Morton and Others. 


ISSUE TO BE FOUGHT OUT 


The Official Reply of the Anti-Organi- 
zation Republicans Says that Those 
Who Brought the Party to Its 
Present Plight Must Be 


Deposed. 


The Committee of Fifty-three has pre- 
pared an official statement in reference to 
the letter that has been addressed to it 
and to the Republican County Committee 
by Levi P. Morton and others. The object 
of the letter is “‘to secure united and ef- 
fective action by all Republicans in the 
Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx at 
the next election.” It is signed by Levi P. 
Morton, Chauncey M. Depew, Elihu Root, 
Cc. N. Bliss, Le Grand B. Cannon, Edmund 
Wetmore, John Claflin, John J. McCook, 
Henry W. Cannon, Edward Mitchell, 8. V. 
R. Cruger, Henry L. Burnett, F. D. Tap- 
pen, A. D. Juilliard, and Robert M. Galla- 
way. 

A suggestion is made in the letter that 
both organizations appoint committees to 
confer with these gentlemen, and the letter 
continues: 

We suggest that such committees shall be au- 
thorized to represent their several organizations 
in providing for a joint committee to consider 
and act upon the subject of reorganization, re- 
enrollment, a new constitution, a new primary 
election law, and any other measures which may 
lead to general participation by Republicans in 
the'action of their party and the establishment 
of an organization which will fairly express the 
wish of the majority of the party and will com- 
mand universal adherence. 

In reference to this proposition the Com- 
mittee of Fifty-three says it has not re- 
ceived the letter, but was aware of the 
preparation of such a suggestion. The offi- 
cial statement continues: 

** We have concluded that the methods of this 
old school have been wrong, that they have 
not gone to the root of the evils which have 
beset the y in the past and which now 
beset it with even greater force. We believe that 
the chief reason why all their efforts have failed 
is that a time has always heretofore been al- 
lowed to come when effective reorganization could 
be induced to desist by the desire of the timid 
for so-called harmony and by the promises of the 
wicked to be good. 

“Party crime after party crime and incom- 
petent leadership following upon the despotic 
exercise of usurped powers have finally worked 
their effect upon us, and we have come to the 
conclusion that the party can only be made 
honest provided the men who have led us into 
our present plight can be sent and kept to the 
rear. We believe they can be sent and kept 
to the rear only by a reorganization which is 
effected entirely apart from them and which will 
appeal to the good sense and honest sentiments 
of an outraged, boss-ridden community. We have 
not gone into this movement lightly. We have 

ne into it advisedly and after mature de- 
iberation. We have gone into it with the de- 
termination to remain in it and to carry it on 
to ultimate success in spite of the fear of the 
timid or the cry of the boss that we shall ruin 
the party. 

“* We believe that the party has been ruined by 
the present machine. We therefore intend to 
wage relentless warfare upon the machine and 
to save the party out of its grasp. The machine 
may raise the old cry of harmony, and even 
through eminent Republicans upon whose good 
nature and good sense it can successfully impose; 
it may even induce them to appeal to us; but we 
shall go right on with our work. The principles 
which the party represents are dear to us, and we 
regret most profoundly that these gentlemen can- 
not find it compatible with their sense of party 
duty and practical politics to join with us in our 
work of taking the party out of the hands and 
control of those who use its name as a cloak for 
a@ multitude of selfish and corrupt purposes. 

“We have adopted a constitution which has 
been generally approved, and has not been criti- 
cised in any quarter. It permits complete har- 
mony on the basis of thorough reform, and no 
other harmony is worth having. Its chief claim 
to attention is the fact that it is not presented 
to the voters by the old machine or after con- 
ference with the old machine. Any new plan for 
independent reorganization could. differ from our 
plan only in being closer to the machine in its 
origin, and that fact would give it less chance 
of success and make it less likely to attain 
harmony than our movement has. We repeat 
again that we are absolutely done with the 
bosses. We cannot in any way whatsoever confer 
with the machine or have anything to do with it. 
We cannot recognize it as in any way whatso- 
ever representative of or empowered to speak 
for the Republican voters in the County of 
New York.”’ 


TWENTY-FIVE HUNDRED ENROLL. 


Seth Low,’  W. L. Strong, and William 
Brookfield Among Those Who Sign. 


The enrollment of the committee of fifty- 
three in the 114 enrolling places Tuesday 
night amounted to 2,500. At the headquar- 
ters yesterday the Committee on Enroll- 
ment expressed its entire satisfaction with 
the result. Chairman Backus said that, con- 
sidering the inclement weather, the number 
was far greater than he expected, 

Besides the 2,500 who went to the enrolling 
places to put their names on the lists, the 
enrolling books were taken to a great many 
houses throughout the city, and many more 
signatures were. obtained. Chairman Backus 
cited one case where fifteen names were 
obtained -within an hhour by two enrolling 
officers in an election district. In each case 
the book is taken to the house by two of- 
ficers, who certify to the signature of the 
person enrolling. It is said that the number 
obtained in this way yesterday will run the 
enrollment up to 3,000. This method will be 
followed until the last day set for taking 
names, that is, Feb. 10. 

Among those who enrolled Tuesday night 
in the Twenty-njnth Assembly District, the 
only district in which the managers made 
any report about those who signed the roll,

After the latter date en- 
rollment can be obtained only by means of 
an application to become a member of the 
new organization.

CITY POLICE TAKE CHARGE. 


Sent To Old Towns in the Borough of 
Queens—A Little Comedy at 
Flushing. 


Chief McCullagh yesterday assigned six 
Sergeants, twelve Roundsmen, and seventy- 
six patrolmen to do duty in Flushing, New- 
town, College Point, Jamaica, Richmond 
Hill, Rockaway Beach, Far Rockaway, and 
Whitestone. Deputy Chief Clayton was as- 
signed to establish and take charge of the 
police of Richmond Hill and Jamaica, In- 
spector Brooks at Newtown and Flushing, 
Inspector Rhodes at College Point and 
Whitestone, and Inspector Cross at Far 
Rockaway and Rockaway Beach. All the 


officers received orders not to recognize any 
of the would-be hold-over policemen in 


ueens. 

OWhen Inspector Brooks with Sergt. Cot- 
trell, two undsmen, and ten patrolmen 
reached Flushing they were not greeted 
with cheers or even with silent welcome. 
Flushing does not want the “ city cops,” as 
the assigned men are termed, but wants its 
old police force taken into the municipal 
force just as it stood. 

The village Trustees who were in office 
before the charter abolished their positions 
appointed a police force in November. and 
the officers served one month before Flush- 
ing was wiped out. The Trustees say they 
had legal advice and their appointments 
stand. The Flushing Police Station was 
turned over to tor Brooks without 
question by Capt. Hance of the old police, 
but that will not prevent the matter from 
culeg inte the The records were 


not turned over. Capt. James Allen asserts 
there were no records kept that were re- 
quired by law, and that the records he 
kept were his private pro y- 

At 7 o’clock last night, the usual hour for 
the Flushing police to go on duty, Inspector 
Brooks was surprised to have the whole 
force troop in upon him. They were ar- 
rayed in the nice new regulation uniforms 
which they had purchased. They demanded 
to be assigned to duty. They were ordered 
out of the station warned not to 

act under penalty of ar- 
ed for impersonating an officer, ey 
ed upon this threat. 

The College ‘Point police and’ those of 
Whitestone turned the property and stations 
over to Inspector Rhoades under protest. 

The force assigned to Newtown had no 
trouble, as no organized police force had 
existed there, and the residents looked with 
awe upon the uniformed men when they 
went out on trol. In other portions of 
the borough the old police surrendered un- 
der protest. 


MORAN AND COLONNA. 


Facetious Remarks Upon American 
Sportswomen’s Fondness for 
Big Game. 
From The London Telegraph. 

Satiated with the destruction of English 
Peers, the American sportswoman is 'appar- 
ently transferring her attention to the 
matrimonial “‘ big game” of the European 
Continent. An Italian Prince has been 
brought down already, and, as it would 
seem, by a “snap shot,” in more senses than 
one. That, at least, is the plausible belief 
of society in Richmond, Va., where the ru- 
mor is current that Miss Eleanor Bergen 
Moran has won the hand of a scion of the 
ancient and noble house of Colonna. There 
has been no formal announcement of the 
engagement of Prince Fabian, but letters 
have passed, and the family “admit that 
an understanding exists hetween the young 
people.” They are described as related to 
each Other, but, as this, it appears, only 
means that Prince Fabian’s grandmother 
was first cousin to Napoleon Bonaparte, and 
that the niece of ‘‘ Mme. Bonaparte of Bal- 
timore married Mrs. Moran’s first cousin,” 
there can be no objection to their union on 
the ground of too close consanguinity. Five 
steps, ascending and collateral, are required 
to take us from the prospective bride- 
groom to the Bonaparte who married Miss 


.Patterson, and as many more are necessary 


to get from a lady who was only connected 
by marriage with the lover’s grandmother’s 
cousin to the mother of the bride. In fact, 
if there is any drop of the same blood in 
the veins of the two parties it must be 
diluted with something like thirty-two times 
its bulk of alien ingredients, which even 
the most fanatical believer in heredity will 
probably — as sufficient to insure per- 
sons about to marry against the danger of 
degeneracy in their offspring. It was not, 
however, any unconscious attraction of 
affinity which drew the couple together, 
if such a phrase can be used of two persons 
who have never met. To this circumstance, 
indeed, it is that the situation owes its 
chief element of romance, The Prince and 
Miss Moran have never set eyes upon each 
other, and for all that appears Miss Moran 
may never even have looked upon a coun- 
terfeit presentment of the Prince. But 
through certain persons, who are described 
as ‘‘mutual’”’ friends—as, of course, they 
must have been if they reciprocated each 
other’s friendship—but who were evidently, 
also, common friends of the two young peo- 
ple, the Prince saw a portrait of the lady, 
and incontinently fell a victim to her pict- 
ured charms. Caesar’s achievement was 
divided between the three. It came, he saw, 
and she conquered. 

It was at this point that the correspond- 
ence commenced; and even an American 
public must be content at such a juncture to 
submit to a gap in the narrative. The let- 
ters which passed between the love-smitten 
Romeo and the transatlantic Juliet would, 
of course, make priceless ‘‘ copy;”’ but they 
are not, or not at present, procurable for 
publication. We do not even know, so pro- 
voking is the reserve which has been main- 
tained on the subject, in what tongue the 
Prince opened his communications with the 
fair original of the portrait. Italian, ac- 
cording to some authorities, ‘is pre-eminent- 
ly the language of love; English, and espec- 
fally its American variety, is, perhaps, the 
language of business, and would thus be 
used in a reply from the lady’s parents 
rather than inan answer from herself. 
“* Doubt that the stars are fire, Doubt that 
the sun doth move ’"—an ejaculation, by the 
way, which makes Hamlet’s love for Ophe- 
lia dependent on an erroneous astronomical 
theory—“‘ Doubt truth to be a liar, But 
never doubt I love,”’ is a quatrain which 
would lend itself admirably to a version in 
“very choice Italian.’”” On the other hand, 
a cold parental inquiry as to the means and 
expectations of the impassioned wooer 
seems almost to clamor for utterance in 
the language which is so religiously conse- 
crated to the service of ‘‘ the almighty dol- 
lar.”’ It appears pretty plain, however, that 
prose, even Italian prose, soon proved to be 
an inadequate medium for the utterance of 
the lover’s emotions. He has asked, we are 
told, and obtained permission ‘to dedicate 
one of his poems to the fair Virginian.” 
The word “ dedicate,’”’ it is true, is a little 
ambiguous, and of course might merely im- 
ply a desire on his part to “inscribe”? a 
poem to his innamorata. We incline to be- 
lieve, however, that the word has what the 
venerable critic of a certain famous love 
letter described as a ‘“‘more_ tenderer” 
meaning than that. Prince Fabian, we take 
it, intends not simply to dedicate a poem 
to Miss Moran in the formally compliment- 
ary sense of the term, but to devote a poem 
to the celebration of those charms which as 
yet he has never actually seen in the flesh, 
but has gazed upon in a specimen of the 
photographer's art. 

This it must be admitted is to outdo the 
lover as described by the melancholy 
Jaques. To “sigh like a furnace, witn a 
woeful ballad made to his mistress’s eye- 
brow,”’ may be a comparatively easy task 
to a love-sick swain, who has actually seen 
the eyebrow which has inspired his Muse. 
But to drop into poetry over this point of 
feminine beauty as exhibited on a portrait, 
cabinet size, a guinea for the first half 
dozen, is a feat which argues a much 
higher degree of imaginative ardor, not 
to add singularly firm faith in the prod- 
ucts of the camera. Petrarch, himself the 
supreme type of the poetic lover, it :s dif- 
ficult to imagine as the subject of so im- 
material an inspiration. Would a “ ko- 
daked” half-length of Laura have turned 
on the poetic stop and produced the sonnet 
sequence? From some accounts cf the poet’s 
mistress it is rather to be inferred that it 
would have produced an exactly opposite 
effect. The subject of his adoring verse 
is said to have had a certain opulence of 
charm which required a good deal of ideal- 
ization on the part of the sonnetteer. Had 
he written with a portrait of the matronly 
Laura before him in che form of a pho- 
tograph representing the original even bet- 
ter ‘‘developed”’ than himself, his praises 
might have lost much of their fervor. We 
can well believe that Miss Moran’s i:keness, 
on the other hand, is a cream cf beauty, 
and that as a portrait it fully justifies Prince 
“abian’s raptures. Still, he has to take 
the risk of its being too flattering, and 
there is an element of chivalry in his un- 
hesitating defiance of the mere possibility 
of disappointment. Royal suitors, it is true, 
have often contracted and even by proxy 
gone through the ceremony of marriage 
with brides whom they have never seen, 
but that, of course, was because the nat- 
ural and human preference, for ‘“ looking 
before you leap” has had to give way to 
reasons of state. Sometimes, too, they have 
drawn back at the last moment, as in the 
ease of one of the proposed alliances of 
our much-married Henry, who would have 
been spared the performance of a painful 
duty to himself if somebody could have 
furnished him with a “snap shot” of 
Anne of Cleves. When, however, the evi- 
dence of a portrait is distinctly adverse to 
the original the situation is simplified. Miss 
Moran’s case is one of the ovposite kind. 
There the evidence is in the highest degree 
favorable, and we hope and believe that it 
is to be implicitly relied on.

SANTA FE, New Mexico, Feb. 2.—Of the 
forty-one fire insurance companies engaged 
in business in Mexico, fit is estimated that 
fully one-half will retire because of the new 
legislative act, which became effective yes- 
terday, requiring a deposit with the Ter- 
ritorial Treasurer Of $10,000 cash or its 
equivalent, barring United States bonds. 
The Pacific Coast companies generally will 
remain.

MAY LOSE: THE NEXT CONGRESS 


Danger in the Sectional Issue — Rest 
Wanted from Threatened Financial 
Legislation —Stand Against 
Trusts Must Be Made. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 2—At the formal 
opening to-night of the magnificent club- 
house of the Union League Club of Balti- 
more, United States Senator John M. Thurs- 
ton delivered the principal address, in the 
course of which he said: 

“I believe the Republican Party is in dan- 
ger of losing the next Congress, and, so be- 
lieving, it were cowardly on my part not to 
Say so. The allied fusion forces of free sil- 
ver, socialism, lawlessness, and anarchy 
are endeavoring to so falsely state the prem- 
ises and frame the issues as to array every 
man without a dollar against every man 
with a dollar. 

“T am not a pessimist; I am an optimist. 
I do not predict party defeat. I do not pre- 
dict national disaster or decay; but I warn 
the thoughtful men of the Republican Party 
against those dangers which beset our path. 

“The Republican Party, always brave 
against all injustice and all wrong, must 
have the courage by adequate legislation, 
by ‘uncompromising policy, by vigorous 
prosecution, to maintain all the rights and 
protect all the just privileges of all the 
citizens of this R iblic. t must stand 
eternally against all unlawful combination 
and unjust exaction of aggregated capital 
and co rate power; it must smite with 
the mailed thand of law every combination 
formed to artificially decrease the wages of 
labor or increase the prices of the neces- 
saries of life; and if it uses injunction 
against boycotts and unlawful assemblages, 
it must not hesitate to use injunction 
against monopolies and trusts.

An Editor’s Will,

John F. Rowe, late editor of The Christian 
Leader, made some provisions in his will 
to control the future policy and prin- 
ciples of that paper.

He says the paper is to be 
conducted in future, as in the past, as an 
“exponent of Bible teaching and nothing 
else, and that everything is to be excluded 
from its pages that is not sustained by a 
‘Thus Saith the Lord,’ or by ‘the express 
language of Scripture. That it shall stand 
for the Church of Christ to the exclusion 
of all human devices and all human ex- 
periences.’’ The valuation of the estate is 
$500. Fred L. Rowe is administrator, with 
the will annexed.

WHAT DO THE PEOPLE THINK ABOUT IT? 
The petition of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission to the Appellate Division to listen 
to the argument of its counsel for a modi- 
fication of the Court’s stipulation in re- 
gard to the fifteen-million-dollar bond 
brings the commission’s underground 
project once more into the public view. 

That project is now subject to the de- 
termination of two events. The conclu- 
sion of the Court in the matter of the 
bond is one of these, the conclusion of the 
commission itself in the matter of the ap- 
plication of the Manhattan Railroad 
Company is the other. It is the opinion 
of the commission, stated in its petition, 
that the refusal of the Court to modify 
the bond stipulation would be fatal. Any- 
body can see that a favorable reply to 
the Manhattan Company’s application 
would at once end all talk about the tun- 
nel road—at least for the present. 

But there is another lion in the path. 
Even if the bond and the Manhattan ap- 
plication were out of the way, the under- 
ground project, it appears, would not 
have the approval of the City Govern- 
ment. Mr. RicHARD CROKER is reported 
in The Journal as expressing his views 
with great frankness. We quote from its 
report: 

“ As to what the Rapid Transit Board will 
do, I have but slight notion. I am not in 
the board’s confidence. Moreover, I have but 
little respect for it. In all the years of its 
existence it: has done nothing but talk, talk, 
talk. Five bluejays would have done as 
much, The people have repudiated it at the 
polls; it has done nothing but talk and 
waste time and money. It promises nothing 
but to waste future time and future money. 
The sooner it gets out the better for the 


public and the better for its own self-re- 
spect. 

RS The city hasn’t the money to build a 
There is only a small margin of 
credit left to the city. It wouldn’t pay for 
one-quarter of the tunnel. Then, again, the 
tunnel, even if feasible, would take too long, 
The city hasn’t.the time or money for tun- 
It must have rapid ‘transit relief and 
have it at once. Aside from that, the ele- 
vated road is the better scheme of the two. 
Wouldn’t a man rather ride in the open air 
than under ground? Another feature of the 
which people should 
not forget is that the railroad furnishes 
the money. It doesn’t cost the city a dollar. 
We get rapid transit, get it in two years, 
and get it without bankrupting ourselves.” 


We do not at the moment recall any ex- 
press repudiation of the Rapid Transit 
‘Commission ‘at the polls, Probably Mr. 
CROKER holds that by their vote of last 
November the people repudiated every- 
thing which was part of the existing ad-

denotes a conscious command of a com- 
plex and important situation? 

In his learned opinion conditionally ap- 
proving the report of the Commissioners 
upon the underground plan, Judge Van 


Brunt said: 


“'The «imperious necessity of improved 
means of rapid transit in the City of New 
York has long been recognized. It had be- 
come so evident that in the year 1894 the 
people determined that as there seemed to 
be no other means for its accomplishment 
it should be brought into existence even by 
this pledge of the credit of the city.” 


These are swift days, and history 
quickly becomes ancient. Yet it is well 
to recall the dim and half-forgotten fact 
that at the time of the November elec- 
tion in 1894 the subject of rapid transit 
was of such interest to the lawful voters 
of this city that 184,035 of them took the 
trouble to vote on it. “ For municipal 
construction of a rapid-transit road” 
there were cast 132,647 votes, and against 
the proposition there were cast 42,916 
votes. The others, making up the total 
of 184,085, were defective and blank 
votes. Here was a vote of three to one 
authorizing, and in effect commanding, 
the municipal authorities to build a 
rapid-transit road, using the city’s credit. 
It was a very full vote, much larger than 


was cast on the adoption of the new Con- 


stitution or on municipal consolidation, 
indicating the popular estimation of the 
importance of rapid transit. It was. un- 
derstood that the road would be under- 
ground. 

‘We should like to know if the 132,647 
voters who voted for rapid transit in 1894 
have changed their minds. If they are 
still of the opinion they held four years 
ago there must be thousands more of like 
mind. Yet the people, the real party in 
interest, are absolutely dumb while this 
great question of such vast tmportance 
to themselves is under determination. 
Mr. Orr writes letters. Mr. GouLD an- 
swers them, The court hands down opin- 
ions. The Mayor gives out a message, 
and Mr. Croker talks to a reporter. We 
should suppose some effort would be 
made to give expression to the thoughts 
and wishes of the people themselves, It 
would be illuminating and helpful to 
know whether they approve Mr. ORR’s 
plan or Mr. Gouunp’s plan or Mr, CROKER’s 
plan, 


THE LESSON OF THE DEFICIT. 


The salient points in the month’s finan- 
cial statement issued on the Ist of Febru- 
ary aret 

1. Increase of debt, less cash in the 
Treasury, $12,589,771. 

2. Increase in deficit during the month, 
excluding Union Pacific payments and 
receipts, $7,901,484. 

8. Total deficit since July 1, 1897, seven 
months, $51,901,828. 

This can hardly be called a cheerful 
showing for a party that came into power 
declaring that its first duty was to pro- 
vide sufficient revenue for the Govern- 
ment. We cannot say that we wholly 
regret the extravagance in expenditure 
and the neglect and mismanagement of 
revenue-getting measures that have led to 
this result. During the acute struggle 
from the close of the Harrison Adminis- 
tration to the election of 1896 there were 
many Republicans who stubbornly re- 
fused to listen to any plea that the bur- 
den of currency redemption should be re- 
moved from the Government by the grad- 
ual retirement of Government notes. 
Vith equal fatuity they refused to give 
the Government the authority either to 
borrow specifically for purposes of re- 
demption or to make temporary loans to 
meet deficiency in the revenue. They de- 
clared that the currency would be all 
right if there was a surplus in the Treas- 
ury, and that as soon as the Republicans 
could get into power they would provide 
that surplus and everything would imme- 
diately be for the best in the best of 
worlds. 

Well, they have been in power ten 
months; they passed their boasted reve- 
nue measure at an extra session called 
for that purpose, and refused to touch 
the currency. They have had an expe- 
rience of nearly seven months with their 
revenue bill, and have rolled up a defi- 
cit of $52,000,000, while for the latest 
month the deficit is at a still greater 
rate. At last they are coming to their 
senses. They begin to see that the burden 
of redemption is too serious to be left to 
the uncertain yield of revenue measures 
which themselves interfere with trade. 
The sentiment is steadily growing among 
them that the currency should be taken 
out of politics and the Government out of 
the banking business, for which it has 
neither the facilities, the resources, nor 
the trained skill. If this can be accom- 
plished the deficit, large as it is, can eas- 
ily be taken care of. The mere increase 
of prosperity due to sound currency re- 
form would increase the revenue suffi- 
ciently to banish all uneasiness on that 
score. 








A CAUTION TO GOV. BLACK. 

If Gov. Buack does not wish to injure 
his reputation irretrievably, he will put 
a stop to the bill giving him the appoint- 
ment of a commission to investigate the 
work on the canals. 

If he names such a commission, he will 
be responsible for its outcome. There is 
very little chance that it can have any 
respectable outcome. It is doubtful 
whether it can take the powers neces- 
sary to secure evidence. The courts or a 
legislative committee can compel wit- 
nesses to attend and to answer ques- 
tions, can punish them for contempt if 
they do not, and for perjury if they are 
caught lying. It is by no means certain 
that the Legislature can give to any com- 
mission named by the Governor the pow- 
er to do these things. If they could, the 
commission would be greatly embar- 
rassed in the use of them, It would be 
pretty sure to report either that it could 
not get at the whole truth or, if it were 
a complaisant body, that Mr, ALDRIDGH’s 
policy was all right. In the former case 
the investigation would. be taken as a 


as a humbug. 

Moreover, Gov. BLACK is in this matter 
an interested party. ALDRIDG# is his most. 
intimate political friend, adviser, and 
helper. He is his appointee, and he is 
now accused of precisely the misconduct 
that it was prophesied he would be guilty 
of when the Governor appointed him. The 
Governor cannot escape the suspicion of 
wishing that ALDRIDGE shall get out of 
this ugly scrape as happily as possible. 
It is as much the Governor’s scrape as 
it is ALDRIDGE’s. If he appoints a com- 
mission of doubtful authority with insuf- 
ficient powers, even if they be good men, 
to investigate his friend, every one will 
say—and plausibly—that he is trying to 
shield his friend, No finding from such a 
body except one of sweeping condemna- 
tion of ALDRIDGE would save the Gov- 
ernor’s reputation for honesty. 

It is a bad business at best. There 
is an urgent demand from ALDRIDGE and 
the machine for whitewash, and they will 
probably get it. The people demand the 
truth and the whole truth, but feel very 
helpless as. to obtaining it. Gov. BLack 
really cannot give it to them if he wishes 
ever so sincerely. He ought not to allow 
himself to be mixed up in any attempt at 
concealment, and that is what will surely 
be believed of him unless he promptly re- 
fuses to have anything to do with the 
matter. 





THE KLONDIKE. 

Capt. Ray’s report on the condition of 
affairs in the Klondike, as telegraphed in 
outline from Seattle, is more depressing 
than that of Major Rucker, sent in some 
weeks ago. It is possible that the tele- 
graphed abstract does not do justice to 
the report itself. Undoubtedly the most 
valuable and autkentic news from the 
Klondike is that which THE TIMEs print- 
ed ten days ago from its correspondent 
at Dawson. Capt. Ray’s recommenda- 
‘tions appear to be justified by the infor- 
mation of that letter, although a discrep- 
ancy between the two has been discov- 
ered at San Francisco. It is quite true 
that Capt. Ray has not been within some 
hundreds of miles of the Klondike itself, 
but he has at least been many hundred 
miles nearer than San Francisco. 

The special value of the report of an 
army officer upon such situations as that 
in the Klondike is that he is clearly 
@ competent witness who has no in- 
terest except to tell the truth. His report 
is prepared under a responsibility which 
is not felt either by “ boomers” or by 
Klondikers who have returned “ broke.” 
It does not follow, of course, that the 
recommendations of the army officers 
should be acted upon by the Government. 
But it is abundantly clear that no man 
who is not supplied with the means of 
subsistence for a considerable period 
ought to go to the Klondike. If an un- 
provided person insist upon going, it is 
clear ‘that it would be an act of hu- 
manity to restrain him from carrying out 
his purpose. 








THE DEFICIT MAKER. 

The National deficit from July 1 to 
Feb. 1, seven months of the fiscal year, 
was $52,000,000. 

The Treasury paid out in those seven 
months $89,000,000 for pensions. 

Leaving pensions out of the account, 
there was a surplus of $37,000,000 above 
the ordinary expenses of the Govern- 
ment, 

The fraud-swollen pension list makes a 
deficit inevitable except under a system 
of taxation which is at once burdensome 
and productive, Our present tariff, which 
is burdensome without being productive, 
is an inadequate reliance against the 
monstrous drafts of the pensioners. 

Under a proper and just system of 
pensions, giving aid only to those who 
suffer from actual disabilities incurred 
in the service, our pension payments 
would hardly. have exceeded $25,000,000 
a year. We have not only been extrav- 
agant in allowances to deserving pen- 
sioners, but we have squandered hun- 
dreds of millions on the perjured and un- 
worthy. 





LESSONS OF THE STORM. 


This time, it is evident, New York was 
on the edge of the blizzard of which, ten 
years ago next month, she was for all 
practical purposes at the centre. What 
New Yorkers experienced then is now 
confined to the north and east of New 
York,. where the ravages of this storm 
have been very serious indeed. 

Boston appears to have experienced the 
worst of them, It has been cut off from 
the outside world, except for a single 
long-distance telephone, of which THE 
Times took advantage Tuesday night, 
unless it be true that some enterprising 
Bostonians and New Yorkers contrived 
to communicate with each other by way 
of London. But its internal communica- 
tions have also suffered. 

Boston. fell a very early prey to the 
overhead trolley, which a number of 
speculators endeavored to introduce into 
New York. The firm stand made against 
the introduction of it. was one of the 
most creditable and useful things that 
New York ever did for itself. But for 
that resolute resistance the underground 
trolley would never have been brought to 
the point of practicability. It is obvious- 
ly cheaper to erect poles and string wires, 
to the defacement of a city, than to dig 
trenches and arrange for the insulation 
in them of electric currents. By reject- 
ing the former method New York com- 
pelled the introduction of the latter, 
which has continued to operate through 
the storms of this Winter with only an 
occasional and comparatively trifling 
failure. The underground trolley can be 
securely protected from the weather. The 
overhead trolley cannot. Such a storm 
as that of ten years ago in New York or 
as that of this week in New England 
completely paralyzes communication by 
overhead trolley, 

What is true of electric conveyances 





is in a measure true of electric communi- 
cation. It is of course not every year 
that the populous parts of this country 
are visited by a blizzard like that of 
1888 or of 1898. But there is seldom a 
Winter in which communication between 
important cities is not suspended be- 
cause “the wires are down.” It is not 
seemly, nor even safe, that communica- 
tion in a civilized country should be thus 


at the mercy of the weather. Such trains_ 


as were running on Tuesday through a 
great part of New England were run- 
ning “ without orders,” of course at the 
imminent risk of their passengers, be- 
cause the wind and the snow had pros- 
-trated the overhead wires. 

It is quite absurd that the eastern part 
of the United States should rely for its 
communication upon so precarious a sys- 
tem. The difficulty of securing perfect 
insulation under ground has been over- 
come in the matter of locomotion, where 
it is very much greater than in the mat- 
ter of mere telegraphic communication. 
It has become a mere matter of first 
cost, and between New York and Boston, 
and Philadelphia and Baltimore and 
Washington, and even Chicago, such a 
consideration ought no longer to be al- 
lowed to weigh, when, on the other hand, 
there is a distinct advantage in security 
and trustworthiness. The deep-sea ca- 
bles, far below the region of storms, con- 
tinue to operate securely and tranquilly 
whatever disturbances may be going on 
above them. There is surely no reason 
why subterranean communication should 
not be as trustworthy as submarine, or 
why the business of this continent should 
be left at the mercy of the elements. 





The commercial rights and interests of 
American citizens residing and doing 
business in China will be considered by 
the Chamber of Commerce at its meeting 
to-day on the petition of a large number 
of banks and business houses. It can 
hardly be doubted that our interests 
stand in some peril from the conflict of 
policies which now disturbs the situation 
in the Far Bast. No one will look out for 
us unless we look out for ourselves, and 
we unquestionably have rights which 
would bear assertion. 








Senator JoHN A. LOGAN once read a 
speech on the currency in the Senate, 
which he prefaced with the solemn state- 
ment that he had been studying the sub- 
ject “for two weeks”! Mr. “STrve” 
ELKINS has just named, through WILLIAM 
McKINLEY, appointment clerk to Repub- 
lican Senators, one Bowers to be a Com- 
missioner of Fish and Fisheries. His du- 
ties require, in fact and by law, a scien- 
tific knowledge of fish culture. He an- 
nounces that he has been studying the 
subject “for about six months.” Now a 
man might get some knowledge of the 
principles of finance in a fortnight, but 
the knowledge of fish culture needed to 
make a Commissioner. who will not be a 
hindrance and a nuisance must take 
years. Bowprs’s appointment is shame- 
ful. We cannot say it is surprising, be- 
cause neither the demands of ELKINs 
nor the concessions of the President of 
this kind can any longer surprise us. 
Meanwhile the advent to the commission 
of a gentleman who has just distin- 
guished himself by a rough-and-tumble 
fight with his own brother in which the 
latter received a wound “extending al- 
most from ear to ear” can hardly be re- 
assuring to the other members. 





As we have said before, it is quite in- 
credible that Great Britain should have 
“backed down” from the position she 
took up so deliberately about the trade 
of China. In the first place, there was 
every reason why she should have taken 
that position. As Sir RicHARD WEBSTER, 
the third member of the Government to 
express himself upon the question, point- 
ed out in his speech on Tuesday, the 
maintenance of her foreign commerce is 
a matter of life and death to England. 
It would really be as well for her to be 
defeated in war as to submit to have her 
trade taken away, and to take away her 
trade is the evident and almost the 
avowed object of Germany and Russia. 
In the second place, there is no reason 
shown why, having taken up this posi- 
tion, she should recede from it. There is 
no question in the Far East of her yield- 
ing to superior force, for neither Germany 
nor Russia can keep the sea but by her 
sufferance. It seems to be no longer dis- 
puted that she has withdrawn her de- 
mand for the opening of Talien-wan. 
But, as The London Times suggests, that 
demand may have been put forward for 
the purpose of being withdrawn, for 
compensation. That would be a common 
diplomatic device to which England has 
often resorted before. And, indeed, it is 
by no means clear that the demand has 
been withdrawn. The official statement 
of the Government is merely that “ the 
negotiations thus far are absolutely con- 
fidential.”” But it may with perfect confi- 
dence be.assumed that Great Britain will 
fight rather than submit to the partition 
of China among the rivals whom she has 
so completely beaten in the competition 
for Chinese trade. 





The Navy Department seems to be the 
only one in which the merit system has 
outspoken and unqualified friends. As- 
sistant Secretary RoosEVELT appears be- 
fore the Senate Committee to tell it that 
the system has been of “inconceiv- 
able” advantage and is so regarded by 
those responsible for work in every navy 
yard in the United States. That is equally 
true of every Government office where the 
system has been faithfully and honestly 


applied.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-Statistics compiled by The Brewer's 
Journal show that the consumption of beer 
by Americans in the year ending June 30, 
1897, was less by 1,402,999 barrels than that 
of the preceding twelve months. Whether 
this marks an advance or a _e reces- 
sion of what is called temperance sen- 
timent must be decided by the peo- 
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ple whose profession it is to deal with 
that interesting and important subject, but 
they must be careful in making up their 
minds, for beer-drinking is as often the 
alternation of indulgence in stronger liquids 
as of total abstinence. However this prob- 
lem may be settled, the figures are certainly 
remarkable, and indicate the action of some 
very strong influence. The record of beer 
sales for other years hints that financial 
conditions may have more to do with the 
amount consumed than anything else. Be- 
ginning with 22,460,345 barrels distributed 
in 1887, the amount rose slowly and steadily 
to 26,820,953 barrels in 1890. Next year 
there was a jump to 80,021,079.. The figures 
for 1892 are 31,646,476, and for 1893 
they are 33,822,872. Then first appears 
a decrease of more than 500,000 barrels. 
This loss was almost made up in 1895, while 
1896 saw an aggregate of 35,826,093 barrels. 
It is.a notable fact that a great part of the 
falling off for 1897 is credited to New York, 
Illinois, Ohio, Wisconsin, and Pennsylvania, 
in the order named, this State’s share of it 
being 557,217 barrels. Massachusetts, on 
the contrary, increased her allowance by 
90,226 barrels, and twenty-one other mem- 
bers of the Union also refused to follow the 
example given by those first mentioned and 
fifteen others. Turning to the twenty-two 
largest cities in the country, even more sur- 
prising information is obtained. Only two 
of them—Boston and New Orleans—drank 
more beer in 1897 than in 1896. This city 
shows the biggest reduction of all, 279,126 
barrels, with Chicago next, 203,913, and 
Milwaukee third, 156,442. He is a poor 
Statistician indeed who cannot find support 
in these figures for almost any theory he 
may happen to have on hand, 

—-kKokomo, Camden, and several other 
cities not so pretentious as this one have 
shown commendable energy of late in 
demonstrating that within their limits gross 
superstition cannot claim, or at least can- 
not get, official recognition as religion, and 
that crfminals who call themselves ‘“‘ Christ- 
ian — must answer to the law 
for Weir acts exactly as must the rest of 
the criminal class. Over in the Borough of 
Brooklyn a young woman has just been 
killed by an avowed professor of this dia- 
bolical art, and there is instant néed for 
proving to him and his male and female 
associates in the new and baser and more 
dangerous form of voodooism that here, too, 
law and common sense combined can deal ef- 
fectually with willful homicide. The 
Brooklyn case is an especially atrocious 
one, for the victim was pathetically help- 
less. Even her blindness, however, did not 
excite the pity of the miserable fanatic 
into whose power she fell, and he allowed 
her to die of typhoid fever rather than con- 
fess the failure of his muttered spells. The 
man has not been arrested yet—why, we 
cannot imagine. Surely his apprehension 
will not be long delayed. 








—New charges of incompetence or worse 
are made by implication against Govern- 
ment engineers in a recent report of the 
Department of Agriculture. It will be re- 
membered that last year’s rise of the Mis- 
sissippi did an immense amount of damage 
in what is known as the Yazoo country. 
Many lives were lost, and property scat- 
tered over 4,000 square miles of territory, 
and valued at $15,000,000, was distroyed. All 
this, the report says, was due to the levees 
built for the protection of some 3,000 square 
miles of land in the St. Francis bottams. 
The attempt to reclaim this tract and make 
it habitable diverted money and energy 
that might more profitably, it is declared, 
have been expended for the benefit of the 
lower region. Some $500,000 has already 
been used in making the St. Francis levees, 
and they are still incomplete. There have 
been put there by the United States, by 
private citizens, and by the State Govern- 
ments of Missouri and Arkansas, at least 
5,260,570 cubic yards of earth. The United 
States Government, in addition to the enor- 
mous outlays made by private citizens and 
the States affected by the floods, has spent 
more than $33,000,000 on the Mississippi 
River levees and improvements, and the 
Committee on Levees, in its report, esti- 
mates that the sum necessary to complete 
the system is about $13,300,000. 





PERSONAL, 


——Men of real prominence in the medical 
profession are beginning to put themselves 
on record in respect to the politico-mer- 
cenary attack now making on the Board of 
Health, and, of course, they denounce the 
miserable conspiracy with fitting energy. 
It remains to be seen what action the 
County Medical Society will take against 
Dr. Jacosl, Dr. JANEWAY, Dr, BULL, and 
dozens more of similar rank, who assert 
that the extermination of consumption is 
not a “Utopian dream,” and who do not 
put the interests of a few manufacturing 
chemists above those of the general pub- 
lic. Several members of the little fac- 
tion whose acts we have condemned, and 
whose motives we have questioned, have 
utilized a portion of their abundant leisure 
in writing letters of indignant protest 
against the audacity of laymen who ven- 
ture to express views on the prevention 
and cure of disease, but the laymen now 
have the support of conclusive medical au- 
thority, and can criticise their critics to 
their hearts’ content. The fact is that the 
County Medical Society has allowed itself, 
not for the first time, to be put in a false 
and shameful position. It never amounted 
to very much, and to-day it has only the 
eminence of disgrace. 





— Either WILLIAM H. EGte, the State 
Librarian of Pennsylvania, is an extremely 
rash man, or else some very queer work 
has been done by some people supposed to 
be eminently respectable. Mr. EGup asserts 
nothing less than that the State Library 
has been robbed of valuable pictures and 
flags, and the booty, he says, is now, a 
part of it, in the possession of the His- 
torical Society of Pennsylvania, and th« 
rest in the homes of members of that or- 
ganization. Among the articles missing are 
PEALE’s portraits of WASHINGTON, FRANK- 
LIN, and WHARTON. The first of these was 
bought and paid for by the State, and 
the second was bequeathed to it, but they 
have been taken away from the library, and 
in the frames which they once occupied com- 
paratively worthless copies have been 
placed. The Franklin, declares Mr. Ecte, 
is at present owned, or, at least, possessed, 
by a prominent citizen of Philadelphia. A 
more mysterious fate has overtaken the 
first American flag unfurled in British 
waters during the Revolution. This was 
presented to the State, and used to hang 
over the chair of the State Senate’s pre- 
siding officer, but it disappeared many years 
ago, together with the flag which a Penn- 
sylvania officer raised on the citadel of 
Mexico when the American forces captured 
that stronghold. 





MUSICAL WRITERS AT FAULT. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In last Saturday’s reports of the perform- 
ance of ‘‘Il Barbiere”’ at the Opera some 
of the writers were unable to recall when 
Rossini’s work was last heard at the Métro- 
politan. Even your own excellent critic, 
whose articles on various musical topics are 
the best to be found in any of the local 
journals, was somewhat at fault. 

The last previous performance of." Il Bar- 
biere”’ in its entirety was given at one of 
the numerous Patti *‘ farewells,” a matinée, 
which occurred April 9, 1892. The other 
singers who took part were Bauermeiséer, 
Campanini, del Puente, Novara, and Car- 
bone. The diva was ina particularly gracious 
mood, and,.in addition to the various num- 
pers of her réle, she sang no fewer than 
six extra pieces, three in the music-lesson 
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scene and three at the close of the perform- 
ance. An act of “Il Barbiere” was also 
given at the ‘‘ Grand Gala Performance for 
Charity” Feb. 15, 1894, when Mme. Sigrid 
Arnoldson, Signor de Lucia, Signor Ancona, 
and M. Edouard de Reszke appeared. 

I have attended operatic representations 
in New York for the last fifteen or sixteen 
years, and in the case of works which are 
not often heard here I have found it a good 


plan to cut out the casts of characters from 
the programme, and file them away in my 
score or libretto for future reference. 

I wonder how many of the ‘critics remem- 
ber the performance of ‘*Carmen” by Mr. 
Maurice Grau’s company at the Casino, 
when the Opéra Comique version with all 
of the original dialogue was used. Here is a 
partial list of works, very infrequently 
heard pewnern ef which I have preserved 
a record: “‘ Rienzi,” ‘‘ Nero,” ‘‘ The Barber 
of Bagdad,” “The Taming of the Shrew,” 
“‘Fernando Cortez,” ‘‘ Merlin,’’ ‘“‘ Mireille,” 
*“ Masaniello,” “Le Pré aux Cleres,” “ Di- 
norah,” ‘“ L’Htoile du Nord,” ‘“ Robert le 
Diable,” “Si J’Etais Roi,” ‘‘ Le Postillon 
de Lonjumeau,” ‘‘Le Voyage en Chine,” 
‘“‘Les Dragons de Villars,” ‘“‘ Paul et Vir- 
ginie,” ‘Die Weisse Dame,” (‘‘La Dame 
Blanche,”’) ‘‘ Les Contes d’Hoffmann,” (Of- 
fenbach’s only serious opera,) “Don Pas- 
quale,” ‘“ Lucrezia Borgia,” ‘“ L/Blisir 
d’Amore,” ‘Crispino e la Comare,”’ “I Pu- 
ritani,” “La Gazza Ladra,” ‘‘Un Ballo in 
Maschera,” “La Forza del Destino,” “TI 
Lombardi,” ‘Luisa Miller,” “Ione,” and 
“Tl Guarany.”’ 

Many of these works wehave far outgrown. 
but there are others which might well be 
revived in these days of eternal “‘ Fausts” 
and ‘*Carmens.” ‘“ The (New York réper- 
toire”’ is well known to every Buropean 
impresario, and is usually referred to some- 
what contemptuously. However, as her 
Grace of Gerolstein observed on a memora- 
ble occasion, ‘‘ Quand on n’a pas ce que l’on 
aime, il faut aimer ce que !’on a.”’

‘ORD SALISBURY HESITATING 


Many Decline to Credit the Backdown 
Until It Is Confirmed—A Statement 
that the Negotiations Are Ab- 
solutely Confidential. 


BERLIN, Feb. 2.—An article in the St. 
Petersburg Novoe Vremya, which has at- 
tracted the attention of Europe, declares 
that France and Germany supported Rus- 
sia’s determination and opposed England’s 
with reference to Ta-lien-wan, and hence 
Lord Salisbury, it is claimed, is obliged to 
consult with his colleagues before the meet- 
ing of Parliament as to the best way to 
beat a retreat if Great Britain wishes to 
avoid an cpen conflict with Russia. 


INDIGNATION IN ENGLAND. 


Uonservatives and Liberals Lament 
the Backdown About Ta-Lien-Wan. 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—A wave of indignation 
has swept over the press throughout the 
country at Lord Salisbury’s alleged back- 
down at Ta-lien-wan. Conservatives no less 
than Liberals bewail the supposed retreat 
from an unassailable position, on the 
ground that Great Britain, supported by the 
United States and Japan, might safely have 
defied Russia. 

It is understood that the Government is 
angry with The Times for revealing the po- 
sition. 

The Standard this morning, in the course 
of an editorial expressing its regret, as- 
sumes that since there is no official infor- 
mation to the contrary, The Times’s ver- 
sion of the situation is correct. It thinks 
‘this will be painfully felt in the course 
of the pending by-elections, especially as 
the story suggests suspicions of a larger 
and wider surrender.’’ The editorial con- 
cludes by advising the Government to let 
the country know as speedily as possible 
exactly where it stands. 

The afternoon newspapers yesterday com- 
mented in the most severe terms upon the 
alleged withdrawal of Great Britain’s de- 
mand for the opening of the port of Ta- 
Lien-Wan. Some of them refused to credit 
the report. 

The Globe said: 

‘*No wonder the opponents of the Min- 
istry regard it as a national humiliation 
when its supporters are unable to find a 
reasonable excuse for it. The public was 
led to believe that Sir Michael Hicks-Beach 
and other Cabinet Ministers meant what 
they said, so the Ministers have only them- 
selves to thank if they lose prestige at 
home and abroad through the withdrawal 
of the Ta-Lien-Wan demand. England, 
with her vast naval strength and enormous 
resources, has the game in her own hands 
if the Ministers will only play it with the 
necessary spirit.’’ 

An official statement on the subject is. as 
follows: 

‘‘No communication can at present be 

ublished concerning The Times’s Ta-Lien- 

Jan report, or the negotiations as a whole. 
The negotiations thus far are absolutely 
confidential. Many telegrams from China 
contain statements not merely going far be- 
yond the Government’s information, but in 
some instances are quite at variance with 
*-known facts.” 

The Times’s Ta-Lien-Wan announcement 
created much surprise and excitement 
among politicians and was eagerly discussed 
at the clubs. The Liberals vigorously de- 
nounced the reported back-down of the 
British Government, while the Conservative 
members of the House of Commons did not 
conceal their bitter disappointment. Many 
declined to credit the report until it is offi- 
cially confirmed, and a prominent Conserv- 
ative vesterdav afternoon offered a Liberal 
opponent to pay a stb’ tantial sum to a publi” 
charitY if the bpack-down was confirmed. 
The Liberals declare it would be a humillat- 
ing surrender to Russia and a severe blow 
to British interests and prestige. 

The members of the late Cabinet are al- 
ready communicating with each other with 
a view of using the matter as a means of 
attack upon the Government during the de- 
bate on the Queen's speech at the reas- 
sembling of Parliament.

BULGARIA THREATENS TURKEY. 


Her Agent Demands a Cessation of the 
Oppression at Uskub and the With- 
drawal of the Troops. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 2.—The Bul- 
garian Agent has presented a note to the 
Turkish Government, pointing out the se- 
riousness of the occurrences in the Vilayet 
of Uskub, where 592 Bulgarians have been 
arrested on the charge of storing arms. 

The Agent further alleged that many of 
them had been tortured to death, and that 
women and girls had’ been ill treated and, 
as a result, were dying. Therefore, the 
Agent urgently demanded an immediate ces- 
sation of the oppression, the withdrawal of 
the military surrounding the locality, the 
transfer of all prisoners to Uskub for trial, 
and the dismissal of a number of officials. 

The note has Caused considerable sensa- 
tion among the Turkish Ministers and at 
the palace, 


RUSSIA COERCING TURKEY. 


The Czar Determined that Prince 


George Shall Govern Crete. 


BERLIN, Feb. 2.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople to The Frankfort Gazette says 
the answer of Emperor Nicholas to the 
Turkish objections to the candidature of 
Prince George of Greece for the Governor- 
ship of Crete was presented to the Sultan 
yesterday (Tuesday.) It was oouched in 
such strong terms that the Russian Ambas- 
sador, M. Zinovieff, hesitated, and _ tele- 
graphed to St. Petersburg for confirmation 
before presenting it. 

Count Muravieff, the Russian Foreign 
Minister, replied that it was the Czar’s un- 
alterable determinaticn that Prince George 
should be nominated. 


EARL OF CLONMELL DEAD. 


Beauchamp Henry John Scott, a For- 
mer Captain in the Scots Guards. 
LONDON, Feb. 2.—Beauchamp Henry 

John Scott, sixth Earl of Clonmell, is dead. 


He was born in 1847, and was formerly a 
Captain in the Scots Guards. 


Beauchamp Henry John Scott, sixth Barl 
of Clonmell, was born Dec. 28, 1847. He 
was formerly a Captain in the Scots Fusi- 
lier Guards. He was a cousin of the fifth 
Earl, and a grandson of the second. He 
succeeded to the title in 1896.

His only 
son and heir is Lord Earlsfort, born in 1878, 
His residences were Bishop's Court, Straf- 
fan, Kildare, and Eathorpe Hall, Leaming- 
ton.

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GALES AND COLD IN EUROPE. 


Traffic Interrupted and Property and 
Shipping Damaged—Little Crosby 
Lighthouse Burns Down. 


LONDON, Feb. 2.—Storms are prevailing 
throughout Great Britain, and railroad 
trains, owing to the difficulty of proceeding 
against the wind, have been greatly delayed. 
Severe gales have swept the coast, and 
worse weather is predicted for to-night, 
with severe cold.

Atmospheric disturbances are reported on 
the Continent from Berlin to Budapest, re- 
sulting in a general interruption of traffic 
and considerable damage to property, espe- 
cially at Teplitz, Bohemia, and at Buda- 
pest.

Zola and the Aurore Ask to Have the 
French Minister of War Subpoe- 
naed to the Author's Trial. 


PARIS, Feb. 2.—M® Emile Zola and The 
Aurore have requested the Ministry of Jus- 
tice to subpoena Gen. Billot, Minister of 
War, as a witness for the defense in the 
coming prosecution of M. Zola for his open 
letter to President Faure, published by the 
Aurore early last month, pointing out al- 
leged irregularities in the Esterhazy court- 
martial, accusing the French Minister of 
War and other officers who were witnesses 


at the court-martial of perjury, and chal- 
lenging the Government to prosecute them. 


ANTI-JEW UPROAR IN A COURT. 


Hearing of M. Reinach’s Libel Suit 
Against Rochefort Interrupted, 


PARIS, Feb. 2.—When the hearing of the 
libel suit brought by M. Joseph Reinach 
against M. Henri Rochefort, who charged 
M. Reinach with intending to prove Alfred 
Dreyfus’s innocence by means of forged 
documents, was resumed to-day, the court 
was thronged, and at the termination of the 
speech for the defense the crowd present 
broke out into cheers and cried “ Down 
with the Jews!’’ The Judge thereupon sus- 
pended the hearing, and when it was re- 
sumed, later, there was great excitement in 
the vicinity. 

Judgment in the suit was postponed for a 
week. M. Rochefort, on emerging from the 
court at the close of the proceedings, was 
loudly cheered. 


EARTHQUAKE IN ASIA MINOR. 


Shocks Felt at Balikesr and Brusa 
and Many Persons Killed. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 2.—Violent 
earthquake shocks have been felt at Bali- 
kesr, Asia Minor, and around Brusa, Asia 
Minor. Numerous fatalities have resulted 
and great damage has been done. 

The Sultan has subscribed £500 for the re- 
lief of the sufferers. He has dispatched a 
relief committee to the scenes of the dis- 
asters, and has ordered the Minister of Fi- 
nance to take steps to succor the injured. 


AUSTRIA’S STUDENT STRIKE. 


It Will Probably Extend to the Uni- 
wersities To-day. 

VIENNA, Feb. 2.—The strike of the stu- 
dents absorbs public. attention. It will 
probably extend to-morrow to the Universi- 
ties of Vienna, Brunn, and Graz. 

The Cabinet Council to-day and a con- 
ference of the Rectors of the various uni- 
versities considered the question, and the 
latter advised the Government temporarily 
to suspend the lectures without closing the 
universities. 

This decision is regarded as practically 
a censure on the Government, and the res- 
olution contained no word of blame for the 
students. 


FRENCH WARSHIPS DEFENDED. 


M. de Kerjegu Says They Are Quite 
Equal to Those of Foreign Navies. 


PARIS, Feb. 2.—During the discussion of 
the naval estimates to-day in the Chamber 
of Deputies, M. J. de Kerjegu, Republican, 
reporter of the committee, replying to criti- 
cisms of the navy, contended that the 


French ships were quite equal to tfose of 
foreign navies. 

The committee proposed that an iron-clad, 
three cruisers, and eleven torpedo boats be 
commenced this year, 

Vice Admiral Besnard, the Minister of 
Marine, said the Government’s naval pro- 
gramme had made the Mediterranean a 
French gulf. It was intended now to build 
ironclads for extra-European waters, with 
an extensive sphere of action, and a larger 
number of small armored cruisers. The 
Government, he added, was actively pur- 
suing experiments with submarine boats, 
and the improvements in the initial velocity 
of the artillery were making it the best in 
the world. Meanwhile the fortifications at 
Bizerta were actively progressing in con- 
struction. The Minister admitted that ac- 
cidents to French boilers were more frequent 
than in other navies. The debate was ad- 
journed. 


PLAGUE MEASURES IN BOMBAY. 


Infected Persons Invited to Camp on 
Islands Across the Harbor. 


BOMBAY, Feb. 2.—Quarantine barriers 
are being established in all the towns 
against the Bombay exodus. Lord Sand- 
hurst, the Governor, fearing that the plague 
will increase rapidly in a few weeks, and 
that through the penning up of the large 
population, —_— is likely to develop, has 
issued an order inviting those affected to 
remove themselves and their families to a 
camp on the tslands across the harbor. 

Detachments from the Durhamshire Regi- 
ment at Poonah and the artillery of the 
Shropshire Regiment at Colaba have been 
ordered to Bombay for plague duty. 


GEN, LOCKHART TO STAY IN INDIA. 


He Will Attempt to Retrieve the Dis- 
aster to the Fourth Brigade. 


BOMBAY, Feb. 2.—It is now announced 
that Gen. Sir William Lockhart, who com- 
manded the Tirah expedition, and who, it 
was understood, had been relieved of his 
command by Gen, Sir Arthur Power Palmer, 
has decided to remain in India, instead of 
sailing for England on Saturday next, with 
the view of recovering the ground lost by 
the disaster to the Fourth Brigade of the 
British troops near Shinkamar on Saturday 
last. Gen. Lockhart will attempt to re- 


cover the arms captured from the York- 
shire Regiment and punish the tribesmen. 


Norwegian Cabinet Crisis. 


CHRISTIANIA, Feb. 2.—The Storthing 
(Legislative Assembly) will open on Feb. 
10, The Dagbladet believes the Hagerup 
Ministry will resign; and that former Pre- 
mier Steen will be intrusted with the task 
of forming a Cabinet.

MRS. MARY WORTMAN DEAD. 


Said to be Brooklyn’s Oldest Woman 
and Was Born in 1802. 


Mary Mary Wortman, said to have been the 
oldest woman in the Borough of Brooklyn, 
died on Tuesday evening at the home of 
Dr. Speer, 728 Carroll Street. She was born 
in Sweet Hollow, L. L, (now known as 


Me'ville,) on Aug. 23, 1802, and was there- 
ture in her ninety-sixth year. In 1820 she 
married Henry Suydam, a mason, and came 
to the then village of Brooklyn to live. 
Suydam afterward became a prominent con- 
tractor and builder, and died in 1835. 

A number of years afterward Mrs. Suydam 
married John §. Wortman. She had five 
children by Mr. Suydam, and Mr. Wort- 
man was a widower with five. Four cbhil- 

ren were born to them, and thus Mrs. 

Vortman brought up a family of fourteen 
children. One of her sons is the Rev. Dr. 
J. Howard Suvdam of the Dutch Reformed 
Church. Mrs. Wortman’s grandfather was a 
soldier of the Revolution, serving as a 
minute man in Capt. Ira Skidmore’s com- 
pany stationed at Jamaica. Mrs. Wortman 
was fond of telling about her early days 
in Sweet Hollow and Brooklyn, and used 
to see a small barefooted boy who lived 
opposite, and who was called Hughie. He 
is now Hugh McLaughlin, leader of the 
Kings County Democracy. The records of 
the First Reformed Church, Seventh Ave 
nue and Carroll Street, of which she was a 
member, show that her ancestors, Joris 
Rapalje, and his daughter Sara were mem- 
bers of it in 1661, joining the church seven 
months after its organization. 

Mrs. Wortman was in good health until 
eleven days ago, when she was seized with 
a cerebral hemorrhage, causing paralysis 
of the organs of speech. She remained con- 
scious up to Tuesday morning, and died 
peacefully. The funeral will be held this 
afternoon at 3 o’clock at 728 Carroll Street, 
and the Rev. James Farrar, pastor of the 
First Reformed Church, will officiate, as- 
sisted by the Rev. John S. Lott.

THE FINANCIAL MARK 


Stock market irregular. 


Yesterday the stock market was charac- 
terized by continued irregularity. Appar- 
ently there were many speculative accounts 
squared, notably by the more active room 
traders, while commission houses and some 
of the recently formed pools were in evi- 
dence on the bull side. As a consequence, 
the market showed no definite tendency, 
and net changes at the close were about 
equally divided between advances and de- 
clines. About 410,000 shares of stock were 
traded in. 


The professional traders were practically 
all sellers of stocks, and in most instances 
their sales represented a clearing up proc- 
ess. In the afternoon the talent sold many 
of the active stocks short. Commission 
houses and representatives of many inside 
interests, however, were again heavy 


buyers. 


Nowhere, however, were there any indi- 
cations of liquidation by the larger inter- 
ests in the market; on the contrary, the 
larger market factors continue confident of 
higher prices.

BOND MARKET ACTIVITY. 

In talking to a representative of Tus NEw 
Yorx« Times yesterday regarding the condi- 
tion of the market for investment securities, 
Mr. Henry 8S. Kerr of the Stock Exchange 
firm of Redmond, Kerr & Co, ‘said: 

“Never before in my experience has there 
-been such demand for bonds. Counter bus- 
iness is at present enormous, and there is 
the ‘most urgent kind of a demand for all 
sorts of investment securities. Of course, 
the reasons for th's bond market activity 
are apparent to every one. First of all, 
money is uygusually ‘abundant, and interest 
rates are consequently unusually iow. Then 
there is the strengthened confidence of the 
investing public—a confidence which is 
stronger than it has been for years. This is 
largely due to the better showings which 
the various railroad properties are making. 

“ Both financial institutions and individual 
investors are active bidders for whatever 
bonds there are in the market. The banks 
cannot place their funds in loans with any 
sort of profit, and consequently they turn 
to the bond market. And with the individ- 
uais, even though prices are so high that 
the yield on the investment is comparatively 
sma.l, there is eager buying of all grades of 
bonds. 

“ The. gilt-edged issues are by no means 
absorbing all of the activity. In fact, many 
individual invéstors are inclined to look 
with more favor upon the second-class 
bonds than upon those of the higher grade. 
There seems to be a belief in the return of 
generally good business throughout the 
United States; and this faith makes invest- 
ors feel that second-rate bonds are safe 
investments, giving at the same time a 
much larger return than the higher priced 
securities. 

“Of course, no one can tell how long the 
present bond market activity is to keep up; 
but at present I can see no reason for a 
failing off in the demand for securities, un- 
less something unforeseen should happen 
to hurt sentiment and chill the confidence 
of people having funds to invest. I do not 
know whether or not the public is in the 
speculative markets to any extent, but I do 
know that it is in the bond market, and 
that it is quite a factor there. 

“The continued activity of bonds has 
been, I think, somewhat of a surprise to 
many brokers. I know of several instances 
where dealers have bought back at much 
higher prices after the lapse of a week or 
two the very bonds which they had pre- 
viously sold out.”’ 


THE IRON TRADE. 
In its review of iron trade conditions The 
Iron Age will say to-day: 
“‘ Cleveland is likely to be a centre of in- 
terest for some time, since it is there that 
the negotiations are progressing for a re- 


newal and strengthening of the Bessemer 
Ore Association. It is understood that ef- 


| forts are being made, with a good prospect 


of success, to take the Mesaba Range into 
the fold. As yet no movement has been 
made toward including the non-Bessemer 
ores. The question of developing an export 
trade in ore to England has been taken up 
seriously, and, while there seems little 
chance for lake ores, it is possible that 
something may be done in other directions. 
The uncertain factor is the ocean transpor- 
tation. At present the ocean rates make 
the business impossible, but ft is believed 
that later on something may be done. With 
a six-shilling rate, not now obtainable, 
there may be a chance, and if 5s. could be 
reached (a figure that was attained in the 
past,) then a certain tonnage might .be 
moved. 

‘So far as pig iron is concerned, the mar- 
kets in the leading distributing centres con- 
tinue in a nervous condition, created by the 
doubt whether consumption can cope with 
tke current heavy output. The sanguine 
have been. punished se severely and so fre- 
quently. during the past few years that very 
few, have the courage of their convictions. 
Nor is the season of the year favorable to 
the development of a buoyant feeling. Noth- 
ing would carry more weight than a falling 
off in the make, but that is not likely to 
come at an early date, while the belief is 
quite general that approaching Spring will 
considerably increase the requirements. A 
very large tonnage, in the aggregate, of 
charcoal iron has been placed at very low 


| prices. 


“In steel billets the situation is clouded 
to some extent by the determined efforts of 
powerful interests to get the market into 
shape for large purchases for delivery dur- 
ing the second quarter of the year. 

“The demand for finished material is very 
satisfactory in some branches. The plate 
mills in the East and in the Central West 
are very busy, and additional large ship 

late orders are in the market. It is true, 

owever, that the output is expanding. 

“Quite a fair tonnage is coming out in 
structural material. Chicago has placed 
some elevated work and Pittsburg is figur- 
ing on a few large orders. 

“Some of the Western bar ironmakers are 
trying to get the Chicago market into bet- 
ter shape, but they will have to obtain a 
more general adhesion to their plans before 
arything of real consequence is accom- 
pli=hed. 

**In the wire trade the leading manufact- 
urers have got together and have decreed 
a moderate increase in prices. The great 
consolidation is reported as progressing fa- 
vorably. The auditors have completed their 
work, and their reports now go to England 
for review by o firm of accountants there.” 


NEW YORK CENTRAL BUYING. 

New York Central was again nofably 
strong in the first few hours yesterday, sell- 
ing up as high as 119%. Before the close, 
however, much of this gain had been 
knocked off by the selling of professional 
traders and the stock closed at 118%, with 
a fractional gain. Nearly 40,000 shares of 
New York Central were traded in. The 
professionals of the Stock Exchange during 
the past few days have come to regard the 
upward movement in New York Central as 
about over, and consequently they have 
thrown over what stock they had, and many 
of them have gone short. Yesterday’s 
strength, however, did not give them much 
consolation. 

Some indication of the situation in New 
York Central may be found in the fact that 
large blocks of stock which have recently 
been bought by houses acting for the most 
important interests in the property are be- 
ing taken out of the Street. The brokers who 
bought the stock on orders from these in- 
side interests are being called upon to deliv- 
er it. This accounts for the scarcity of the 


‘stock and the difficulty which has been met 


with by borrowers. 


TWO SINISTER RUMORS. 

Wall Street heard two sinister rumors 
yesterday. There were in circulation hints 
of some sort of an impending National 
bank calamity, and also regarding a se- 
rious tangle in Missouri Pacific affairs. The 
rumors regarding the National bank proved 
to be exaggerations of the unfortunate af- 
faim in the Chemical National Bank, which 
eaused the resignation of Cashier Quinlan, 
When the first vague rumors of the mat- 
ter reached Wall Street they were dis- 
torted into statements that “‘a prominent 
bank” was in financial difficulties. A more 
absurd rumor never was put into circula- 
tion. Even though the loan made by Mr. 
Quinlan should prove a total loss, it could 
have no effect upon the stability of the 
Chemical Bank. The loan was for $393,000. 
The Chemical National Bank has a reserve 
of approximately $10,000,000. 

The rumors regarding Missouri Pacific 
were revivals of the old stories of financial 
troubles, and of a rupture between Messrs. 
Gould and Sage. They took no definite 
form, but intimated that this breach in the 
management had gone too far to be patched 
up without legal complications, 


ST. PAUL’S FOURTH WEEK. 


St. Paul’s gross earnings for the fourth 
week of January were made public last 
night They amounted to $762,494, an in- 
crease of $100,183 over the corresponding 
week of last year. They are $26,000 less 
than the earnings of the fourth week of 


January, 1896, and $142,000 in excess of the 
earnings in that week of 1895. 


BULLISH ON THE COAL STOCKS. 

‘ All’ the coal stocks were notably strong 
yesterday. Just before the close, Jersey 
Central, which had been firm all day, sud- 
denly ‘shot up to 96% on small transactions. 
Delaware and Hudson sold at 114, its high- 
est price, and Lackawanna, although in- 
active, made~a gain of nearly 1 point for 
the day. Reading first preferred was the 
most active and the strongest of the group, 
selling as high as 58%, and retaining prac- 
tically all of-its gain to the close. Over. 
27,000 shares of the stock were traded in. 
Coal trade interests continue enthusiastic- 
ally bullish on all the anthracite stocks. 
They point out that the present weather 
is all that has been needed to straighten 
out coal trade affairs and allow consump- 
tion to catch up with the production. 


HAWAIIAN SUGAR CONFIDENCE. 


The buying of Hawalian sugar yesterday 
was done by houses with Washington con- 
nections. The stock closed at 33, unchanged 
from Tuesday night’s final price. Friends 
of the company were yesterday even more 
confident than ever of the success of the 
Hawaiian annexation treaty. They stated 
that their recent advices from Washington 
said that nothing, within the bounds of 
probability, could prevent the ultimate rati- 
fication of the treaty. 


GOSSIP ON TOBACCO. 


American Tobacco was active yesterday, 
although it fluctuated within a compara- 
tively narrow range and closed without 
change. The buying of the stock is under- 
stood to have been for the account of in- 
siders, who, according to gossip, are using 
new brokers for that purpose, and trying to 
create an impression that the selling of the 
stock is for inside account by giving out to 
those houses usually acting for Tobacco in- 
terests large selling orders. This was evi- 
dent yesterday when one operator, upon 
whom Wall Street looks as a Tobacco Trust 
broker, ostentatiously sold a couple of thou- 
sand shares of the stock. Friends of the 
Tobacco company are authorities for the 
statement that the company’s earnings are 
much over 12 per cent. on the common 
stock after all other current matters are 
taken care of. 


NORFOLK AND WESTERN. 


Norfolk and Western Directors yesterday 
declared another dividend of 1 per cent. on 
the preferred stock. This is the second 
dividend on Norfolk and Western preferred 
since the reorganization of the property, the 
previous one being paid last October. The 
dividend was rather unexpected, . although 
the statements of the road have recently 
shown plainly that the company is in a posi- 
tion to take such action. The stock was 
yesterday notably strong, selling up as high 
as 49%. 

Norfolk and Western’s net earnings for 
the month of December amounted to $346,- 
000, an increase of 10 per cent. over Decem- 
ber, 1896. In the six months ended Dec. 31 
the compaay has earned net $1,885,000, 
against $1,265,000 in the same period of 1896, 
an increase of nearly 50 per cent. 


SOME METROPOLITAN SHORTS,

which showed much strength. Manhattan 
Elevated, after fluctuating within narrow 
limits during the first part of the day, 
slumped off at the close and scored a net 
decline of 1 point. Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
was inactive, fluctuating within a range of 
three-eighths of 1 per cent. Metropolitan 
Street Railway, however, on transactions of 
about 2,000 shares, was decidedly strong, 
selling up to and closing at 148. The buy- 
ing of the stock was evidently done by in- 
side interests.

THE BOARD OF CUSTOMS. 


Controversy Between Importers and 
the Government Over Starched 
4 Cottons. 

A change made by the new tariff act in 
the cotton cloth schedule. has.provoked an 
earnest controversy between customs of- 
ficers. and jmporters of Scotch hollands, 
which are used in the manufacture ef win- 
dow shades. A protest filed by the. Pin- 
ney, Casse_& Lackey Company occupied the 
attention..of- the-Customs. Board of. Classi- 
fication yesterday forenoon and afternoon. 
The point at issue was whether a certain 
kind of window shade cloth should be ad- 
mitted at a duty of 45 per cent. ad va- 
lorem, or at 3-cents a square yard: and~20 
‘per cent. ad valorem additional. 

The Government contends that the goods 
are described in the tariff aet by the clause, 


*“cotton cloths, filled or coated,” and W. 
Wickham Smith, counsel for the tmporters, 
undertook to show that the cloths in this 

rticular importation were not “ filled,” 
ut’ were merely starched. He claimed 
that» the merchandise was properly dutia- 
ble as ‘‘ countable cotton cloths’; that is 
a grade of cotton goods in which the 
threads can be counted. Several expert wit- 
nesses, including dealers in window shade 
cloths..from different parts of the country, 
testified regarding the distinction between 
‘“‘ filling ’’ ‘and starching. Prof. Baker, for

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TELEGRAPH FIGHT IN MEXICO. 


Government Shuts Out the Postal in 
Favor of the Western Union. 


The Mexican Government has published 
an order to the Mexican National Railroad 
Company and the Mexican Central Railroad 
Company notifying them that they must dis- 
continue handling commercial and other 
telegraph messages between the United 
States and Mexico. This means that for a 
time at least the Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany of this' city will be without connec- 
tions with Mexican cities, and that the en- 


tire telegraph service will be controlled by 
the Mexican Government and the Western 
Union Company. ; 

Some time ago the Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany extended its lines to El Paso, and be- 
gan building to Laredo. The company en- 
tered into a contract .with the Mexican rail- 
roads to exchange business at the Mexican 
border. This was nearly a year ago. Since 
then they have been carrying on a‘telegraph 
service to the Mexican capital. 

The effect of the order, if fully carried out, 
means that the telegraph service in Mexico 
must be carried over the Federal] lines un- 
der contract with the Mexican Telegraph. 
Company, operating a cable from Vera Cruz 
to Galveston, and with the Western Union 
from Laredo and El Paso. 

The Postal officials say that the action of 
the Mexican Government is illegal, as its 
Constitution prevents the establishment of 
@ monopoly in that country. They say the 
action proposed is a discrimination in favor 
of the Western Union against their com- 
pany. The officials state that they are in 
communication with the Mexican Govern- 
ment with the view of maintaining these 
rights both in the United States and Mex- 
ico. In all probability the matter will be 
taken into the courts by the railroad com- 

nies, as it will prevent them from fulfill- 
ng their contracts with the Postal Com- 


pany. 


ITALIAN ESCAPED DEPORTATION 


Held in a Hospital, His Friends Pro- 
. vided Clothes and One Imperson- 
ated Him in His Cot, 


Two Italians were arraigned yesterday 
before United States Commissioner Morle, 
in the Federal Building, Brooklyn, charged 
with having aided in the escape of a Fed- 
eral prisoner from the Long Island College 
Hospital. The escape was made on Tues- 
day night, and was effected by a clever plot 
in which three persons were engaged. 

Dominico Francisco came to this country 
from Italy a few months ago. He was held 
as a pauper, but it was found that he was 
so seriously ill from consumption that it 
was impossible to send him back at once. 
He was taken to the Long Island College 
Hospital s relatives and friends, know- 
ing that he would be sent back to Italy as 
soon as his condition warranted it, invent- 
ed a scheme to get him out. 

On Tuesday his cousin, Geno Francisco of 
420 East Eleventh Street, Manhattan; An- 
gelo Padavello of 333 East One Hundred and 
Sixth Street, Manhattan, and a man whose 
name is unknown got a permit from the 
Federal authorities and visited the patient. 
While the attendants were engaged else- 
where they dressed Dominico in a suit of 
clothes which they had smuggled in, and he 
left the room, while the third member of 
— party got in his cot to impersonate 

m, 

The plotters remained about fifteen min- 
utes, to give Dominico a good start, and 
then the unknown man got out of bed and 
followed the prisoner. A moment after- 
ward the others started. Just then Superin- 
tendent Robert H. Shaw came in, and dis- 
covered that Francisco’s bed was empty. 
He tore down the stairs and caught the two 
men at the door. He seized them and held 
them until Patrolman Thomas C. Johnson 
of the Amity Street Station arrived and 
took the men in charge. Neither the es- 
caped prisoner nor the third man could be 
ound, 

Commissioner Morle said that the real cul- 
prits were the unknown man and Dominico 
Francisco, and discharged the two prison- 


ers. 


BOLDINI PICTURES WATCHED. 


Customs Inspectors Put in Charge of 
Them on Rumors that They 
Are to be Sold, 


Custom House inspectors were yesterday 
placed in charge of a collection of oil paint- 
ings at the galleries of Boussod, Valadon & 
Co., 303 Fifth Avenue, pending an investiga- 


tion by Collector Bidwell of a charge of 
evading the revenue law. 

The paintings: are by Boldini, and are 
valued at $20,000. They arrived here last 
November, and as it was represented that 
they were for exhib‘tion, the bond of 
Charles Blondin, Boldini’s agent, for $5,000 
was accepted at the Custom House.

The Board Files Notice for a Re- 
argument in the Supreme 
Court. 


A $7,500,000 BOND PROPOSED 


The Deposit of $1,000,000 by the Con- 


tractor Is Suggested—No Precedent 
Found for the Exaction of a Fif- 
teen-Million-Dollar Bond. 


The Rapid Transit Railroad Commission- 
ers, through their attorneys, EB, M. Shep- 
ard and A. B. Boardman, filed a notice yes 
terday that they would ask the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court for a reargu- 
ment of some of the questions in the papers 
and briefs of the counsel upon the motion 
to confirm the reports of the three Commis- 
gwioners appointed by the court. The hear- 
ing is asked to be set for 1 P. M., Feb. 11. 

The questions to be reargued are whether 
the security required of $15,000,000 should 
mot be greatly reduced, and whether the 
provisions as to the. security should ‘not be 
different from those already mentioned. The 
motice also asks for an extension of time 
for the giving of the stipulation by the 
Rapid Transit Commissioners until the 


question of the extension of the existing 
elevated railroads and the provisions for 
additional facilities be definitely decided, 
and until the board shall make further ap- 
lication to the court. The notice is signed 
y Alexander ©. Orr, President of the Rapid 


Transit Commission, 
Board’s Powers Purely Statutory. 


The argument of the board in serving the 
motice asking for the hearing states: 

he board respectfully requests your  honor- 
able ‘court to consider whether the board has any 
right by stipulation to bind itself or its suc- 
cessors as to the future exercise of its discre- 
tionary power im respect ef the amount of secur- 
ity, and whether such a stipulation would not in- 
volve the unlawful surrender by this board of a 
discretion vested in it for the public welfare. As 
this board is advised by its counsel, its powers 
are purely statutory, and the members can act, 
not as individuals, but in their official capacity, 
the limits of their powers being strictly pre- 
scribed by law. The rapid transit statute, as 
this board is advised, subject to the determina- 
tion of your honorable court, leaves the deter- 
mination of the amount of the bond as a matter 
of business discretion to the board, and to it 
alone, and, as public officers having this power, 
the members: may not rightly enter into a con- 
tract or stipulation as to its future exercise, e€x- 
cept at the time and in the manner prescribed 
by law. 

The notice also states that, according to 
the requirements of Section 34, the amount 
of the security will depend on the condition 
of the time, the contract shall be adver- 
tised, and that the board cannot prepare 
detailed plans and specifications or pro- 
pose a contract until it has obtained the 
authorization of the court, and the board 
is not in a situation to know what can 
be done or what terms will be practicable 
when the contract is to be let. 

The notice shows that the report of the 
Commissioners appointed by the court was 
that the cash value of the equipment was 
estimated at $7,845,000, all of which must 
be borne by the contractor. The contract 
for the equipment and construction will 
not be performed by the contractor until 
such equipment is set up ready for opera-~ 
tion, and subject to the first lien of the city. 


One-Million Dollar Cash Deposit. 


It is further stated that: 

The board respectfully shows that the security 
to be given by the contractor and the pecuniary 
burden to be borne my him will in any event 
include the following: : ; 

1. Deposit of $1,000,000 in cash or its equiv- 
alent, to be returned to the contractor upon the 
complete construction and equipment of the road. 

®. Advance from time to time of the cost of 
construction until he shall be repaid by the city. 

8. Advances of the amounts of the withheld 
percentages not to be returned the contractor 
until complete construction and equipment. 

4, Provision at the contractor’s own cost, and 
subject to the first lien of the city, of equipment 
estimated to be worth between $6,000,000 and 
$10,000,000. . 

5. A joint and- several bond under Section 34, 
to run for atleast thirty-five and not more 
than fifty years with two or more sureties justi- 
fying in twice the amount of the bond and all 
liable jointly and severally. 

6. Obligation to return to the city the entire 
outlay of the city for interest and an additional 
annua] sum of at least 1 per cent. (conditionally 
subject to diminution during the first ten years of 
the lease) and at the end of the lease to abso- 
lutely surrender the railroad to the city. 

The board respectfully submits to the court that 
in its opinion no contractor can be found who 
will assume these burdens if the continuing bond 
shall be for so large an amount as $15,000,000. 


Present Bond Without Precedent. 


The board shows that it may be possible 
to procure a bond to secure a bond to equip 
and construct the road in an amount as 
large as $7,500,000. The opinion of the board 


fis based upon the following considerations: 

The board has been unable to find that a bond 
for $15,000,000, or for any amount approaching 
it, has ever been required. The largest security 
ever given by any of the existing surety com- 
panies of New York was for $1,300,000. The City 
of New York, upon its largest contracts for con- 
struction work, has usually required security to 
the extent of only about 10 per cent. On the 
contract for the Cornell Dam, the amount of 
which was $4,100,000, the bond was $500,000. On 
the Jerome Park Reservoir, the abount being 
$5,473,000, the bond was $400,000. On small con- 
tracts the percentages are higher, but not usually 
exceeding 20 per cent. On the Harlem Bridge, 
for instance, the contract being for $1,246,000, 
the bond was for $250,000. The security re- 
quired by the City of Boston upon its subway 
contracts was 20 per cent. The largest security 
ever required by the public authorities on impor- 
tant public work, so far as the board has learned, 
is the 25 per cent. required by the United States 
Government; but its contracts, so far as the 
board has learned, have never been of an amount 
as great as one-fourth the amount of the cost 
of the proposed rapid transit construction. 
A bond or bonds for $7,500,000 would amount 
to 25 per cent. of the estimated cost of this 
road, and would thus be equal to the largest 
security which is ever required by public author- 
ities in their most important contracts. 

The board further shows that it has been 
unable to learn of any security for future 
payments in enterprises approaching a bond 
of $15,000,000. 


Not to Exceed $7,500,000. 


The board also submits that, in its opin- 
fon, the utmost security which, under condi- 
tions now existing or which can be reason- 
ably expected to exist for many years to 


come, can be exacted for the proposed rap- 
id-transit contract without absolute defeat 
of the plan of municipal construction and 
ownership is the following: 

The deposit of $1,000,000; and, in addition, 

The withholding or deposit subject to the con- 
trol of this beard of a reasonable percentage of 
the price of construction, such percentage to be 
paid to the contractor only upon his completing 
the work of construction and providing proper 
equipment upon which the city shall have a first 
lien to the extent of at least the portion of the 
percentage released, to secure the rental and 
satisfactory operation of the railroad, such de- 
posit not to be fully paid to the contractor until 
the complete construction, equipment, and de- 
livery of the railroad ready for operation; and, 
in addition, 

A bond or several bonds to secure construction 
and equipment, but not rental, the total amount 
of such bonds not to exceed $7,500,000; and, in 
addition, 

A bond under Section 34 of the Rapid Transit 
act in an amount which, with the cash value 
of the equipment, shall be equal to the estimated 
rental for seven years.

Exposition. 


After but a year’s existence the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ Board of Trade 
has acquired a membership of more than 
600 members. A meeting was held yester- 
day at the headquarters, 241 Fifth Avenue, 
for the purpose of arranging for the inau- 
gural banquet. It has been decided to hold 
the banquet at the Waldorf-Astoria at 7 
o'clock on the evening of Tuesday, Feb. 
22. R. M. Walters has been chosen Chair- 
man of the Arrangement Committee. 

At the meeting yesterday C. C. Shayne of 
124 West Forty-second Street presided. A 
diszussion was indulged in on the Paris Ex- 
position of 1900, and on motion of E, Twy- 
effort resolutions were adopted that Gov. 
Black and the slature be petitioned to 
co-operate with the National Government 
in representation at the Paris BExposition

A MOCK AUCTION SWINDLE.” | DARK PLACES IN CHARTER | 


Pitiable Plight of Mrs, Kate Mar- 
chant, Who Accuses a Lawyer 
of Defrauding Her. 


Mrs. Kate Marchant ts living in one room 
of the house 116 East Twenty-fifth Street, 
which until a week ago was entirely her 
own home, and she is now without food, 
heat, or money. She tells a remarkable 
story of how her furniture was taken from 
her. 

Last Fall Mrs. Marchant sub-let her 
house, furnished, to a woman, who agreed 
to allow her $50 a month for the use of 
$5,000 worth of furniture in it. The rent 
was not paid for severa] months, and Mrs. 
Marchant went to a lawyer, whom she had 
met through a woman whom she had ac 
cused of stealing jewelry from her. She 
told the lawyer her story, she alleges, and 
informed him that there was a $3,000 mort- 
gage on the furniture, which mortgage was 
on record. The lawyer suggested several 
methods of ejecting the sub-tenant, but 
finally decided that the proper way would 
be to hoid a mock sale of the furniture and 
thus force the tenant out. 

Mrs. Marchant demurred, and said she 
would have no sale, and the following day 
she went to the lawyer’s office, where she 
learned from a clerk that the sale was to 
be held as advertised on the next day, 
Jan. 24. On that day she went to the house, 
where she found that her tenant had gone 

with her many articles, and ound 
also there the lawyer, his wife, several of 
his clerks, and a man, who somé years 
ago was sent to Sing Sing for crooked 
practices in selling out the effects of those 
ainst whom he held executions. In spite 
of Mrs. Marchant’s tests, the sale pro- 
ceeded, the lawyer telling her that the goods 
were being bid in for her. The entire con- 
tents of the kitchen went for 15 cents. 
The contents of one room, including car- 
pet and furniture, for $1.50. A table of 
rosewood, that cost several hundred 
dollars, sold for $6, and everything else in 
the house was sold at similar prices. 

When the sale was over $300 was realized 
of which the lawyer took $100 for his serv- 
ices, and Mrs. Marchant received the bal- 
ance. She says that the auctioneer had a 
Marshal on hand to attach this money on an 
old judgment against her of $120 and on 
which she had been examined in supple- 
mentary proceedings. She feared to keep the 
money, aS she would have to account for it 
on the mext examination, so, she says, she 
at once sent it to the mortgagee in Cali- 
fornia, leaving herself penniless. 

Then the draymen came and removed all 
the furniture from the house. By main 
force, Mrs. Marchant says, she managed to 
keep enough to fill the back parlor where 
she lives. The house has a sign, “ To let,” 
on it, and the woman has only a small gas 
stove to keep the place warm, and says she 
has only managed to get an occasiona! meal 
by pawning some trinkets that still remain 
to her. William Greenthal, a lawyer, she 
says, has volunteered to bring her case to 
the attention of the courts and to secure the 
return of her furniture. 

She says that she will, if possible, bring 
the action of the auctioneer to the attention 
of the Mayor and will ask the District At- 
torney to move against the false lawyer. 


THE BROOKLYN LEPER DIES. 


Harry Albury, Isolated for Years in a 
Hospital’s Grounds, Succumbs 
to Tubercular Leprosy. 


An eighteen-year-old boy named Harry 
Albury, who has for four years been a pa- 
tient in the Kingston Avenue Hospital, 
Brooklyn, died yesterday from leprosy. Al- 
bury’s case has been the subject of a num- 
ber of articles in medical journals, but his 
identity has been carefully guarded by his 
family. 

When Albury was thirteen years old and 
was living with his father in Key West, 
Fla., he first showed symptoms of leprosy. 
Mr. Albury, who did not know what the dis- 
ease was, brought him North and learned 


the truth from a specialist. He hurried 
back to Key West and tried to have his son 
placed in a private hospital, but did not 
succeed. He then appealed to Dr. Calvin 
F. Barber of 57 South Oxford Street, Brook- 
lyn, who finally obtained permission to have 
the boy placed in the Kingston Avenue 
Hospital It was, of course, impossible to 
place him with the other patients, and.a 
small building was erected back ofthe 
other ens re for Albury’s use. 

It was-hard to get a nurse for a leprosy 
patient, but a Miss Edwards was finally 
found who had courage enough for the po- 
sition. aor time passed pleasantly 
enough, and he seemed to ‘enjoy himself. 
His rooms were well furnished, and he 
spent most of his time in reading. The phy- 
sicilans say that he was unusually bright. 
He was fond of playing on the banjo and 
violin. 

About two years ago his sister came to 
Brooklyn from Key West. She has made 
weekly visits to her brother ever since, and 
he enjoyed them greatly. The disease was 
tubercular leprosy, and the physicians knew 
there was no hope of saving his life. He 
died early yesterday morning. Miss Ed- 
wards and another nurse were with him at 
the time. 

Dr. J. M. Winfield, who, with Dr. Bar- 
ber, had charge of the case, said yesterday 
that he did not think there were more than 
half a dozen cases of tubercular leprosy in 
the country, and possibly not as many. 

How the young man contracted the dis- 
ease is not known. It is believed, how- 
ever, from such information as can be 
gained, that he contracted it from a boy 
who was his favorite chum at school in 
Key West. All efforts to trace this boy or 
= find out who he is have proved unavail- 
ng. 

The disease appeared only on the young 
man’s face, hands, arms, legs, and feet. The 
rest of his body was free from any indica- 
tion of the presence of the disease. 


POLICEMAN SHOOTS PRISONER. 


John Lawlor Tried to Escape and Was 
Wounded in the Back by Offi. 
cer Vaughn, 


Patrolman Patrick Vaughn of the Mor- 
risania Court yesterday shot and severely 
wounded John Lawlor, twenty-five years 
old, a prisoner, whom he was about to take 
to court. He had arrested the man at the 
home of the latter’s mother, 588 Trinity 
Avenue, on complaint of Mrs. Lawlor, who 
accused her son of destroying the furniture 
of the house, breaking the windows, and 
being a dangerous man generally. 

While taking the prisoner away from the 
house he temporarily released his hold on 
him in order to close the yard gate. -Law- 
lor at once ran away, and the officer 
shouted after him to stop. After repeatin 
the order three times without being heeded, 
the policeman shot. The bullet lodged in 
the man’s back, and an ambulance was sum- 
moned from the Harlem Hospital. Neither 
the prisoner nor his mother was willing to 
make a complaint against the officer, but 
Magistrate Mott instructed Sergt. Maloney 
to make a complaint, and held Vaughn 
in $2,000 bail, which was furnished. Vaughn 
has been attached to the Morrisanta Court 
for three years. His record is said to be 
good. He asserts that he merely intended 
to shoot in the air to frighten the prisoner. 

After Sergt. Maloney made his report on 
the case to Chief McCullagh, it was ordered 
that Vaughn be suspended from duty with- 
out pay pending the termination of the case.

A map giving the same informa- 
tion regarding the Borough of Manhattan 
is inclosed, as well as a complete map of 
Long Island. A history of Greater New 
York and valuable election statistics are 
interesting features. All sorts of odds and 
ends of facts are attractively set forth. 


Coroners Must Stand Trial. 


Judge Hurd, in the Kings County Court, 
yesterday denied the motion to dismiss the 
indictments for grand larceny against ex- 
Coroners Coombs and Nason. The applica- 
tion wag made on the freand that the evi- 
dence before the Grand Jury was incompe- 
tent and irrelevant, and that the offenses 
charged did not constitute grand larceny. 
Judge Hurd holds that the Grand Jury was 
not investigating any specific crime, but 
was inpeetanins a public office, and there- 
fore had con le latitude. He also 
holds that on the evidence the ex-Coroners 
were properly indicted, 


The Board of Public Improvements 
Has Many Knotty Problems 
Presented to It. 


ITS AUTHORITY IS VAGUE 


President Holahan Says that the Board 
Has to Lose Time Interpreting 
Law Instead of Exe- 
cuting It. 


The Board of Public Improvements con- 
sumed nearly all the time of its session yes- 
terday afternoon in discussing and ascer- 
taining fts own jurisdiction. Upon the in- 
troduction of every new matter the authori- 
ty of the board to act was challenged, and 
thereupon followed a long discussion, in- 
volving citations from the charter express- 
ive of widely divergent views, and a final 
reference to the Corporation Counsel, or 
some other department, for interpretation 
and advice. President Holahan was non- 
plussed, and did not hesitate to say so, He 
confessed that the charter was a little too 
complex and mysterious for him. 

-The first question as to the board's juris- 
diction arose over the proposition of Com- 
missioner of Bridges Shea that it authorize 
him’ to purchase - 50,000,000 excursion and 
50,000,000 ‘trip tickets over the New York 
and Brooklyn Bridge. He said the ticket 
supply was nearly exhausted, and more 
must be purchased at once. It was usual, 
he said, for the Bridge Commissioner to 
advertise for bids for lithographing these 


tickets. 

President Holahan said that he did not 
know whether the board had any authority 
to act. Assistant Corporation Counsel Far- 
ley, who represented the Legal Department, 
assured him that it was not a matter for 
the board to consider; and so it was left for 


Commissioner Shea to settle as best he 
could, with the advice to consult the Cor- 
poration Counsel. 


A Water Supply Question. 
Another mooted point developed when the 
Commissioner of Water Supply wanted au- 
thorization for some work. Mr. Holahan 
said that the new charter was not at all 
clear on this point. ‘‘ There is no provision 
that I can find,” he said, “ that makes it 


clear that the Commissioner of Water Sup- 
ply can act alone, or whether he must act 
with the Commissioner of Sewers, or the 
Commissioner of Highways; or whether one 
or both departments shall require bonds. 
This is one of the imperfections of the 
new charter, and we must refer the matter 
to the Corporattion Counsel.”’ 

A request t transfer an employe from 
one department to another brought up fur- 
ther discussion as to the board’s authority. 
Mr. Farley decided this by saying the Legal 
Department had considered ‘the matter, and 
was satisfied that the board could transfer 
only those empboyes in the several] Boards 
of Public Improvements, but that the trans- 
fer of employes from other departments 
was entirely in the jurisdiction of the 
Mayor. , 

The most serious discussion, however, 
arose over 2 petition from the Upper East 
Side Association to widen Fifty-ninth Street. 
Augustus W. Peters, President of the 
Borough of Manhattan, at once suggested 
that the initiative in such matters belonged 
to the Borough Board. To sustain his con- 
tention, he cited Section 398 of the charter, 
which provides that the local Board of Im- 
provements shall have power “to recom- 
mend that proceedings be initiated to open, 
close, widen, &c., streets, avenues, and 
public places.” 

Mr, Farley sustained him in this position, 
and read from the report of the Charter 
Oommittee a sta'ttement of the objects sought 
to be accomplished by placing local im- 
provements primarily in the hands of the 
local boards. 

“Has that report ever been enacted into 

law?"’ asKed President Holahan. 
. “It is practically law,’’ replied Mr. Far- 
ley, “because we have to use it in in- 
oe the various sections of the chart- 
er itself.”’ 

“That explains what the Charter Com- 
mittee intended to do, not what it did,” 
said Mr. Holahan. ‘‘One man said that, 
and some other men went ahead and wrote 
something quite different. It seems hard 
that we should have to spend nronths tryin 
to interpret a public law, when we shoul 
be executing it. 1 am sorry they wrote 
that introductory report.” 


A Resolution on Local Boards. 


The Borough Presidents then submitted a 
resolution to the effect that all local im- 
provements should be taken up first by the 
local boards; and President Grout of the 
Borough of Brooklyn moved that the whole 


matter, with a transcript of the discussion, 
be referred to the Corporation Counsel] for 
hisopinion. This motion was adopted. 

President Haffen of the Borough of the 
Bronx remarked that unless some work is 
given to the local boards and Borough Presi- 
dents they would soon be abolished. 

“T haven’t heard of any of you resigning,” 
said Mr. Holahan. ° 

“No,” replied Mr, Haffen, “‘ we want to 
draw our salaries for four years.” 

A letier was received from J. T. Butler, 
representing property Owners on a small 
street opened by them about twelve years 
ago, between Convent Avenue and Hamil- 
ton Terrace, complaining that the street 
had never been laid out by the city, and 
for that reason they could not get clear title 
to their holdings. A number of these own- 
ers want to improve their property and can- 
not borrow money because of the condition 
of the titles. 

President Holahan said that this was only 
one of hundreds of like cases throughout 
the city. The street, he said, had been 
macadamized and sewered, but it had not 
oe yooh he said,

UNION PACIFIC COLLATERAL. 


Auction Sale of Securities and Prop- 
erty Held Under the Deed 
of Sept. 4, 1891. 


The offering at the New York Real Estate 
Salesroom yesterday of the securities and 
property held as collateral under the Union 
Pacific collateral crust gold notes deed of 
Sept. 4, 1891, attracted many men promi- 
nent In Union Pacific affairs and railroad 
and financial interests. Among them were 
Special Master William D. Cornish, E. Eilery 


Anderson, one of the Union Pacific receiv- 
ers; Charles H. Coster and Temple Bowdoin, 
representing the successor Trustees, J. Pier- 
pont Morgan & Co., complainants, who or- 
dered the sales under the United States Cir- 
cult Court decrees of October, 1897, and Jan- 
uary, 1898; Victor Morawetz, General Coun- 
sel of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
Railway Company; George J. Gould, Ed- 
ward King, President of the Union Trust 
Company; John A. Stewart, President of the 
United States Trust Company; F. Isham, 
Jacob H. Schiff, Otto S. Kahn, Francis 
Lynde Stetson, and Alvin W. Krech. Adrian 
H. Muller & Son sold by Henry Draper. 

The first sale was, in two lots, of the 
claims of the Union Pacific against the 
Montana Railway Company, which last Oc- 
tober amounted to $446,188.17. Wiliam Nel- 
son Cromwell bought them for $130,000. He 
did not name his principal. The trust notes 
and collateral were then bid on. There were, 
at par value, about $26,700,000 In stocks, 
$18,000,000 in bonds, and $2,300,000 in mis- 
celianeous equities. The stocks were put up 
in one-thousand lots and the bonds in one- 
hundred-thousand-dolliar lots. Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. bought all but two of the offers, which 
went to R. L. Day & Co., giving $1,650,000 for 
the $4,890,000 Union Pacific Coal Company’s 
first mortgage 5 per cent, gold bonds and 
$1,620,000 for the $5,000,000 Union Pacific, 
Kansas Division, 5 per cent. collateral mort- 
gage bonds. When the latter had been sold 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co.’s purchases aggregated 
$38,290, 152. 

At this point Mr. Coster stopped the sale, 
and nine lots of bonds and stocks of the 
aggregate par value of $8,967,375 were with- 
drawn under the terms of sale, whfch pro- 
vided that the sales should cease when enough 
money had been secured to pay the 37% 
per cent. of outstanding indebtedness, prin- 
cipal and interest, on the collateral notes. 
All the lots sold were then offered, accord- 
ing to the terms of sale, in one lot, which 
was knocked down to Kuhn, Loeb & Co., for 
reorganization interests, for $3,300,000, the 
only Lid. 


Grace Institute Opened, 


Grace Institute, the home for working 
girls and women, founded by ex-Mayor Wili- 
iam R. Grace and his wife with a two-hun- 


dred-thousand-dollar endowment, wasopened 
yesterday at 129 West Sixtieth Street, with- 
out any ceremony, Mr. Grace being ill at 
his home. Joseph Grace, his eldest son, was 
at the house. He presented the keys of the 
home to the Mother Superior of the Sisters 
of Charity, who will have charge of the 
home. The institution is to have classes for 
imparting to poorer girls and women the 
arts of housekeeping, sewing, dressmaking, 
laundry work, millinery, typewriting, and 
stenography. A formal opening will take 
place later. The classes begin Monday. 


Two Indictments Against Zanoli. 


The Grand Jury found two indictments 
yesterday against Charles Zanoli, one for 


jury and the other for grand larceny. 
oth were found on complaint of the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company, which 
charges that Zanoli swindled it out of $350 
and that he signed the name of Charles 
Braune to an affidavit which set forth that 
Charles Zanoli was dead. The charge of 
homicide against Zanoli, who was alleged 
to have caused the death of his fourth wife, 
Jennie Suhmer, was dismissed some time 


ago. 
Wool Sale Postponed. 


The sixth Wool Exchange auction, which 
was to be held yesterday afternoon at the 
Wool Exchange. was postponed until next 
Wednesday afternoon, Feb. 9. On account 
of the storm the buyers for the New Eng- 
land mills were unable to reach the city, 
and after a consultation with the owners 
of the wool, the Board of Governors of the 
Exchange decided on a postponement. Over 
half a million pounds of wool will be put 
up for sale, and the outlook is for good 
prices.

LEGAL NOTES. 


CONSTRUCTION OF PARTNERSHIP AGREE~ 
MENT.—rA partnership agreement, which was 
entered into about nine years ago between 
Thomas Garry and Michael J. Garry, both 
now deceased, provided for an equal contri- 
bution of capital, ($50,000,) an equal division 


of profits and losses, and that an annual in- 
ventory should be made and an annual bal- 
ance. struck. The profits and losses being 
thus ascertained, a division was to be made 
on Feb, 1 in each year, and if either partner 
died “his interest in the firm should be 
deemed to be of the value shown by the last 
previous inventory taken before his death, 
and that that sum should be payable by the 
surviving partner to the executor or admin- 
istrator of the deceased partner.’’ It was 
provided that Thomas Garry might dissolve 
the partnership at any time by giving thirty 
days’ notice, in which case he should take 
the firm property and pay to the other part- 
ner “one-half of the value of the firm as- 
sets as shown by the last annual inventory.” 
Michael Garry, who died in November, 1890, 
left two minor children. Thomas Garry con- 
tinued the business until his own death. In 
January, 1890, the amount to the credit of 
Michael on the firm’s books was $59,702; 
but before his death he drew $8,380. In an 
action by William B. Davenport, Public Ad- 
ministrator of Kings County, representing 
the estate of Michael Garry, against Thom- 
as Morrissey and others, as executors of 
Thomas Garry, a decision given on the re- 
port of a referee was reversed by the Sec- 
ond Appellate Division, and that decision 
is now upheld by the Court of Appeals. The 
controversy was as to the extent of the ob- 
ligation of Thomas Garry to make payments 
to the estate of his deceased partner. The 
defendants claimed that the estate of Mi- 
chael Garry was not entitled to any share 
of the profits earned after the inventory 
and settlement of the account in January, 
1890, and that there was to be charged 
against the amount then standing to his 
credit the amounts he drew on the firm up 
to the time of his death. The referee decid- 
ed both questions in the defendant’s favor. 
The Court of Appeals decides, on the opin- 
fon of Justice Cullen, below, that the dom- 
inant provision related to an equal division 
of the profits and losses, and that in case 
a partner died, his estate should be credited 
with the profits which were earned after the 
last annual inventory was taken, and before 
his death, and was to’ be charged with the 
sums which he drew out of the firm during 
that period.

A STREAM DECLARED A PUBLIC HIGHWAY. 
—About two years ago the Legislature 
passed an act declaring that “ Roaring 
Brook,” in Lewis County, from its junc 
tion with Black River to the head waters 


of the brook, in the town of Martinsburg, 
should be “constituted a public highway, 
for the purposes of floating logs, timber, 
and lumber down said stream,” and mak- 
ing provision for the assessment and pay- 
ment of damages to riparian owners injured 
by the use of the stream for these pur- 
es. The Court of Appeals, in an opinion 
y Judge O’Brien, has reversed an order 
of the Fourth Appellate Division, in pro- 
ceedings by James W. Burns, for the ap- 
pointment of Commissioners to assess darm- 
ages to riparian owners. The court below, 
reversing the Special Term, held that the 
use was not sufficiently public to save the 
statute from attack, on the ground that 
there was contemplated a taking of pri- 
vate property for merely private purposes. 
It is held by the Court of Appeals that 
such an act is not in conflict with the pro- 
vision of the Constitution forbidding the 
passage ot a private or local act laying out 
or opening a highway. A statute is not to be 
condemned, the Court says, on the ground 
that it originated in private int gests, and 
was intended in some degree to subserve 
private purposes. ‘It may be that this 
statute,” Judge O’Brien says, “and nu- 
merous other statutes of the same char- 
acter to be found in the records of the 
Legislature, are open to the objection that 
power was improvidently or unwisely ex- 
ercised, or that public authority was en- 
listed in the promotion of purely private in- 
terests, although there is nothing on the 
face of the bill or in the record, of which 
we can take notice, to show that such was 
the fact. But even if al) that be true, as 
claimed, the question was clearly for the 
determination of the Legislature. Having 
the power to enact such a law, the occasion 
for the exercise of the power, or the par- 
ticular case or circumstances that calls for 
it, were all matters exclusively within its 
own judgment and discretion.

CONSTRUCTION OF WILL.—George Chester- 
man, who died about four years ago, in this 
city, by his will, made in 1865, after making 
certain provisions for his wife during her 
life, gave the residue of his real estate to 


his executors, in trust, to divide the net in- 
come, after deducting a third part of it, 
which had been given to his wife, between 
his children in equal proportions during 
their natura) lives. Upon the death of eith- 
er of the children, the testator gave “ the 
fourth part of such real estate to the issue 
or heirs of such child, in fee, to be equally 
divided between them.” At the time the 
will was executed, only two of the testator’s 
four children had reached majority, and of 
these one was unmarried, while the other 
was married and had one child. In another 
clause, the testator gave one-fourth of such 
property to the “heirs” of a child dying, 
the word “issue” not being used in that 
clause. In an action by Clotilde Bodine 
and others against Ronald K. Brown, as 
trustee, the Court of Appeals has affirmed 
the judgment of the First Appellate Divis- 
ion, holding, on the opinion of Justice In- 
graham, below, that by the use of the words 
‘issue or heirs of such child,”’ the testator 
intended to give to the issue of a child 
dying, if issue there were surviving, the 
share of the child, but, where a child dies 
without issue, that the share of such child 
should go to the child’s heirs at law at the 
time of the child’s death, to be divided 
among them per capita, and not per stirpes.
